The squadron rcndc/A ouscd oil' ^U^kpo (stmthern Korea) 
on the next duy, ami from lhal point Togo st^it Kear-Adiniral 
I'rvu. with 4 cruisers and a torpedo-boat flotilla, to con\ oy tlie 
transports to Chemulpo, the port of Seoul, and sailed for Port 
Arthur with the remainder of the fleet. 

Admiiul Uryu arrived at Chemulpo on February K, and all 
the troops were safely landed. On the next day Uryu en- 
gaged the Russian cruiser Varyag and gunboat Korutst which 
had been lying in Chemulpo Harbor, and which, after an en- 
gagement of about one hour, returned to the harbor, whore 
they were destroyed by their commanders the same eTening. 
On the night of February 8 Togo sent a torpedo-boat flotilla 
against the Russian fleet at Port Arthur and succeeded in 
inflicting such damage that the Japanese evidently con- 
cluded they could continue the transportation of troops to 
the theater of war. 

By February 15, 12 transports, carrying alx»ut 3,000 honaes 
and 14,000 troop^s, were loaded at Nagasaki and sailed to rein- 
force the trooi)s landed at Chemulpo. 

The First Japanese Army, of which the force landed at 
Chemulpo on Febmary S \va< (lie advance Lrmird. was coni- 
maiided by (Jeneral KiiroUi, with (leneral Fujii as chief of 
staff. It consisted of the Second, T^^elfth, and Imperial 
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GuATds Di^Hsions,^ commanded, respectivoly, hj liieutonant^ - 
Generals Nishi, Inouje, and Ilasegawa. The two brigades 
t)f the Second Division were commanded by Major-Gcneruls 
Matsunaga and Okasaki: of the T^cH'ili 1 \ Kigoshi and 
Sasaki; of the Guards, by Asada and Watanabe. At the 
croflfiing of the Yalu the artilleiy included a]ao twenty 12 cm. 
howitzero. 

Primarily the Japanese intended to land the First ^Vrmy 
*at Suu (^liong on the bay of the saino name, in the extreme 
southeast of Korea, about hnlfwny Ix tween Masampo and 
Mokpo, and march thence to S(»oul, and preparations were in 
progress with that end in view. Their success at Port Arthur 
and rhornTilpo, however, allowed the iiso of Chemulpo and 
prncl i< !illy jkIvmik ^mI their caiiij)!) oiw niontli. 

The main purl ion of tlic coiniii.'md hiiulcd a! Chciiiulpo on 
Febnuir}' 8, procrrdcd to Seoul, the eapital of Kori-a, m(»v- 
ing principally Ity rail, and reinfort;c(] the .Inpnnese irai'iisoji 
of 2r>0 men .slatituit'd ihere. This not only ga\(' the .lapu" 
nese a great politicnl advnntapre in Korea, but was the begin- 
ning of General Kuroki s advance by the main highway 
lea<ling to the Yalu. 

Tile landilisr «>f troops and supplies was puslied at ("he- 
mulpu, but the harlxtr is not favorable for rapid work. For 
example, the Fourteenlk Kegiuieiit arrived on February IS 
and its landing was not completed until the 21st. 

On February 14 two companies were sent, one to Fusan 
and one to Gensan, the latter by marching from Seoul. One 
company of the Fourteenth Kegunent was sent by steamer to 
Waichu, whence it marched to Phyangyang, arriving Feb- 
ruary 20. The northern advance of General Kuroki may be 
said to begin with the movement of the latter company. 
The advance by land began with the divisional cavalry and 
Fourteenth Regiment under Major-^neial Sasaki on Feb- 
ruary 22.

The regiment of cavalry, that of urtillory, and th«> InUtalion o( onKineor 
troo;):' lia\ c the flame numerical designation as the divi«ion of which they 
form a part. 
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On March 5 Major-Oeneral Yamuii, of the Japanese engi- 
neers, arrived with several officers and 300 engineer troops, 
lor the purpose of constructing the Seoul-Wiju Railway. 

A Japanese detachment of 6 squadrons and 1 battalion 
landed at Chinampo on March 13 and marched to Anju. 

The Twelfth Division started north from Phyangjang on 
March 21, the head of the Guards Division, two battalions, 
with General Kiirokiy arriving from Chinampo, where it had 
landed, about noon of that day. They were followed by the 
remainder of the liivision under Lieutenant-General Hase- 
gawa. 

On March 29 the entire Second Division had completed its 
landing at Chinampo, thus raisinix the force moving north- 
ward to about 45,000 men. The (iuards and Second Division 
ha<l begun embarking at Ujina, the port of Hiroehima, on 
March 8. 

The occupation of Phyangyang allowed troops and supplies 
to be landed at Chinampo, about 40 miles distant by a road 
free from didicult grades. This was a saving of 120 miles 
over the route previously used via Seoul. Profiting by high 
tides, jiupplies were towed up the river in sampans and Ifinrlod 
at Maiikumhii, only 7 miles from Pliyangyang. C hinmupo 
ha<l the further advantage of n <lirect road to ^Vnju, saving 
from 10 fo 1.") per rent of th<' distanfe via Phyangyang. 

Speaking of the manner of atlvance an eyewitness says:

Moving north from PhviUiLrvjin^' to Anju the Twelfth Divi- 
sion moved on the Syuncliycii nrnd; the Gnfir(l«3. on the 
Syunan road: the Second Division, along the scji-'lioio. 

A (•orn|)Mny of Jupanrsc infantry, from llir flnnrd^ Divi- 
sion, with sonu' ravalry, came into conflict with a hotly of 
about 600 Russian cavalry south of Cheni^ju, Match 28. 
F'our Japanese, int lutliiiL' an ollicer, were killt-d and 12 
wounded. The detachmcal occupied Chengju the same day. 

The skirmish Ix lmii at 11.50 a. m., near the south gate of 
the town wlicrr the Ja})aikese cavalry was fired upon. Thcv 
then rude around to the north gate while the infantry nltacked 
the south gate. 
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The Rufifiians, from the First Chita Kegimont, commanded 
by Colonel Pavlov, withdrew toward Wiju. This regiment 
and the First Verkhne-Udinsk formed the Cossack brigade, 
comman(l(>(l by Major-General Mishchenko, which reconnoi- . 
tered the Japanese approach. 

On April 4 the Japanese advance guard reached and occu- 
pied Wiju. ihp opposing cavalry having crossed to the right 
bank of the Yalu on the precedinj^ day. 

On April 10 and 12 small detachments of Russians 
attempted to cross the Yalu below Wiju, but failed in both 
ciuses after sharp skirmishes. 

In the meantime Kuroki concentrated his army at htm ! i^ear 
Anju anti, on April 7, moved on Wiju, leavinj;^ small infantry 
•garrisons at Chinampo and Phyangyan*^. Supplies were 
landed fn)m the sea at the nioutli of the Chyonjj^chyen River, 
I'siho, niid on the Chiulsan Peninsula, lluis nmlcrinlly reliev- 
ing the (ie mauds upon the single road uvcr which tho army 
was moviiiL:. 

^lajoi-General Sasaki, with n eoveriiii: det aclinient of 3 
hattalion^^, 1 squadron, 2 mountain balteries, and arconi- 
panying service troops, was \\^At\ at Phyam^Naiii; until the 
rear of the army left Anju. The dcia<luiient then mai< lieil 
on Chongsung, where it arrived about the same date a.s the 
main body arrived at Wiju, April 20. 

The twenty 1- em. howitzers landed at Ihoaphu about 
April 10 and reaelictl Wiju on the Jiith. 

The ()<'eii|)at ion of Wiju again brought lelief to the line of 
conununiciitioUrt l)aek tln'ougli Anju, Phynngyang to Chi- 
nain|)o. It allowed troops ami supjdies to be landed ill the 
estuury of the Yalu, as at Yungampo. 

This shortening tjf tlie line of communicatituib was of 
incalculable beiiefit, for, across a large river not fordable 
below Suikouclien (8 miles above Wiju), a not inconsider- 
able force faced the First Japanese Army. 

This Russian force, called the Eastern Detachment, based 
on Liaoyang, with secondaity base at Fenghuangcheng, con- 
sisted at first of 8 battalions, 32 sotnias, and 38 guns. On 
April 22 lieutenant-Genecal Zasulich arrived and took com- 
mand of the reenforced Eastern Detachment, which then 
contained about 25,000 effectives, and was reorganized as fol- 
lows: The nuiin body consisted of the ^inth, Tenth, Elev- 
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enth, Twelfth, and Twenty-fourtfi ^^a>t Siberian Rifle 
Re^ments, the First, Second, aiul Third Butteries of the 
Third East Siberian Artillery' Brigade, the Second and Tliird 
Batteries of the Sixth Ea^^t Siberian ArtiUery Brigade, and 

gun company (18 battalions, 40 guns, and 8 ma- 
chine gims), and held the right banks of the Ai and Yalu 

rivers in tho rcf^f^n opposit** Wiju. 

The loft flank dettichinout rcmsistod of the Arpmsk and 
the Ussuri Cossack regiments ami ! inotmtain battery (12 
sotnias and S ofuns) under connmmd of Colonel Tnikliiii. 
and covered the left flank and the road leading to Kuaiitien 
and Saimachi. 

The right llniik (letat luiient consistod of Majur-General 
Mishchenko's Cossuck brigade rreniuirod by the Twenty- 
first East Siberi III Ivillc Re^riineiit, the Fiibt Battery of the 
Sixth East Siberia ti ^Utillery Brigade, and 1 Tran^baikal 
horse battery (3 battalions, 12 sotnias, and 14 guns), and 
was charj^ed with icconiiuitering the coast ^rom the mouth 
of the Yalu U> Takushan. 

THE BATTLE AT TALU EITER. 
<PUte I.) 

On the morning of April 26 one battalion of the Guards, 
crossing by pontoon ferry, drove the Russian outpost from 
and occupied the island of Kyurito. 

On the same morning work was begun on a bridge across 
the fint branch of the riyer near Wiju. The work was in- 
terrupted by the Russian artillery from Conical Hill and a 
point farther south. The bridge, 237 meters long, and con- 
structed of piles, junks, and other local material, was finally 
completed on the 27th. On the 27th a bridge was con- 
structed at "a," opposite the southern wall of Wiju. It 
also was of improvised material, and about 80 meters long. 

On the 26th also a small bridge, 30 meters long, was con- 
structed at "b;" the small bridge just above "b" was 
constructed on the 2*^th. On the night of the 27th the two 
small bridges at '^c," 108 and 113 meters long, were con- 
structed. 

In the meantime a Japanese river flotilla of 2 torpedo 
boats. 2 gunboats, and 4 armed launches came up the Yalu 
on April 25, was flred upon by the Kussians, and retired to 
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Yongampo. On the 26th it returned witli a large number 
of junks loaded with bridge material and made a demonstra- 
tion against Antung. The Japanase claim this demonstra^ 
tion caused the Russians to send tticir reserves to Tientzu, 
thus materially weakening their forces facing the intended 
crossing. 

It is to be noted that the main road from the Ynin to 
FengluiangcIuMifj: starts from Antting- and passes through 
Tioiitzu. The roads from ( 'hiuliciirhcn*: aiui from Chingkou 
join nt ITaiiiHtan aiui reach tho Ant ung-FeJighuangcheng 
road at a jjoint about 2 miles north of Tientzn. 

On the ni^'ht of April 2S the Twelfth Division, except one 
battalion. 1 squadron, and J mountain battery, left at Clioiit;- 
sung, concentrated near Suikouchen, and began buildiug a 
bridge the next morning. A regiment of infantry began 
crossing by pontoons about noon of the 29th, but w;ls met 
by the fire of 2 companies, 3 sotnias. and 2 mountain guns 
from Colonel Tnikhin's force. One l)attab(»n, huvu ver, suc- 
ceeded in crossing;, and covered the bri<lge biiikling and the 
further crossing. The bridge, 265 meters long, was com- 
pleted at 3 a. m. on the 30th, and the main body of the 
Twelfth Division crossed and moved to the west against 
. Huahan, 

In the meantime the Huasian detachment which had re- 
•dsted the crossing at Suikouchen fell back, the sotnias going 
to Hstulun, about 30 miles north of Wiju, where they were 
joined the same day by the remainder of Colonel Tnikhin's 
command, whidi had marched there by order of Lieutenant- 
General Zasulich to cover the road leading to Euantien. 

On April 29^ under cover of the fire of the battery near 
Potiehtun, a Russian detachment crossed the Ai Kiver near 
that village and drove a battalion, some cavalry, and some 
mountain guns from the Guards, which had occupied the 
Litzuyen Valley and Tiger Hill on the preceding day, back 
to Kj^rito Island. The Russian detachment was then 
checked by the fire of the Guards artillery' from near Wiju. 

At 9 a. m., on April 30, two battalions of the Guards artil- 
lery and the twenty 12 cm. howitzers began firing on the 
Russian trenches at (Conical Hill. The Russian battery 
there replied until 11 a. m. and then ceased firing. The 
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remaininj^ battalion of (lie Guards artillery took up a position 
on Kyurito Island, ami the advajue guard of the Twelfth 
Division attacked and forced back across the Ai River the 
Russian detachment at Litzuyen. By noon the main body 
of the Twelfth Divisiou was in position about 2 miles east of 
and facing the Ai River, 

A battalion of the Guards occupiecl Tiger Hill and the con- 
struction of the bridges at P, Q, and R (237, 310, and 90 
meters long, respectively) was begun. The bridges were ready 
for use about 8 p. m. 

At daybreak of May 1 the Twelfth Division wss close to 
and facing the Ai River, its srtillery being near Litsuyen, its 
right near Shalankou; a detachment was moving from Sha- 
lankou toward the Chin^ou ford (this detachment took no 
part in the battle proper, not crossing the Ai until the Rus- 
sians at Chingkou ford had been driven away). The Second 
Division was southwest <>f Tiger Ilill. The Guards Division 
occupied a line from Tiger Hill north to Litzuyen. havin*: 
followed the So< (md Division to Tiger Hill from its point of 
concentration. The reserve, 2 regiments of infantry, less 1 
battalion each, and 2 of cavalry, was on Kyurito Island. 

The Russian troops holding the right bank of the AI River 
wr^iT commanded by Major-General Kashtalinski, and were 
distribut<»d as follows: 

At and near Chiuliencheng were the Twelfth Regiment, 1 
battalion of the Eleventh Kegiinent, the Second Battery of 
the Third Hripide, and the maelTme-f^nn company. 

At and near Potiehtuii \verc 2 battalions of the Twenty- 
><>( Olid Keiriiiieut and 6 guiki of the Third Battery of the 
5>ixth Jiri;^ade. 

At Cliiiij/kou were one baitnlion of the Twenty-second 
Rerciineiit and 2 guns of the Third Battery of the Sixth 
Brigatle. 

The remainder of the troops conmianded by General 

Zasulich was disi i dxited as follows: 

At and near Antnnir were the Tenth and Twenty-fourth 
Regiments and tlir S(>c()n«l Hatterv of the Sixth Brigade. 

At Tieutzu, u.s (,'enerul n-servi', were the Ninth KeL::inient, 
two battalions of the Eleventh Regiment and the Third 
Battery of the Third Artillery Brigade. 
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Tho riijht flank detaohiiient, uikIlt .Major-GciiLi al Mish- 
chenko, was guarding the coast from the mouth of the Yalu 
to Takushan. 

The main body of the left flank detachment, under Colonel 
Tnikhin, was at Hsiulnn, guairding the road to Kuantien, 
with lesser detachments from the mouth of the Anping 
River, just aboTe Suitouchen, to a point about 30 miles 
farther upstream. 

At 5.20 a. m., on May 1, the Japanese opened fire on the 
right flank of the Chiuliencheng position from the 12 cm. 
howitzers. A little later the artUlerj of the Second Division, 
from west of Wiju, and that of the Twelfth Division, from 
near Litzuyen, opened fire. At 7 a. m. the 6 Russian guns 
northeast of Makou began firing on the Guards artillery. 

At 7.30 a. m. the Japanese infantry moved forward. As 
it approached and was fording the Ai River it came under 
the fire of the Russian infantry and machine ^runs, and 
suffered considct nhle loss. The Russian artillery had ceased 
firing. The Twelfth Di\'ision made the more rapid prop'css 
in the series of attacks delivered from the base of the hills on 
the right bank of the Ai Kivei, and the two battalions of the 
Russian Twenty-second Regiment hohling the Potiehtun 
posit ioi! Wi'rr the first to give way. Their withdrawal was 
disorderly, tlie greater j^ortion going toward Ohingkou and 
thus exposing the left Hank of the Chiuliencheng position. 
The battery took up a second position at "Y," but having 
no infantry support and having lost iieavily in men aiul 
horses, the 6 guns were abandoned to the Japanese. Shortly 
befoT'o noon Major-General Kignshi's hn<rtide, the right of 
Twollth JJivisiori. drovo hnck the hattalion of the TwfMitv- 
sccoiid K(»giiiK'nl lioiiling the Cliingkou lord, anti follt)wed 
the retreat in^r Russinns toward Laofonkoii. At the same 
time the .Ia|.)aiiehe inranlry resumed the assault on the loft 
flank of llio Chiuliencheng jiusilion, being aideil liy the 
artillery on Chnkontfii Island. The troops hoMinL'" 
Chiulienrhoni: posit ion t hen w it htlrew to llie [)osii ioii at Y " 
under cover of the lire of the. nuiehine gun company and tliat 
of tlie Second Rattery of the Sixth Rrigutlc. whicii luul 
anivctl from near Antung. The Ju j)anese reserve arr'ved at 
Conical Hill, the Secontl Division was directed on Antung, 
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t he ( iijftr<lH HTn! FfsfTve coiit iiiiHMl moving toward the liussiau 
prK-^ilioii :if "Y " jmd tdwjiitl Hainalan. 

lieHriiig ol' the ivlreat of tlic luittalitm lr«>in ("hin^'kou 
ford an<l the renewal of the ria j)anc&.e tulvanre nrar ( hiiilicn- 
ciien^, Lit'Utt'nant-dfncral Zasiilieh (loci<fo(l uhuul ikmiu to 
rt'treat to Fonghuaii«/t )i('n^. Two batUiliuiLs of tlio Elevi-ntlt 
Kf*rinii !it and the 'I Battery of the Thin! Brigade wt'iv 
M'lit finin the reserve Iti a }K>sition, <Ies{LMial«<(l by Major- 
(ieneral Kashtalinski, to the east of llainaian. The two 
battalions took up positions f lu iii^ east and north, but, liiid- 
injx the groun<l of smh nature as to render artillery fire im- 
practicable, Major-Generai Kasktalinski ordered the battery 
to withdraw. 

Bj 1.45 p. m. the Japanese had pressed the Twelfth Regi- 
ment, the battalion of the Eleventh Regiment, and the ma- 
chine-gun company back on the position at llamatan. The 
Third Battery of the Third Brigade, which was endeavoring 
to carry out the order to withdraw, came under a cross fire 
at clfl«e range and was compelled to cease its withdrawal and 
take up a position. The machine-gun company took up a 
position and for a time held the Japanese back from this 
battery. In doing this the machine^n company lost all of 
its horses and about half of its personnel. The Second Bat- 
tery of the Sixth Brigade, which had aided in covering the 
withdrawal from the Chiuliencheng position, found its loss in 
horses so great as to ]Hrevent withdrawal of the guns from the 
position at "Y". 

The Twelfth Ke^ment withdrew through the llamatan 
position, which the Eleventh Regiment eontimied to hold for 
two hours more, thus facilitating the withdrawal of the Rus- 
sians from the vicinity of Antung. In the meantime Major- 
Qeneral Kigoshi's brigade, moving from Chingkou, had a 
severe skirmish south of Laofankou, and 2 guns took up a 
position ni"' Z." The left of the Twelfth Division had moved 
from the Potiehtun position tnwnrd Hamatan. 

At 4 p. m. the remnants of the Eleventh Regiment began 
U) withdraw toward FeTi«:lmangcheng. l»eing as.sisted in cut- 
ting their way through l)y the fire of a battalion of the Tenth 
Regiment, sent from the reserve to hill 522 northwest of 
Hamatan. 
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I'hr .liipanoso r< [)nrtr(l a loss of 5 officers and 218 mow 
kilU'il uiul ;>o uliiit'is and 7S0 men wounded, and the capture 
of 22 field j^uns, 19 artillery ammunition wu^^ujis, 1,117 shells, 
8 machine guns, S machine-gun w agons, 37,300 machine-gun 
cartridges, 1,021 rilles, 51 small-arms ammunition wagons, 
353,005 rounds of small-arms ammunition, 63 hones, various 
minor articles, including some taken at Fenghuaugcheng, and 
18 ofHcers and 613 men as prisoners. 

Ldeutenanf><3eneral Zasttlieh reported a loss on April 30 
and May 1 of 70 officers and 2,324 men killed, woundeid, and 
taken prisonen. Major-General Kashtalinski was among 
the wounded. 

Another Russian report gives 28 officers and 564 men 
killed, 38 oflicers and 1|081 men wounded, and 6 officers and 
679 men missing* 

The Russians retreated on Fenghuangcheng and were fol- 
lowed by the Japanese First Army. On May 6 there were 
cavalry skirmishes northeast of Fenghuangcheng, which was 
that day occupied by a detachment of Japanese infantry. 
This advance was accompanied by extensive reconnaissance, 
Kuantien being occupied by a Japanese detachment on May 
5, while on llic 11th occurred a skirmish with a force from 
the Cliitn Regiment of Mishchenko's brigade, withdrawing 
westward. 

On May 10 a detachment of Cossacks attacked Anju, hav- 
ing come down the C'hosan-Anju road, hut, after a skirmish 
histing the great<T part of the day and until tlie morning of 
the 1 1 th, the attacking force was driven off hy rcenforce- 
ments arriving from Kasan. Had this attack heen made 
just f)rior to Genernl Kuroki's crossing of the Yalu and more 
vigorously pushed, it would undouht<?dly have caused the 
Japanese commander considerahle apprehension or oven 
have delayed the < ri)ssiiig; but, as it turned out. the Japanese 
army had crosst il (lie river and was no lunger lied to its line 
of comrj!iini< iitions hack through Anju. since reeiiforcements 
and su})|)lies were now Inntlcd near the mouth of tlie Yahi. 

An advaiKM" heyond I'eiiglniaiigeheng wa^ not undertaken 
iu)\\\ ullicr troops iittd lauded and could move in cooperation 
with the Firjst .iUiny. 
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LANDING OP THB SECOND JAPANESE ARMY. 

Oil May .'), tlio Socoiul Japanese "Army, v uiuiuandcd 

hy Uenerni Oku and consist int,' of the First, Thiid, and Fuurlh 
Divisions and the First Artiller}' Brigade, began landing 
troops of the Third Division a short distance south of Pit- 
sewo. On the 6th the First Division also began landing. On 
the 7th the place of disembarkation was shifted to a point 
about 7 miles southwest of Fitsewo. The landing was prac- 
tically completed on the 13th. lieutenant-Generals Fu- 
shimi, Oehitni, and Ogawa commanded the First, Third, and 
Fourth Divisions, respectiyelj; Major^neral Ucliiyania, the 
ni^Hkry brigade. 

TIk force had been in readiness for some time, the First 
DivWon having left Tokyo about March 19, and with the 
Thiid Division and First Artillery Brigade was ready for em- 
barkation from Hiroshima on April 18. The Fourth Divi- 
sion began embarking at Osaka on April 22. The transports 
containing the Second Army concentrated at Chinampo, 
where they remained until the after First Army had crossed 
iheTahi. 

To protect the landing and the large fleet of transports car> 

rving the Second Army, Admiral Togo, in tho ( irly niorniM«; 
of Ma^ .3 inade his third attempt to block Port .Vrthur, send- 
ing in eight vessels to be sunk in the channel for that purpose. 

Two detachments were sent out from tlie Second Army on 
tlio 5th, one to Pitsewo, to cut the telegraph line running to 
Pulantien; the other, across the isthmus, to cut the railway 
and telejrrapii line at Pulantien (Port Adams), near tlie oppo- 
site coast . Both detachments snrt oofled. The Pulantien 
detachment arrived on the 6th, cut the railway nm\ telegraph, 
and returned to rendozvoTis on tlic 7th. TUv cutting of the 
railway seems to have bcou couHned to tho destruction of a 
bridge. 

On the aftorTioon of 7th another (letaclunenl wms sent 
out with the object of l»re;ikiii»: I lie r:iil\vny liet ween Pulnnt ien 
ami Sanchilipu. On the bill it cut the tclet^ruph and rail- 
way near Lungkuu, about 4 mileti north of Sanchilipu, after a 
skirmish. 

To gather information of the landing and guard the south- 
em portion of the railway between Wafangtien and Chinchou,

there was sent to Wafangtieii the Second Brigade of the 
2siiith East Siberian Rilles Division, the Sexxjnd Transbalkal 
Cossack Battery, and a squadron of cavalry, under command 
of Jklajor-General Zikov. 

lieutenant-ColoDid Spindonor, with a platoon of the 
Fourth Ttan8->Amur Railway Battalion, repaired the railway 
bridge that had been destroyed on the 7th at Pulantien« 
This allowed a train load of ammunition to be taken to Port 
Arthur on May 10. 

On May 12 another Japanese detachment eut the railway 
between Pulantien and Waf angtien, permanently suspending 
railway communication with Port Arthur. 

On the 15th the greater part of the infantry of the Fourth 
Division and the Thirteenth Regiment of the Artillery Bri- 
gade moved to a position astride the railway and about mid- 
way between PuUmtien and Chinchou. The First Division 
occupied a position astride the Pitzewo-Chinchou road and 
about 8 miles from Cliinchou. The Third Divi^inu and army 
reserve occupied a position facing north on the hills south 
and east of Pulantien. 

On the 16th there was a skirmisli at Shisanlitai, north of 
Chinchou, where the troops of the Japanese First Wvision 
attacked a Russian force of 3 battaUons and 8 guns. T\w 
Japanese drove the Russians back, losing 9 officers and 162 
men killed and wounded, and the Fourth and Fir^st Divisions 
occupied KiuUchuang and liills to tlie lun tli (4" Chengchiatun. 
The Russian force retreated on Chincht)u, reportin<x the Jap- 
anese force at and near SanchiHpu to corL^ist of 2 divisions 
and 6 batteries; the Japanese conchided tluit the Russian 
force in the vicinity of Chinchou and Nanshan, and com- 
manded bv Jyit'Utciiaiit-Gciicnil Fork, consisted of iho whole 
of the Spvoiith lOiisl Siboriuu Killo J)ivision and a purliun of 
the Fourtli lOnst Siberian Kille Division, subsequently pl i- 
cin<r the Kussian force between O.OUO aiul 10,000 men. In 
this cngageaieiit the iiussiani> lost 10 oilicers and 150 men 
killed and wounded. 

On tlie Irtth Rear- Admiral (the younger) Togo made a 
denion>t ration on t lie west coa^L uf the penifisula, in the neigh- 
borhood of Kaipiii;j:, filing on some Russian troo|)s nesir the 
coast. On the 17th he entered Ohiiichuu Bay and lired on 
laiiway bddgeo and a military (rain. 
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On May 19 the Fifth Japanese Division began its diaem- 
barkation, which was completed on the 22d. The First Cav- 
alry Rri<^ado and tlio KIcs cntli Division airived and disem- 
barked shortly after the Fifth Diviaion. 

BATTLE OF NAN8HAN. 

(Plaio II.) 

On May J.J llic Fourlk, First, iiiu! Third Divisions, in the 
*»r(l<'r nanii'd from ri<;ht to left. conccntrMf <mI in rear of thf* 
iiiio Kiulichuiin;^', Chengchiatun, Chaitznliti (southeast <»f 
('}i(';i;:chiatiui), Hud spent tiic nMuuiiKh'f of that ddj Mid ttll 
tln' next iii itM'onnoil t'liu;^' tho iiuissian position. 

On the '2.'n\\ the lvu».«>iHiLs ubserve<l the Jaj>afif»se forces for 
;.ix liour.s fruia a balloon. The Japane.se arlillcry firrd at the 
balloon, but were unable t() hit it, trivini^ as n reason tliat the 
sky was ovcrcikst and the color of the bailooa blended with 
that of the rlouds. 

On tlu _'.")Lh the Japanese advanced to Lun<:^vvan;^'nuao, 
SanlichuanfiT, Chenjj:cliiaLieii, Waiij^chiatua, and that ni«;ht 
small parties atttieked Ohinehou, whieh fell into their hands 
about 5.20 a. ni. on the 26th. Tiie attack was continued 
on the 26th, and, after a desperate struggle, Nanshan was 
occupied about 7 p. m., the Russiana retiring toward Port 
Arthur.* 

Four Japanese vessels, the TtukutSii, Ileiyen, AJcoffi, and 
Chokai, accompanied by a torpedo-boat flotilla, took part in 
the battle from Chinchou Bay, firing on the western portion 
of the Russian position, especially the heights of Suchiatun 
and later those of Xankuanling, the Aka^ and Chchn being 
engaged throughout the day. The Russian gunboat Bober 
bombarded the Japanese left flank from Talienwan Bay on 
the 26th.

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The eiigaLriMuont of ihe 2f)th was inainly an arlilkTy duel. 
The 26th alsu opeiitnl with an urtiller}' duel at ahoiit 5.30 
a. in. At 6 a. m. the infantry of the Fourth Diviaion ad- 
vanc<Ml west of Cliinchou, the extreme riirht wadin«r tlirough 
t!ie waters of the bay, rcachinj^ a hne west of I^iu( liintien 
about s.'M) a. m. Then the infantry of the First Dixision 
moved forw^ard and prulon^'eil this hne east throuj^h Liuchiu- 
tien and then southeast. About 7.50 a. in. the infantry of 
the Third Division began moving fon^ard and prolonged the 
line of the First Division, it8 own left resting near Liuchiakou. 
The Japanese artilleiy, which had obtained the masteiy 
oyer the Russian artillery after firing about one hour, also 
advanced nearer to Nanshan. Two Russian field batterie«> 
retired to an elevation east of Nankuanling, from which 
they maintained a peraistent fire on the Third Division. In 
addition the Russians strengthened their right, and, with the 
aid of the gunboat Bober, inflicted great loss on the left of the 
Third Division. 

From 9 a. m. to 6 p. m., notwithstanding the Russian ar- 
tillery at Nanshan proper had ceased firing, repeated attacks 
of the Japanese infantry were repulsed by the Russian infan- 
try and machine-gun fire, and with the exception of small 
attacking parties the Japanese line remained practically star 
tionary at about 500 yaids fioni the Russian trenches. 
About 6 p. m. the Fourth Division i)egan moving forward, 
assisted by its artillery and the fire of the vessels in Chin- 
chou Bay. The Seventli Brigade advanced its extreme right 
so far as to practically turn the position. The Russians then 
began their withdrawal. The Fourth Divnsion then reache<l 
the Russian position about 7.10 p. m. Jind was closely fol- 
lowed by the First and Third Divisions. 

Not only wm the Fourtli Division aided by the fire of the 
vessels, but it was c<infronted by the weakest portion of the 
Russian position. The frreater portion of iho defemuve 
works faced the cast, iiortlicast, and nortli. 

(icncral OUii reported ca>iiaitics as foli(»\ss: Officers, 21 
killed and ItlO wounded; iionct»niuii;;ioioned olljccrs. o killed 
and 12 wounded: i)rivatcs, 71H killed and 5,343 wounded — 
a total of 7o9 killed and .3,45") w ounded. 

General StoesscI reporterl a loss of about 6i) ollicers and 
bOU soidieris killed and wouiuled.

lu uiariimc i:uns. an electric buttery, 'i scjirclili^'his with 
(! \ iiuiuu, .")() iiiiiics, a (juaiUity of rifles ami amniuiiilinii; al&o 
that his jiriiiy luiried tlie bodies of 10 officers and 064 men 
of tlic Kussinns ul Xaiishan. 

Oil tlic 27lh the Japanese occupied Maiikuaiilin<:. On the 
same day a detachiuent occupied Liushutun (the teruiinus of 
the Talienwan branch railway), securing 4 guns, some ani- 
mtinition, and 45 freight cars. The Russians on the same 
day evacuated JHhxy, wbich was occupied by the Japanese 
on if Aj 30. 

On this latter day an engagement ocoiited at lichiatun, 
22 miles north of Fulantien, between the First Cavahy Bri* 
gade and a CosBack brigade under Major-Qeneral Simonov. 
On the 3d of June there was another skinnish near Chinchi»- 
tun» and again on the 4th, south of Teltssu at Chienshiatun. 
lliese skirmishes were between reconnaissance parties of the 
Japanese Fifth Division and its attached troops, holding the 
Pulantien-Tasha River linci on one hand, and the advance 
guard ci General Staekelbeig on the other, the latter having 
begun concentrating his troops from Yingkou and Kaiping 
to aid the Port Arthur garrison, the advance guard of 2 r^- 
ments of infantry, 2 regiments of cavalry and 8 guns arriving 
at Mauchialiiig, Telissu, and Wafangtien between M;i\ -'S 
and 31. The Japanese First Cavahy Brigade retired before 
thisadyanco piard, arriving near Pitsewo June 6. 

General Stackell>erg had under his command the First and 
Ninth East Siberian Kifle Divisions with their accompanying 
First and Ninth East Siberian Artillery Brigades (First 
Siberian Corps), tlie Second Brigade (Glasko) of the Thirty- 
fifth Infantry l)ivisi(m with its accompanying half of the 
Thirty-fifth Artillery Brigade, the Ninth (Tobolsk) Siberian 
Infantry' liegiment (from the Third Siberian Division), one 
brigade of the Siberian ^^>ssfl^•k Division, the I'ssuri Mounted 
Brigade (2 sotnias of Frontier (luards and the Primorski 
Drfignoii Regiment), a Frontier Guard battery, the Second 
Trans-Haikal CossBck liattcry. and the Knsi Siberian Snpper 
Battalion ; a total of •"!♦> bat tulions, 20 sotnia> jind s<jUa<lrons, 
and 9S guiKs, with a possible strength of 42,000 foot and 3,000 
mounted men.

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BA'ITLE OF TELISBU OB WAFANOKOU. 
(Plate III.) 

On Jnnr 6 ihc troop*; alroady laiulcd and t»tiU laiuliii;,' near 
PiLsewo were divided into two arniios. Tlip First Division, 
reenforcftl l)ythp Ninth and Klcvcntli J)ivisiyiis, bocaiiu' llu* 
Third jVriiiv, aiul hiter iiiuvcd on and hcsip^jed ]'ort Arthur. 
General Oku, witli tlio Third, Fourth, and Kiftli Divisions, the 
First Cavalry JiripKi*', and First Artillery liripidt*, started 
north on June 13 from near ruluntitMi. the Third Division and 
artillery^ hrigade (lo.s.s one regiment) muvinj^' ahm^; llu* 'J'asha 
River, the Fifth Division along the railway line, the Fourth 
Division and Fourteenth Regiment (artillery hrigade) along 
the Wuehiatun-Ssuchuankou-Tahoya road leading toward 
Fuchou, and the eavalry hrigade along the Pitsewo-Hsiung- 
yocheng road. The Sixth Division began landing at Fitaewo 
on June 13, and a portion anived near Telissti during the 
battle, tbu8 bringing the Japanese total to about 50,000 men 
and 180 guuB. 

The T%ird Division came into contact witb the Russian 
advance guard, whicb had retired from Wafangtien, on the 
afternoon of June 14 and drove it back. The Russian guns 
northeast of Lungwangmiao then opened a fire that was 
replied to by the Third, Thirteenth, and Fifteenth Japanese 
artillery regiments for about two hours. The first line of the 
Japanese Third Division, after some skirmishing, reached a 
line through heights 987, 962, the one northeast of and next to 
962, and 1 4 00. The advance guard of the Fifth Division took 
part in this engagement, advaneing until its ri^t rested on 
height 700 and its left on tlie Fuchou River. 

General Oku ordered the Third Division to hold the line of 
its advance guard. The Fifth Division during the night wa^^ 
sent to occupy the hills west of Tayankou with orders to at- 
tack at dawn. The Fourth Division was at Naclualing; the 
troops of the Sixth Division that arrived were held in reserve. 
The First Cavalry Brigade was at the crossing of the Tasha 
River on the Pitsewo road. 

To meet the Japanese advanee, General St8<"kolhorn: had 
plaeed the Thirty-third and Thirty-sixth RifV Rcirimcnl s and 
2 hatleries on the heights north of T^^^anL^•^han, tlu' Fourth 
and Third, in order named, 2 iield batteries and 1 mountain 
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httlUTy to the oast of the railroad; the Thirty-fourth, the 
Thirty-fifth, and 2 batteries in reserve between TeHssu and 
the station: the brigade of the Thirtv-fifth Division about 1 
nii!e east of the station. When the Knssinn advanre jr^inrd 
was (Iri\cii l)a<'k oii ihe 11th, (lir First niid Sccdiid iviflc i{t'»:i- 
nu-nts j)roloiigetl the main Jlu^sian line 1 <> the cast, ilie eavah'y 
i>f ilir advanre iriiard, under Major-Ucneral binionov, retired 
to and took })t)siti(>n at Fjimixkou. 

Early in (lie iiinrjiin«r of June 1'), Icavini^ tlic Fourth lu'gi- 
nu'iit to liold about 2 miles of tlie line east of llie railway, the 
First. Second, and Tliird Ue^inients moved forward airainst 
the Japanese left. Tiu l»ri^i:ade of the Thirty-iifth Division, 
un<ier Major-( lenerul Glusko. w as to move I))' wa}' of Cliing- 
< hialun uiid make a flank attark in eonjunrliun with this 
attack of the First Division, but, fruni not starting at a suffi- 
ciently early hour and from taking the wrong n)ad either 
through inadvertence or the niiMiiterpretation of an order, did 
not arrive on this part of the field until 11 a. ni. 

In the mcimtinie the Japanese Fifth Division attacked the 
heights of Tafangshan and, at 6 a. m., tlie advance of the 
Fourth Diviaon, from Naehialing, begau forming for an 
attack on Lungkou. By 10 a. m. the Nineteenth Brigade, 
Fourth Diyiaion, had driven the Russian cavalry to north 
of Lungkou and was in position with its rif^t connecting with 
the left of the Fifth Division near Wangchiatun, while the 
remainder of the division had taken position, facing north, 
south of Kaochiatun. Ahout 10.30 a. m. General Stackel- 
berg sent the two reserve regiments, Thirty-fourth and 
Thirty-fifth, to attack the Japanese at Lungkou. The attack 
of the Japanese Fifth Division, aided by the fire of the artillery 
brigade and by tlie Nineteenth Brigade on the heights west of 
Wangeliiatun, had progress(»d so far that the liussians began 
to withdraw from the heights of Tafangshan about 11a. ni. 

By this time the attack of the Kiissian left had approached 
close to the Japanese ri^'ht, and was now prolonged by the 
arrival of Major-Generai Glasko'a brigade. The Japanese 
right was, however, after having a portion driven back to 
the height south of Sungchiatiui, reinforced by troops from 
the general reserve, thus relieving the condition of the Third 
Division. The Japanese Third Cavalry Regiment, tlis- 
muunted, was on the right of the Third Division and the 
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First CavHlry Jkimi(I«\ also disiiumiited, atta<*ked the ex- 
treme Russian left, but madf* little pro^Tcs^. Tho ih^ht on 
this part of the field coiitiiiucd, the .hi|)uiic-»' hcin;^^ ML'ain 
reinfiiifcd from tin* general reserve, until the order lo retreat 
reached the Russian forres. ahoiit 3 p. m.. alllioiiLrh the 
Fourth Kitle Re<Tiiiieiil . the l iL-'lit llank of which wn.^ ('xpos<'d 
by the Russian w it iidraw al Irom the heiirhts of Tnfanj^shan, 
had <jiven way before the ali:i(k of trttops fr<i)ii the Third 
and Fifth Divisions, al)oiit 2 p. rii. TIk; Russian «^uiis on 
the heiirlits of T.uiii::\vaii;.Miiiao ha<l ceased iirinir about noon 
and were, ubuiiduned wlieu (his retreat oreiirrcd. During 
this period a Russian battalion made uii attaek on tlie heij:jht 
south of .Suii^cluuluji and iea<-lied the Ja})uue^e hue. Des- 
peiMie bund to hand li^^liliiji;^ resuiied, in which the Russian 
battalion was j)ractically annihilated after the reumants 
had continued the stru^^de until nearly dark. 

The Thirty-fourth and Thirty-fifth Rifle Ke^ments were 
unable to recapture Lungkou, but had suc<.>«e<led in holding 
back the Japanese advance on that part of the field, and 
inflicted severe loss on the Nineteenth Bri<;ade. The main 
body of the Fourth Division moved from Kaochiatun, drove 
the Russian cavalry still farther north and sent two com- 
panies and a battery to the heights east of Lungchiatun 
(about 8 miles northwest of Telissu), from where they were 
able to fire upon and severely injure a detachment of Rus- 
sian cavalry retiring by the Lungkao Kiver road. 

The retreat of the Russians was covered by the Tobolsk 
Regiment, which arrived at Telissu station by rail while the 
battle was in progress. 

The Russians reported a loss of IS oiTicers killed, 85 
wounded, and 10 missing, 459 men killed, 2,155 wounded, 
and 754 missing. 

General Oku reported a loss of 7 oiBcers and 210 men 
killed, and 43 officers and 903 men wounded. lie reported 
also the capture of 300 prisoners, including 6 officx^rs, a re<»i- 
mental flag, 16 field k^>'»s» 46 ammunition wa«^ons, 953 rifles, 
37,283 rounds of small-aim ammunition, 1,121 rounds of 
artillery anmiunition, 232 sappers and miners' tools, 1,110 
barrels of fMMuent, atul other wen pons, utensils, etc. 

By June 21 Stackelber*^ had reached Knipiu}^ (V\. IV), 
with his rear guard at Senuclieng, about 18 miles farther 
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south, and in contact willi the Japanese adTance guard, 
which on that day occupied Ilsiungyoclieng. 

General Oku hepjan now to roconnoiter to the east with 
the intention of establishin<r < nnumiiiii ation witii llic Japa- 
nese Fourth Army, wliich had begun landing at r:iloi<li:in 
on Maj 19 and had reconnoitered north toward tlie First 
Array in tlie vicinity of Fenghuangciieng and northwest 
toward Kaipinfx. 

On July 6 a portion of Oku's army attacked and drove 
bark a refjinieiit of Russian infantry on a mountain ridjje 
alK»ut '2\ miles northenj^t of Ss-iifanii;tai and b s<»<'ond v](\<rv 
ahoti! '2\ miles north r)f I lie siime place. At the >iiinc lime 
the iiiiiiii forf'o of tlic rla]>anese army pushed iioriliw aid, tlie 
oppo>inir cavalrv fallin'j" hark to liui' of tho Erhtai» Ivivrr 
tlirou:/li Kiiicluakoii jiiul 1 Uiaolaiu'hi, the Japauciie Icit wing 
t)cciJi)\ iii^^ the jici^Mits of 'IViiichiatim. 

Coiitiiiuiiiu' tlif ttdvaiue on .liily 7 the Japanese army by 
no<m luul K iK lu'd a line exU ndiiiLT troni Tatzukou to the 
]iei|^hts ea>l uf 'i'a waiiL^'liaisai, tlit> loi^^ian vonv <^uard .sluvxly 
rt'tiriii;/ northwartl, iLlayinj? the uilvaiuc The main llus- 
siau fon (> was north of the Kaipiufj River, its artillery beinf^ 
posted oil the heijjhts north of Kniping and those to the west 
of Ilsitai, its ripjht wing resting on the heights of llaishansai, 
and a detachment of the left wiug as far to the east as 
Iluahungkou. 

On July 0 the Japanese cannonaded the Rusdanfi, who, 
about 8 a. m., withdrew their artillery to the heights of 
Shimen and Haishansai, the Ja])anese oc-cupying the heights 
of Tapingt u n , Tsaichiatun, and Tungshuangtingshan. About 
noon the Japanese attacked and carried the second Russian 
position, the artillery of the latter retiring to the heights of 
llungchichang, Yaolingtzu, and Shinfotzu and covering the 
reti«at. The Russian forces from llungchichang and Yao- 
lingtzu concentrated near Tapingchuang on the 10th and 
subsequently retired to Tashihchiao, the junction of the 
Port Arthur-Iiaoyang Railway with that running to Yingkou. 

The Japanese casualties in tli(> neighborhood of Kaiping 
on July 6 to 9 were 24 killed and 129 wounded; Major- 
Can. ral Koi/uina, ^h^jor Iwasaki, Lieutenants Iwayaina, 
Morita, and THniguchi l>eing among the wounded. 

The Russian loss was light, not exceeding 2(M). The 
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eiiga^^i'inent whs j)ru<' tic ally nn Mrtillery figiit on botli sirlp"?, 
General Stackelher^r being unable to make a detcnnnKMl 
stand at Knipin>; \n ilhout imperiling his line of comnmnica- 
tions, whicli was threatened by the Takushan army. 

The occupation of Kaiping and the country immediately 
to the north placed General Oku's army on the edge of the 
Liao Valley^ o])imed the way to Yingkou and Newchwang, 
and facilitated his further advance to the north hy allowing 
supplies to be received from the sea, thus shortening his line 
of communications. 

OPERATIONS ON THE KUANTUNG PENINSULA. 

(Plat© V.) 

On May 27, tlic day folhiwing the battle of Ni^rish iii, u por- 
tion of Majt>r-( Iciicral Xakaimir.i's (Serond i I'ri^Mdc, First 
Division." o(cuj)ifd XankuunHn<^, while the main force of llir 
Second Army renniinerl in tli(> villages near Nansiian. The 
Kus^siuiLs burned the station of Sansliilipu and retired 
westward. 

On the same day a detachment of Xukamura's brigade 
o« cupicd Liiishutun, cap! til ing 4 guns w illi a quantity of 
anuiuinition for the same, o \m\ and 40 ujx'ii freight Ciirs. 

On IVfay 20 mid ;{() General Nogi's ;iniiy coiitimied to 
adviiiico westward, and on the lattr-i- day occupied m line 
extending from Antzushan to TaitziL^lian, tlie Kiivsiansi occu- 
pying a line t hrougli Sluiangtaikou and Antzuling. 

On Ma}' 30 the Japane^so occupied Dalny, which had been 
evacuated b}' the Russians, capturing about 300 open and 120 
box cars, 50 lighters, 2,000 tons of coal and 20,000 railway- 
ties. All the smaller railway bridges in the neighborhood had 
been destroyed as had also a portion of the larger pier, while 
three small vessels were found sunk near the entrance und the 
bay liberally sown with mines. The docks and smaller pier 
were uninjured. 

«The First nivifsion wjis now l»ciny: r«'('iif«tr( r(l !.y tlx' Klcvontli DiviHion, 
which begun hind ut Pitwiwo tin May 21, and wius later rt-ijnforctnl hy t he 
Kinth DivtMtm wbtrh landetl at Dalny aboot June 15; aluo hy the Scv«>nth 
Divi}«ion, the Firnt and Fourth Kohi hngamU^^, the Rtn-ond Br^;ado of field 

artillery. 7 battalions »>fsi*'jjo urtilb-ry. a naval brigade and an cn^inei-r and 
artillery jiark; the whole f ^nnin},' the Third Army under General Nogi with 
Ma,jur-( Uaieral Idichi Ihv.-i of Staff. 
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Tbo occupation of Dftlny was of ^eat benefit to the Japo- 
ne*;©, as it gaTe them an excellent harhor which, with Liu- 
shiitim, sefYed as a base for the Third and Second Armies. 
There were at Dahiy over 100 barracks, storehouses, etc., 
remaining in good cx)ndition. The removal of the mines that 
liad been laid by the Russians cost the Japanese considerable 
time and labor. By the aid of a pilot who had been in the 
Russian son-ice a fairway was found on June 6, up to which 
tiiTio 41 mines had been Hisrnvered and destroyed. 

The Russiiins, hoklin«j: Shuangtaikou and Fensliuiling in 
force, juivaneed their outposts to within l,0()(l yards of the 
Japanese outposts and began to fortify tlie northeastern foot 
of the hill east of Shihshankon and the line of heiL'hts running 
north and south through Antzuling from Chen^erhshan to 
eiist of Poshan. 

On June 13 the Fifth and Twenty-eiglith Ea«t Siberian Kille 
liegiments made a vigorous reconnoissanee from Cliakou and 
Chuchuanl/.ukou, that did not cease until dark. 

On June 14 the Nmnk and two t^uivboats iu*iiil)arded the 
Jupaiieae left flank loraliuuL forty aiinutes from oil Hei>hih- 
chiao. Tlic Novik and 10 destroyers had issued from Port 
Arthur that morning and driven off the Third Destroyer 
Flotilla, Commander Tsuchiya, which had been bombarding 
the Russian right in the vicinity of Ilsiaopingtao. 

On June 18 a Russian flotilla appeared in the vicinity of 
Hsiaopiiigtao and began firing at the Japanese left flank, but 
was driven off by a Japanese squadron after an engagemeiit 
of about thirty minutes. 

On June 26 the Eleventh Division and the left of the Vint 
Division moved forward to occupy higher ground from which 
the Russians could observe Dalny, and which, if captured, 
would allow the Japanese to overlook the Russian positions. 

The detachment of the First Division attacked and 
occupied the heights west and south of Pantao. 

The Eleventh Division attacked in three detachments; the 
right moving on the heights esst of Lannichiao, the center 
on the heights called Kensan, or Sword Hill, by the Japanese, 
the left on Shuangtingshan. 

The main resistance to this advance wtis at Kensan, held by 
one battalion with a nunil)erof machine and (juick-firing guns, 
which was captured by the Forty-third Regiment only after a 
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stubborn li^lit lastiii<; until about 5 p. m. The Japanese 
captured twod cm. (juirk-firin^r iT'ins and sonio 200 sliclls. 

As a n^8ult <>r the advance, the -lap!m('s<> lirst line extended 
from AntznsliMii throiifrb (be hei<;hls about 1 kilometer west 
of Pant ao, Kensan, and Slnnnit^M in*;sbnTi. 

By June 30 the Kussians extend(>(l (lu'ir defensive works 
in the neijrhborhood of Antzulinc: from I lie h<iuthern extreni- 
ity of the beij^hts to the summit of Ivabutosan. anti luui iH>n- 
stnieted worksontbe beiirhts jiort li and south (»[" Wangchiatun. 
Tliev also continued to strengthen the works at Shuanj^- 
taikon. where one or more searchhj^hts had been installed. 

On July 3 the Russians be<i:an a series of attacks that 
extentled through three days. Shortly after noon two com- 
panies attacked in the direction of Kensan. About 4.30 
p. m. these companies were teenforced and made an attack 
on Kensan, but were repulsed. About 5.20 p. m. 4 guns 
took up a position west of Tashihtun and c-overed the with- 
. drawal of the infantry. About 8.30 p. m. a battalion 
attacked from the direction of Taposhan, but was repulsed 
1)} a counter attack. The Russian force in this vidnity 
consisted of about 2 battalions, 12 field and 2 machine guns. 

A small force of inf antiy also advanced toward Laotaoshan 
at 6 a. m., and began skirmishing with the Japanese outposts, 
driving the latter back between 1 and 2 p. m. About 3.50 
p. m. a small force began to advance along the valley north 
of Laotaoshan, but came under the fire of a Japanese battery 
and retired. About 6.30 p. m. a battalion deployed south 
of Laotaoshan and opened fire. A few minutes later 4 guns 
took up a position north of Laotaoshan and opened a telling 
fire on the left of that portion of f lie Japanese position. The 
Japanese artillery replied and the firing continued until after 
dark. 

On July I. at 5 a. m., a snnill force of Kussian infantry 
drove back the Japane^ie p&trol8 in and north of Wucliia- 
yingtzu. About 9 a. m. another force opened fire from a hill 
about 2,000 meters south of Chakou, while yet another fore* 
on a hill north of that villaj^e opened fire on the Japanese 
positions west of Pantan; this fire continuin;^ durin<; the day. 
South of these del aclimenl s \\:m anoilicr Russian defach- 
meut throwing up trenches, about 1,500 meters southeast 
and east of Naiichakou. 
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Between 1 and 2 a. in. a small force of Russians made an 
attack; on Kensan. At 6 a. ni. the attack \\a.s i*ene\ve(I on 
KenHan and the heights about 3,000 metei's to the .southeast, 
tlio attacking force bein<( increa.*Je{! to a})out 1 ))attah\)n of 
infantr>% assisted by the fire of a l)attery in the valley west 
of Wanjjrrhiattm. By 7 a. m. the attackinj^ force, increased 
to ahont 3 battalions, hnd approached to \vithin SOO metfrs. 
S<»vcrnl TiTiJ^uccessfiil attempts to assault were made between 
tliat time and noon, at which time the attnrkin'^ forro had 
iiicn'.'Lsed to 7 battfdions, while 2 more battnlions were attaek- 
iiifC KeiLsan from the west. At 3.. 50 p. m. tlie l^ussian artil- 
lery' iiurpn5?ed its fire and the infantry a^'aiii took np the 
as-saiilt with a force of about 10 battalions. So stron^r was 
the assault that tlie <:eneral rewrve was sent forward and 
placed uiider the orders of the couiniander <»f tlie left win^'- 
(Eleventh Division), while 3 batteries of heavy guns, just 
arrived, were |)uslied for^^ard to i'antao and two otliers to 
Iluanffnichuan;.:! ashant un. The heavy rnivai ;juns aUo par- 
ticipated in the fi;j:ht on this part of the held, w hich continued 
during the night. 

In the meantime heavy fighting had been going on Mill 
farther south. At 6 a. m. the Japanese artillery opened fire 
on the Russian positions on the north crest of Laotaoshan, 
to which the Russians, after attempting to reply with artil- 
lery fire, replied hy advancing the infantry from these posi- 
tions in an attack on the Japanese line. At 11.30 a. m. the 
Japanese were compelled to send their reserves into the firing 
line. At 5 p. m. Uie Russian artillery on Laotaoshan afnain 
opened fire, which was joined in by a Russian vessel off 
Ilsiaopingtao. 

On the morning of July 5 the Russians made a couple of 
demonstrations against the Japanese in the neighborhood of 
Pantao. At 10,30 a. m. a company of Japanese infantry 
attempted to seize a small height southwest of Kensan, but 
was repulsed. Sliortly after noon the Russians made a 
demonstration against Kensan. 

At the end of the three days' fighting the Russians lield 
a fortified line through Shuangtaikou, Antzuling,,and the 
heights east of Lungwang River. 

The Japanese held one line from near Antzushaii to the 
crest of the heights northeast of llauchiatun, to a point 2,000 
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meters southeast of liannichiaOi and another from the high 
(ground south of Lannichiao, via Kensan and Huangnichuaii^ 

tatshantun, to Shuan jt it ^xshan. 

On July 7, 8, 12, 17, IS, and 22, there were small recon- 
naissances hy the Russians. On July 10 the Japanese estab- 
h'shed on the heights east of Lannichiao a hatterj'^ of 12 giuis 
that had been captured at Nanshan, and a ])attery of 6 heavy 
naval puns about 1 ,500 meters west of Chuchuantzukou. 

Ry July 2:4 the Ninth Division liad completed its landing, 
hrirun by the main portion a! T)aln\' about the 15th, and had 
joineci the First and KIcvcmUIi Divisions, taking; tho renter of 
the line. Tlie First Kubi Brigade luui landed and joined tlie 
First Division. 

At 7.30 a. m., on July 26. the Japanese began a ^.^cnfral 
attack in which the Kussian arlilh ly maintained the ascend- 
ancy. However, the Japanese infantry moved forward nbnut 
liDon, ami at dark the Fiist Division had advanccMl nearly to 
Yingclicnirt /n. the Ninth Division nearly to rierushihpentzil, 
and the Klexcnth l)i\i>ion nearly to Taposhan. 

At G u. m.. on the 27tii, the Japanese artillery again opened 
fire, and the First and Ninth Divisions advanced on the 
salient, whose fi\wx was Ojikeisan. The Russian fire wjus 
withheld until their opi)onent8 were within cl()se range. A 
portion of tho assaulting infantry was protected from frontal 
iire by the steepness of the ground^ but was subjected to a 
severe flank fire from other portions of the Russian posit i<m 
and suffered severely. After repeated assaults a portion of 
the salient was captured about 3 p. m., but the Russians con- 
tinued to hold the remainder. 

The attack of the Eleventh Division on the heights east 
of the mouth of Lungwang River was not only stubbornly 
resisted by tho defenders, but the assailants were subjected 
to the fire of several Russian vessels near Lungwangtang. 
An assault was made about 5 p. m. but failed. Another 
assault was begun from three sides shortly after midnight 
and the hill carried about 5 a. m. on the 28th. 

The attack of the First and Ninth Divisions was resumeii 
at dawn. of the 2Sth, and at 9 a. m. the Russians began to 
.withdraw. By night tho Japanese had oreupied a line 
through Tungehunglingt /.II m m 1 Yingkoshih, having captured 
2 heavy, 3 field, and 3 machine guns. 
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On July 30 the Japanese again adyanced, the First Divi- 
sion aouthwest along the Port Arthur road, the Ninth toward 
Kantaahan, the Kleventh towani Takushan. B\ 1! a. m. 
they occupied a hne from the heights south of 'I lu hongtzu 
to those east of Takushan. Ilsiaokushan and Takushan 
remained in the hands of the Russians, who, at other points, 
had withdrawn across the rond leaciing tlirough IJchiatun. 

TIu^ Japanese estimate the Jiussian killed and wounded 
from July 26 to 30 at about 1,500. An unofficial statement 
places the Japane.se loss at 670 kille<l and 3,334 woimde<l, 
including 25 officers killed, one of which was a colonel of 
artillery', and 116 wounded, one of which was a colonel of 
infantr}'. 

On August 1 1111(1 2 the Russians l)<)Mibarded the Japane^se 
and made several attacks but did not succeed in recovering 
any ground. 

On Afigust 7 the Japanese began a bombardment of Taku- 
.-^haii Hi 4 p. m. At 7.30 p. m. the Kleventh Division, rluiing 
a hi<:h wind an<I heavy rain. atUicked the hci-dils. and at 
niiduiglit succeeded ia occupying the foothilLs t)f 'I'akiishaii. 
On tho morning of August H seven Russian vessels appKuu luMl 
Yenrhang and by a flanking fire greatly aitloil the J{u.s^,iun 
force. In llie afU'nu)»*n the Japanese attilleiT drove the 
vessels away and resumed the bombardment of the Ru.s.sians 
remaining on Takushan. Toward evening the Japanese 
infantry again attacked and succeeded in occupjnng the 
summits about 8.30 p. m. The Japanese loss was about 
1,400 killed and wounded. 

Continuing the attack during tho night, the Forty-third 
Heginient and part of the Twelfth occupied Ilsiaokushan at 
4.30 a. m. on August 9. Both Takushan and Ilsiaokushan 
were severely bombarded by the Russians shortly after noon 
on the 9ihy the vessels again appearing o£f Yenchang and 
taking part in the bombanlment; at 1.30 p. m. a Bussian 
battalion attacked the two heights. The engagement lasted 
until night and the Japanese suffered severely, but succeeded 
in holding their positions. The Russian vessels were finally 
driven into the harbor by some vessels from the blockading 
squadron. 

During the day the Japanese naval batteiy bombarded 
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Port Arthur and tho harbor, sinking one vessel and striking 

the Jiftrhan. 

In. the early morning <>r August 10 the Hussians opened 
a severe fire from tlic forts «^nih of Tiingchikuanshan. 
Otherwise the lOtli, 11 th, ami 12th piwse<l with only the 
ordinary exchan<re of gun fire. On the 10th the Japanese 
attain criilfavonMl to rrarh the Russian hattle ships in tlie 
wrst(>rn h:irl)f>r with tlie lire of the naval battery, but chd - 
not succeed in .strddnLT tmy of the vessels. 

On AuLTiisf i:' :i Ivus>ian atlvaucc post set fire to anil 
eva<'uat«'d Wucliiafaii<:t /M. 

On Aotr'ist ] \ the Kii-st Division Mttjiekefl and sueeeeded 
in nd vaneinji lo a line exleotUng from Kantnshtui to the 
heiiihls west of Siiieliirtt »in via the hi«j:h tj;nniiid iioilli of 
Suiehintiin. The attaekiuL: force was coinpelled to retin* hy 
t-ljc Kus.->iiiu.N. who were aidetl in iheir ctMinter ullaek liV tfie 
fire of their hatter ies on the heights !)e(ween Tlsinotnnijkou 
and Nienpankou. The Jajianese ajjain a])j)roai lie(l (hirinf]j 
the night, and on the jnoiiiing of the I'Ah again attacked 
and at 11 a. m. succeeded in making a lodgment on those 
heights. 

The (•( inclusion of this attack left the Japanese in front of 
the lautl defenses proi>er of Port Arthur. These defenses, 
divided into eastern and western sectors by the valley 
through which the railway entere the town, consisted of per- 
manent masomy forts whose gorges were connected by the 
old Chinese Wall, temporary works constructed just prior to 
and during the siege, and connecting and advance trenches. 
Tho west sector followed an irregular crest, with an elevation 
of about 500 feet, around the new town and terminated on 
liaotiehshan, the highest point in the vicinity, with an ele- 
vation of about 1,000 feet. The east sector encircled the 
old town at a distance of from 2 to 2( miles, running along 
an irregular crest, about 350 feet in elevation, within which 
was an elevation (Wangtai or Signal Hill) of about 800 feet. 
The permanent forts were polygonal in trace and had ditches 
with caponiers and galleries. Tho gap between the two 
sectors was covered by tho fort on Paiyushan (Quail Hill), 

Of tlie works most intimately connected willi the siege the 
SunL-hii lian, Brhlungshan, North and East Tungchikuan- 
shan, Itzushan, and Antzushan forts were strong, permanent 
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foTtifiotttions. The two Panluii«;shaii fcrts. Eitst and West, 
weiH' soini|>eniiHiient, retloubt-shapoii forliiirulions. 203 
Met<T Ilill and Akasakayania wen? seniipennaniiit wurkjs, 
Willi tvvu luies of advance trenches. Kuropatkin Fort was 
m strong fieldwork, with deep (Uteli; the Sluiishihying 
lunettes were also provided witli ditches, but not so deep. 
P., IL, Kobu, and Hachimakiyama were more in the nature 
of tieixiipermanent tranches with hombproofs. 

On August 16 the Japanese sent, by Major Yamaoka, a 
note, under a flag of truce, demanding the surrender of Port 
Arthur and inclosing an offer to allow the noncombatants, 
sach aa women, children, priests, diplomats of neutral 
countries, and militaiy attach^, to proceed to Port Dalny. 

On August 17 the Russian refusal to surrender was sent 
to the Japanese. The offer to noncombatants was not 
accepted. 

On the moming of August 19 the Japanese began a general 
attack. The First Division attacked and effected a lodgment 
on 174 Meter Hill and Namakayama, where it was t^nce 
counter attacked in the afternoon and driven back. The 
Third Regiment carried one nf the Sluiishiliyliig lunettes, 
but was unable to hold it. The Ninth and ElevtMitli Divi- 
sions, acting togetlier, ndvanced and ]>assed the night on a 
line from north of Wucliiafangtzu through the heights north 
of Wangchiatun to tlie western foot of Hsiaokushan. 

On August 20 the First Division and First Kobi Brijrade 
completed the occupation of 174 Meter Hill, the First and 
Fifteenth Regiments making tlie assault. Tlie Ninth and 
Kleventh Divisions were unahlo to nmke any progress, not 
only on account <«f tlio HnssiMn lire, but also l)ecuiisf» of the 
extensive wire cut aiiglenu nl ^ in front of P}t!dtiii^>li;m and 
Morth Tuiv-r<"lukiiiitishan. 'I'hcy did make >niii<' jtit 'umcss in 
the dest ni'-t ion of the cut nii^lmients. Troojo of the 'I'liiriy- 
sixth KcgiiiH'nl cnUTcd Kuropiit kin Fort after severe lighting, 
but were drivt-ii out shortly aficivvaiJs. 

On Aui^ust 21 troops of the Ninth l)ivisi(»ii, ii'tMiforr<Hi l)y 
the Fourtli Kolii lirigude, charged Eiust Panlungshaii Ft)rt in 
the early riKHiiinir. hut were repulsed. Troops of tlie 
Eleventh Divi.siun ul I lie same time cluinjcd North Tungchi- 
kuanshan Fort and succeeded in eupiiuiii;^^ uu advancetl work 
200 meters farther to the southeast. They were subjected 
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to such a severe fire from the neighboring forts that thvy were 
driyen from the advanced work about 9 a. m. The Russians 
made a counter attack north of Shuishihying, but were driven 
back. 

The attack was continued on die 22d. At 9 a, m. the 
Sixth Brigade, Ninth Division, had captured a portion of 
East Panlungshan Fort when they came under a severe fire 
from West Panlungshan Fort. Two companies, sent for- 
ward from the reserve during the afternoon, assaulted and, 
after a severe %ht, drove the Russians from the fatter fort. 
This indirectly aidod the troops atta(!kinj: tlio east fort, 
^m which the Russians were driven shortly afterwards, 
Tlie Russians attacked botli of these forts several times 
during tlie night, drove th(» Japanese down the sk>pes, and 
were in turn driven bat k l)y the Japanese who succeeded in 
holding the parapets and keeping the Russians in rear of the 
gorges. 

On the 23d the Ninth and Eleventh Divisions made a 
night attack on th(^ lioijiht (H) northwest of Wangtai, 
Wangtai and North Tungchikuanslian Fort. A portion of 
the Ninth Division succeeded in reaching the heights north- 
west of Wangtai. Tliis attark was met, about 11 p. m,, by 
a strong sortie in the nri;_'lili(>rhood of Panlnntrshan, in 
which the Kussiansi drove ]»H(k lliose Japanese who had 
crossed the Cliiiu'sc Wail bcliind tlic Panlungshan forts at 
the foot of ^^'!lI1t:t^^i nvd ])iissf(i hcyoiul tlio line of fort«. 
Aft»T severe iignting llic sortie \\ as rejxilsed, tlie Japanese 
retaining ]>nssession of tlie Paiilinii:>iian forts. AMiile this 
sortie was in protjress trooj)s of tlie First Division attacked 
ItziLslian Tort, but were repulsed with heavy luss. 

On August 24, in the early morning, the Ninth Divimon 
continued I lie attaxtk on the height northwest of Wangtai, 
while the Klevtuilh J>ivi.-sitjn attacked Waii^'Iai and North 
Tuniit lukuanshan forts. Both attacks failed untl nuiv be 
said to conclude the general attack, begun on August 11), 
whii Ik is said to have cost the Japanese over 15,000 in killed 
and wounded. 

On August 28 the Russians began strengthening the 
Chinese Wall and the works in the neighborhood of Wangtai, 
mounting two heavy guns and bringing up field guns to fire 
on the two Panlungshan forts, now held by the Japanese. 
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Oil Aujiust 21> Uir JiussiiiK.s Ix^rari firinjj with llu'sc licavy 
guiL^ a^^iniiHt tlie two Punkingpshan forts and, about 11 p. m., 
a siitull force niadc a sortie against the west fort, but was 
repulsed. 

Oil S<^pteinber 2 the First Division opened u heavy lire on 
Port Artliur with its field and naval guns. The Russians 
continued their daily bombardment of the two Panlungshan 
forts. Thiey continued this bombardment on the next day 
and destroyed the ^ater part of the works the Japanese 
had constructed there. The bombardment was continued 
daily and was particularly violent on September 6, resulting 
in the demolition of the works that had been again con- 
structed by the Japanese. 

Toward midnight of the 6th a small party of Russians 
made a sortie against the extreme right of the Japanese line, 
but was repulsed. Another small party made a determined 
sortie against the Japanese center and, although finally 
driven back, completely demoralized the siege operations of 
the Ji^anese in that vicinity. 

On September 8 the Russians directed a desultory fire 
against the Panlungshan forts and a more vigorous fire 
against the sapping operations, making several sorties 
against the same at night. 

By Sept^'mber 9 the Jaj)anesc approa<rhes had reached to 
within 50 meters of Kuropatkin Fort and 300 l»» lOOuieters 
of the two Tungchikuanshan forts. By ihr 1 1th uf Sep- 
tember the .Tapanese approach had reached to within 70 
iiiet«>rs of the fort^ south of Shuishihying. These approaches 
were fired on daily by the Russian artillery. 

On September 12 smnll parties of Russians nuule two 
s<)rtios ajxainst the M|)))r()arh to North Tunjjcliikuanshan 
Fort, but were re|)iil><Hl. Oilier sorfirs were made as fol- 
lows: On St^ptembrr 11 near Sliilu hiao; on tlie ITilh apiinst 
tin* approaches to KurojnUkin, iSiiuishihyinjx, and Harbi- 
luakiyama (east of Erliiiii iz^^luuO forts; on the 10th two 
aj^ainst the a|»j)rom'h to Kuropatkin Fort, and on the ISth 
against the approacli to the Shuishihyinj; forts. All these 
sorties were uuule by small jjarli* s consistins; of fmin 40 to 
7U lueu, and toward the end the Uise of haiid grenai^ies by the 
Russians bejijan. 

On September 10, about 2 p. m., the Japanese opened lire 
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with their siege and iiu\ al guiit.. Toward the c veiling the 
fire was conceiitratiMl on Kuropatkia Fort, the Sliui.sJiihy- 
Ing lunettes, Nainakayama, and 203 Met<?r Hill. The 
attack was then heguii and coutinuod all night. Troops of 
the Ninth Dividoti attacked Ktiropatkin Fort while tfoops 
of the First Divisioii and the First Kobi Brigade attacked 
the other points mentioned. The Japanese carried Kuro- 
patkin Fort at dawn of the 20thy the Shuishih^-ing lunettes 
ahout noon, and Namakayama with its two works about 6.30 
p. m. At 8 p. ni. one company effected a lodgment on the 
northwest slope of 203 Meter Hill and about midni^t the 
southwest summit of the hill was carried. The fire from 
Antzushan and Itssushan forts compelled the Japanese on 
Namakayama to withdraw from the plateau to the upper 
trench. 

The Russians reinforced their troops on 203 Meter Hill, 
and desperate fighting was continued until the evening of 
September 22, when tlu* .liipanese were compelled to with- 
draw from tlie hill, having lost about 2,500 killed and 
wounded.'* General Yamamota, commanding First Brigade, 
was anion*;: the killed. 

At alxjut 8.30 p. m. on September 25 the Russians con- 
c<?ntrated a strong fire against the approach northeast of 
Erhlungshan Fort and a hody of about 30, covered by the 
rifle fire of about 100 of their comraflcs, made a determined 
attack, the fi{i:ht lastinjr for about Uiirly minut(s and the 
opponents coniiiii: io luiiui to luiiid encounter. The Russian 
party left *2() killed before it ret iced. 

Til the early iiioriiing of Se|>t«>iiil)er 27 the Ruh.sian.s eun- 
centratvti a severe lire on the ap[)roueh northeast of Krhluug- 
shan Fort and made two sorties apiinst liie same. 

From Si»pt<'ini)er *2!< the lire of the sie<i:e iind naval guns was 
directed daily ML^'aiiist the Kussiaii vessrls in the harbor; liie 
PereKr'nt, Pnldn-d^ and I'ohiidd were struck .several times. 

On Oetoberli the iiussiaiis made a st roiiir sortie airninst the 
approaches to the Tungchikuaiisluiii forts, which l)eL,^•lI) about 
7.30 p. m. and continued until after Uiidnight, when tlie .sortie 

• Prom the Ifit of June (o the 3tHh of St pti tnl < r the iK-t^it-j^ing army in .sai«l 
to hiive lo^t 2a,r)<X) kiUod aud wouud«<i, 2U,0U0 fioui beriberi, aiid 5,iXX) 
from typhuiJ and dysentery. 
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Wft8 repulsed. At the same time a battalion made a sortie 
against tlie right of the Japanese siege line, but retired after 

an enga^enii rit of about <> no hour. 

On October 4 a party of Japanese attacked a Russian posi- 
tion south of Yonrhnng, dismantled a 47 mm. quick fire and a 

machine gun that had been harassing the working partioH in 
the approaches, and returned to its position at the foot of 
Takushan. During the night the liiissians made several 
sortie'* nfTfiinst the appnmches tn Eihltin^shniu 

On UctotuT 7 the Japanese report (■<! that in the bonihanl- 
nient they bad maintained from the l.si to 7lli with their 
siege and naval <:uns the siege guiKs liil the Polindo once, the 
Ufh*\zmi four times, and the Poffani ti\(' tina-s; also liiat 
several V4'5»sels were hit by the naval guns; ihnt the crew of 
the Poltava was landed on the 6th, that of the lietvizau on 
the 7th. 

On the night of October 10 the Russians made several 
s*>rties against the two Faidangshan forts. Tbey also con- 
tinued their nightly practice of throwing' ;_M-enades into the 
appruuches to Tungciiikuaiislmn Fort. 'Ihv grenades were 
first thrown by hand. Later the Russians made use of a 
wmxlen gun for the purpose and the Japanese resorted to the 
same expedient. 

On the afternoon of October 1 1 nine Russian torpedo boats 
twice reconnoitered off Yenchang, exchanging fire with the 
Japanese torpedo boats and batteries, and retired to the 
harbor. 

At 7 p. m. on that day three companies of Japanese infantry 
captured the railway bridge south of Lungyen and intrenched 
at a point 200 meters farther to the front. 

On October 12 to 15 the siege and naval guns continued 
firing at the vessels in the harbor and succeeded in setting the 
PereivUt on fire, causing the vesflel, in the opinion of the 
Japanese, to lose her fighting Capacity. On the night of the 

12th the Kussians threw over 50 grenades into the Japanese 

trenches. 

On October IC), about 4.'M) p. m., the Ninth Division 
attacked and cajjtured the Russian trendies on the glacis of 
Krlilnngshan and entered llacbimakiyun^a lM>rt (east of 
Erhlnnp:shnn FortK The Riissinns retained possession of the 
goi^c and conv(>rted it into a deleiuiive work. The Japanej^o 
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capiurod 1 field gun,. 1 small caliber gan, 2 machine guns, 
some rifles and a quantity of amnninition. 

In the early morning: of Ortoher 17 a sniall force of Rus- 
sians made a sortie from 203 Meter Hill and threw grenades 
into the Japanese trenches. About the same time sorties 
were made in the direction of Hachimakiyania and from 
Krlilung-shan. 

For several days tlie Japanese kept up a desultory bom- 
banlineiit e(»verin<j: their siegfe o|H'r}if ions, which wero 
4)l)st ruete<l by (lie KiissiiinH, w lio icsoi ic-d Id small s<>rUes, 
liaiid ;:reruides, and l>oinbs thrown bv wooden ^:inis. By 
Ocioher 23 the approaches wwe witliin .'O iiicicrs df North 
Tungcliikuanslian Fort; on the 24th tliev \vere witliin the 
same distJtiKc of Krhlungshan Fort. llie 2;]d the Ku.s- 
sian.->, who had been count^^rmining from North Tungchi- 
kuan.shan Fort, blew up tlie head uf the Japanese tunneled 
appn>ach. 

On October 25 the Japanese naval guns sank a two-funnel 
throc-ma.st ship in the harbor. 

On the morning of October 26 the Japanese began with 
their siege and naval guns a heavy bombardment ol the Sung- 
shushan, ISrhlungshan, and Tungchikuanshan forts. From 
2 p. m. the bombardment was extended to the trenches on 
the glacis of Sungishushan and Krhlungshan forts and the 
trenches south of HachimalQyama Fort. At 5 p. m. a force 
from the First Division attacked Sungshushan and a force 
from the Ninth Division attacked Krhlungshan and the 
trenches south of Ilachimakijama. The attacking forces 
occupied the trenches on the glacis of Sungshushan and 
. Krhlungshan and those south of TIachimakiyama. The 
attack was then subjected to a severe fire from not only the 
batteries of the neighboring heights, but also from those of 
Taiyangkou, Mantou.shan . ( lolden Hill, and Paiyushan. The 
Japanese reported that this boiiil*Mnlment inflicted no mate- 
rial loss on their army. During the attack the Ku.ssians 
exploded a large mine in the glacis of the Krhlungshan Fort, 
but the effect of the explosion was unimportnnt 

The Japanese continued their bombardment during the 
niglit and the Ru.s.sinns made .several small sorties from Sung- 
shushan and Khrlungshan forts. 
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The bombardment of the Japanese on the 27th destroyed 

or fieverply injured 1 gun carriage, 3 large guns, and 2 machine 
guns in the Krhlungslian and Tungdukuanshaii forts. On 
the 2Sth it caus<'d tho explosion of a magazine in North 
T!inp:rliiku»inshnn nnd injured 2 l'iuis in East Tungchiktmn- 
shan Fort, and 2 iu lUushan. Fires were also started in 
Port Arthur. 

"DuriiiL: t.hf ni^'ht «>f thr 2Sth tlu> .Tjipjinrso sapp«»rs and 
iiiiiicrs n'siinu'd (heir wnrk against tlir cnmiirr-^rarp gallery 
in the <'n.s(4>i]i coriuT of North 'ruii;j:(iiikiiiiiisl<}m Ft)rt, 
Hgaiii>t li tlii'v hiul rxjdixjtHl a mine the prt'ccding night, 
!in<l cxjiltHlod ivvu inon- mines, making a lurgr* Im-jirh and 
killing' a duzen of the Kii>sians who were oct iipN itiL: tlie gal- 
lery. Tliey also c'X])l<Mk'd a mine at the head of (licii- 
approach tu Krhlujigshan Fori and destroyed a porti(»n of tlie 
counterscarp. 

On October 20 a party of about 100 Russians made a sortie 
l)efore daylight against the approach to Erhlungshan Fort. 
At the siime time a similar party made a sortie against the 
tunneled pa^^sagc to Sungshushan Fort and after a desperate 
struggle drove the Japanese out. About 2 p. m. the latter 
attacked and recoverod the passage* 

On this day the naval guns were directed against Hsitai- 
yangkou, Antzushan, Itzushan, Paiyushan, and Sungshushan 
forts, blowing up the magazine at Hsitaiyangkou. They also 
fired on five mine^removing boats in West Harbor, causing 
fires to break out on two of them. 

On October 30 the Japanese began a heavy bombardment 
in the early morning and at 1 p. m. began a general attack, 
which was particularly directed against the Sungshushan, 
Erhlungshanr, and North Tungehikuanshan forts. Troops 
ht>m the First and Ninth Divisions succeedetl by sunset in 
occupying the glacis ( >f the Sungshushan and North Tungehi- 
kuanshan forts and in destroying a number of side defenses. 

A portion of the Ninth Division rarried P. Fort (between 
Panlungshan and North Tungehikuanshan forts) at 2 p. m. 
and began to entrench. The Russians m^jde a determined 
attack against these troops and drove them out abouf 10 30 
p. ni. The Japanese, personally led by Major-Oeneral Ichi- 
nohe, Sixth Brigade, Ninth Division, again attacked and rc*- 
captured the fort about lip. m., taking 3 gam, 2 madiine 
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guns, and other spoils. The Japanese renamed the furt 

Ifhinohc. 

Trooi)s fntiii the Klevoiilli Division attjickcd \ho north and 
cast forts of Tiinjirrhikunn.sluir) and the adjucont fu'ld works, 
hut wvrc n'jjiilscd after having partly onrriod Ivghuyania (an 
intrendunl lici^hf north of Enst Tn n ire liikuaushan Fort) and 
the trench on tlic udacis of the cast fort. 

On the 31,st llie Eleventh Division again cliarijed >iorth 
Tiin^ehikuanshau Fort, hut wa^ repulsed- 

On the night of the 31st the Russians made a small sortie 
ifcgainst tlie extreme right of the Japanese line. 

During liic (hiy the fire of the flapancse heavy and naval 
gims injured the (rilyah, sank two steamers in the harbor, 
and started a conflagration near the wharf. Ou November 
1 it sank two steamers, and on the 2d one. 

On the 3d it started a conflagration near P^ast Harbor, 
which lasted until the next morning, injured the guns in the 
gorge of North Tuugchikuanshan Fort, and damaged the 
fieldwork at II., northwest of Wangtai. 

On the 6th il caused the explosion of a roagaadnd at the 
Old Sungshuflhan Fort. 

The month of November was by the Japanese devoted 
mostly to sapping and mining operations and bombard- 
ment of the Kussian vessels m the harbor. The Bussians 
resisted the sapping and mining operations by occasional 
sorties of amaU parties. The approaching exhaustion of 
their artillery ammunition caused a falling off in the action 
of this arm and left the Japanese artillery greater freedom 
of action. 

On November 17 the Japanese destroyed the counter^ 
scarp galleries of Sungshushan Fort, and completed the 
occupation of its coimterscarp on the next day. On the 19th 
a powder magazine near the arsenal was exploded by a 
Japanese sluH. TIk; Ku.ssians made a determined but 
unsuccessful sortie from Erhlungshan Fort. The Seventh 
Division, landexi at Dalny Ihe preceding day, began to arrive. 

On November .20 the Japanese exploded three mines, 
blowing in the counterscarp and partly filling the ditch of 
Erhlungslian Fort. 

On November 21 the Japanese attempted an assault on 
North Tungchikuanshan Vort, which failed. A counter 
attack of the garrison was repulsed. 
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On November 23 troops of the Eleventh Division cap- 
tured the trench on the northern glacis of East Tungchi- 
kuanslian Fort, but were driren out early in the morning of 

the 24th. 

On the afternoon of November 26 the Japanese began a 
general attack on the Sungshushaa, Erhlungahan, and 
Tungchikuanshan forts. The storming parties were driven 
hack, hut tho assault was continued. 

On the ni<:})t of November 20 a force of about 2,500 men, 
drawn from all four divisions and comniandod hy Major- 
General Nakanmra. made an iinsurrrssful assault on the 
works running southwest from Sungshushaii Fort (Sunij;shu- 
shan support in;r fort). Tlio attack was disclosed by the 
Russian searchlights and subjected to a heavy fire, which, 
however, did but lilllo danm<:jp. Tliis attack ccJi^scd ahout 
2.30 a. m. on the 27th. after severe liand to hand lighting, 
and cost the Japanese nearly one-lialf uf the at tarkin^^ force. 

The general attaek, which was ver^' desperate on the 2t>lh 
and 27th, continued on a lesser scale until Decejuber 2, 
when a partial armistice was entered into on the eastern 
front for the recover^' of the killed and wounded. 

The loss suffered by the Japanese has been estimated as 
high as 12,000 killed and wounded. Lieu tenant-General 
Tsuchiya, commanding Eleventh Division, Major-General 
Saito, connnanding the Fourteenth Brigade, Seventh Divi- 
sion, and Major-General Kakamura were among the wounded. 

On November 28 troops of the First Division^ and the 
First Kobi Brigade began an attack on 203 Meter Hill and 
Akasakayama. Both sides resorted to hand grenades, in 
the use of which the Japanese were at a disadvantage, on 
account of the higher elevation of their opponents. In 
addition, the assault was subjected to fire from Sungshushan 
and failed at Akasakayama. A small party reached the 
crest of the southwest peak of 203 Meter Hill, was driven a 
short distance below the crest, and then succeeded in holding 
on until an approach could be constructed through which 
they could be reenforoed. 

On November 30 the Japanese brought forward tlieir 
wooden guns and began bombarding the summit. The force 
holding the advance cm the southwest jx^ak was recnforeed 
by one company and advanced to near tlie crest where a high 
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wall of sand bajjs was constructed. The First l\e«^inient 
attacked and linallv c)cciij)i('(l the Kn«sian trenches on the 
slope of Akasaka_) auia, but cvacuai cd ilicni >li(irtl3^ after- 
wards on account of being fired on by their own artillery. 

Troops from the Twenty-sixth, Twenty-seventh, and 
Twenty-eighth Uegiments assaulted the northeast peak of 
203 Meter Hill, carried the Russian trenches on the slope, 
and endeaTored to reach the creat, hut wera driven hack to 
the trenches. 

On December 1 troops of the Seyenth Division again 
assaulted 203 Meter Hill, one party j^aasing over the crest 
of the southwest peak and clearing a portion of the summit, 
and were again repulsed. The Japanese holding the trenches 
on the slope of the northeast peak were also driven out. 

During December 2, 3, and 4 the Japanese restricted their 
action to bombarding the Russian positions and to con* 
structing an approach up the northeast peak of 203 Meter 
Hill. On the morning of the 5th the fire of the Japanese 
artillery was increased. About 3 p. m. eight battalions of 
the Seventh Division, under Major-General Saito, advanced 
against the northetist peak and,, in conjunction with the reen- 
forceil troops holding the crest of the southwest peak, earned 
all of 203 Meter Hill. 

The capture of 203 Meter Hill allowed the Japanese to 
bring on Akasakayama a plunging fire which, accompanied 
by demonstrations, caused the Russians to evacuate that 
heiglit on December 6 and to withdraw from the trench 
le^idiog toward Itzushan. It also gave an observ'ation point 
covering both harbors and enable<l the fire of the heavy siege 
and naval gun> to be directed upon the Russian war ships in 
the harbor. On Dofember 9 the Scvantojiol anchored outside 
the harbor under shelter of Tiger's Tail Peninsula, but was 
subsequently forpedoo*! by the .fjipanese and sunk in deep 
water hv lior own cniniiiMiiiicr. The other lars^e vessels bv 
that time had been t*ri|)|)i('(l l>y llic .lapanese lirr and scuttled 
by tlic iiussians to protect tliem as much a^ possible from 
the .Iapanes<' fire. 

On December IS, at 2.30 p. m., tlie Japanoc cvplrHled 
niifu's under the j)arH|u'l oi North Tung< hikujiusluui I'urt. 
Thv Pwrnty - seconil Regiment then charged the fort, but 
hailed in the crater. About 7.30 p. m. two companies of 
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the Thirty-eighih Kobi Regiment entered through the breach, 
and by midnight the fort was completely occupied, the 
Japanese capturing fiye87-mm. field guns, two 74-mm* quick- 
fire guns, two 24-mm. guns and 4 machine guns.' 

On December 22, 23, and 24 the Japanese attacked and 
carried some small Russian positions near the northern arm 
of Pigeon Bay and thus advanced their right so that it ran 
from 203 Meter Hill through Luchiatun to Pigeon Bay. 

On Dex^^mber 28, at 10 n. m., the Japanese exploded 
mines under the parapet of Erhlungshan Fort and an 
assaulting force from the Minth Division reached the crater 
and intrenched. At 4 p. m. the Nineteenth and Thirty-sixth 
Regiments resumed the assault and reached the interior of 
the fort. The remainder of the garrison was finally driven 
hnrk from I lie defense of tho fror^ro. and at 7.30 p. ra. the 
Japanes<^ had possession of tlif cntin' fort with its armament 
of 4 heavy guns, 7 guns of smaller ( {liiber, tliirly 37-mm. guns 
and 2 machine guns. TIk' fi<;liting during the captun^ of the 
fort was severe, the Japauese losing about 1,UUU killed and 
wounded . 

On Deeeniher 31 t!ie .Iiij)nnese exi)lo(le(l mines iin<i(T the 
piira[)et t)f SunL'slnishan l''ort, tlip explosion e\fen«ling to the 
magazine. Trooj)s from the Fir>t ami Seventh Divisions 
llu'ii a.s.saulte(| and <lr<»\(' out the remnants of the garrison, 
I upluring witli tli(> fort and its armament 2 olhcers and l(iO 
men who hail been imprisoui'il in tlie galleries by the explo- 
sion. 

On January 1, 1905, in the early morning, the Japanese 
drove the Russians from the new Panlungslian Fort and 
H. work. At 3 p. rh. a small force of Japanese reached the 
summit of Wangiui, but was driven back by the Russians, 
who then set fire to the wooden structures of the work and 
withdrew. The Japanese again occupied the summit, losing 
some of their men through the explosion of the magazine or 
a Russian mine. 

At 1) p. m. General Nogi received from General Stoessel a 
letter proposing to hold negotiations with reference to capitu- 
lation.

KPITOME OF THE RUSSO-JAPANESE WAR. 



Both belligerents appointed plenii>otoiitiarie8, who com- 
pleted their negotiatioiis at 4.30 p. m. on January 2, and both 
armies suspended hostilities. 

By the terms of the capitulation all Russian soldiers, 
marines, and dvil officiab of the garrison and harbor were 
made prisoners; all forts, batteries, vessels, munitions, etc., 
were transferred to the Japanese in the condition in which 
they existed at noon on January 3, and all public property, 
such as buildings, munitions of war, etc., were to be left in 
position, priding arrangement for their transfer. Officers 
of the army and na\y were permitted to retain tluMr side 
arms, and, upon signing a parole not to take arms during 
the continuance of the war, return to lliissia. Noncommis- 
sioned officers and privates were to be held as prisoners.

In addition to the above there were about 3,000 noncom- 
batants transferred and about 16|000 sick in hospital. The 
total number of prisoners, including sick, wounded, and 
prisoners was given at 41,641. 

Russian figures, not oflSicial, place the original garrison 
(inchiding nayal contingent) at 54,000; killed and died dur- 
ing the siege, 15,000; taken prisoners, 21,000, in addition to 
18,000 sick, of whom 6,000 were wounded.

The St>venteenlh Ke<.;inient, Eighth Division, was pre^nt 
at the capture of 203 Meter Hill. 

Unofficial reports state that the Eighth (Osaka) Kobi 
Regiment, as punishment for misconduct on August 23, was 
withdrawn from the fighting contingent for work ou the 
lines of communication. 

General Kogi reported a list of spoils in which the follow- 
ing important items are found: 59 permanent forts and 
fortifications; 546 guns; 82,670 projectiles; 35,252 rifles; 
2,266,800 rifle cartridges; 4 battle ships (not including the 
Sevattopdlf which the Russians had sunk in deep water) 
comprising the Perewiet, PoUava, Pohieda, and Retmsan; 2 
cruisers, comprising the Bayan and PaBada; 14 gunboats 
and destroyers; 10 steamers; 8 steam launches. All the 
vessels were sunk and in a more or less damaged condition^ 
The battle ships, crui.seT8, and some of the smaller vessels 
were, however, subsequently fioatecl by the Japanese. 
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LANDING OP THE FOURTH JAPANESE ARMY. 

On May 10 Kctir-Adiniral Ilosoya, with tlie Fuso, Ilfn/rii, 
J's'ikujiJil, Snii/< a, ami t)ther veanels, convoye<I traiisporis cou- 
taitiinr: fm^ip- of the* Fourth .Japanese Ariuy tu 'rakiishaii, 
ii\ui I ill' <lt l)ai kation began iiiiunHliately, l)eing uiu>|)jK)se<l. 

At lirbt this army consisted of the Tentli Division umler 
Lieutenant-Generat Kawamura, with Major-Oenerals Marui 
and Tojo as brigade commanders. Subsequently the Fifth 
Division waa joined to the Tenth, fommig the Fourth Army , 
commanded by General Nodzu. 

Following two unimportant skirmishes, communication 
with the First Army was established shortly after landing, 
and the combined force began working to the west and 
northwest. 

On June 8 a combined detachment from the two armies 
occupied Siuyen after a skirmish at Tahuling with Major- 
General Mtshehenko's Cossack brigade, which retired to- 
ward Tomucheng. On June 18 a reconnoitering detachment 
sent fimn Siuyen encountered a Russian detachment in the 
neighborhood of Chipanling. On June 23 there was a skir- 
mish at Ilsicnchiayu, on the road to Tashihchiao, an<l again 
on the heights north of Santaoho. 

FKMSHUILINO. 
(PUte VI.) 

On June 26 the Takushan force advanced against the Rus- 
sians at Fenshuiling in three columns under Colonel Kamada 
and MajofOenerals Asada and Marui. Asada, with his 
brigade from the Guards Division, proceeded from Yang- 
pankou toward Fenshuiling; Kamada, from Tasangpoyu 
against the Russian right; Marui, from Tsiehkuanyin by a 
circuitous route against the Russian right rear. A force 
under MajorOeneral Tojo was chaiged with protecting the 
rear of that under Marui. To do this, Tojo attacked the 
Russians who were occupying Shanghota and TungchiiV' 
chuang with about 3 battalions, a battery of horse artillery, 
and 2 machine guns. 

The fight lasted all day without advantage to either party, 
but during tlie night Tojo again nftiu kcfi and carried the 
position, which he occupied and in which he was several 
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times attacked on the afternoon of the 27th by the Kussiail 
forro, which hail rrcoived reenforrcnients. 

General Mariii reached Tsiohkuati\ in on the night of the 
'26tfi, s(Mit a (id aclimcnt to attack the fhmk and rear of the 
Russians who were o|){)osing Tojo, and with his main Ixaiv 
advanced at A a. m. on the 27th to turn the Russian rear at 
Fenshuiling. * Thi«? main hody was opposed by two bat- 
talions at Krhtaokou, but drove them back about 11 a. m. 
and readied Santaokon. 

Major-Gen<'ral Asada, after driving back a force of Russian 
infantrj"^ and < avairy near Wanchiapu on the 26th, passed 
the night to the south of Wafantien at the eastern foot of 
Fenshuilin^. At 5 a. m. Asada's artillerj^ began firing on 
the Russian fortifications, hut the Russian artillery, well 
posted and skill! ally handleii, maintained the advantage. 
However. Kamuda's force dish)dged two companies of Rus- 
sian infantry from halfway up tlie Tihiungshan. 

Asada then posted his guns at this latter place about 7 
a. m. and opened fire on the Russian right. Kamada with 
his infantry then left Tihiungshaiiy moving against the Rus- 
sian flank and rear. 

In the meantime the Fukaya regiment, detached by Asada^ 
attacked at midnight of the 26th and drove two companies 
of Russian infantry from the heights west of Yangpankou 
at 7 a. m.y and then moved toward the Russian left rear. 

This brought the Japanese on three sides of the Russians, 
who began to withdraw toward Tomucheng about 8 a. m., 
and Asada's infantiy moved forward and occupied the pass 
at 11.30 a. m. 

Besides the pass itself the Japanese captured $8 prisoners, 
including 6 officers. They lost 75 in killed and wounded, 
including 1 officer, Major Oba, killed. The Russians lost 
about 200 men. 

The capture of Fenshuiling gave to the Takushan army 
an entrance to the Liao Valley and placed it in a position to 
quickly cooperate with General Oku, moving up from the 
sout h on Kaiping, should such cooperation prove necessary. 
Such cooperation Would, however, expose its right wing to 
the Russian force now assembled at Haichenir and Liaoyang, 
but for the operations of the Japanese First Army by which 
it gaineil possession of the Fenshui Mountains nortii of 
Fenshuiling. 
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ADVANCE OF THE JAPANB8B FIRST ARMY FROM FBNO- 

HUANOCHBNQ. 

In the advance from Fenghuangcheng the Japanese First 
Army marched in three columns, tlie Twelfth Division inov- 
iag on the Stimaehi-IiaQyang road, the Second Division on 
the Llendumkuan-Liaoyang road, the Guards DiTtuon to 
the left of Ihe Second Division and maintaining communi- 
cation with the Takushan army. 

The Second Diyiaion, leaving Fenghuangcheng on June 24, 
reached Ilsuliten the same day, Hanchiatai on the 25th| and 
Washosho on the 26th, remaining at the latter place until 
the 30th for the purpose of arranging an attack on the fop< 
tilled position at Bunsuling. The Russians, however, on 
June 27, evacuated Bunsuling and Lienshankuan, and on the 
30th the Second Division continued to and occupied Lien- 
shankuan, the advance guard occupying Motienling with- * 
out lesistanoe. In this position roads were ]>tiilt, supplies 
brought up, and telegraph lines built connecting the different 
portions of the First Army. 

Moving north on the Suiniachi road, the Twelfth Division 
had a skirmish on the 27th of Jtme with some infantry and 
cavalry coming from Saimaclii, The Russian force at Sai- 
macln retired toward Pensihu and was followed by the 
Twelfth Division, whi< li thus turned the Russian position 
at Bunsuling, while the Second Division was approaching it 
from the south. A detachment of the Twelfth Division 
moved to the left as far as the Lienshankimn-Tiiaoyang road, 
entering Lienshankuan and M<it i«'nlin«r on June 29. The 
line of communicatiuns of the rwdfih Division was now 
Sai machi- Ai ya ngpienrn ( ' n -Chuiig.> u n V al n . 

The Third Division, East Sihrrian Iviflcs. (M ( U|)ying Lien- 
shankuan. hud at Domonslii an outpost of 2,UU0 men and 
6 L'uns. wliich withdrew on Jiujc 21. 

On July 4, in tlie early morning and in a d<»nse f<^^^ two 
Russian battalions, one from the Tenth East Silx'rian Killes 
and on«> fn)ni the Twenty-fuurlh, allucke"! t he .lapaneso 
battalion of the Thirlieth Regiment at Mot ienliiiL:. (Iri\iiig 
the advanee picket off the road by a flank aiiack and |>ene- 
trating the Japanese line. The attack wius vigorously 
pushetl, the oppt>sing troo|>s engaging in a hand to hand 
combat. Japanese reenforcoments arrived, however, and 
the Russians were forced to retire tow*ard Yangtzuling with 
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a loss of 53 kiilc I nd about 40 wounded. The Japanese 
lost 19 men killed ami 2 officers and 36 men wounded. 

On July ') some Cossacks attacke<l a Japanese detachment 
near North Fenshuiling on the road from Saimarhi to Liao- 
yan^, but failed to dislodge it and retreated northward after 
the skirmish. 

On July <■) a del achiiu'iit of Ja|)am's«' dislodn^cd a body of 
Cossacks from Hsicnchaii^' ami occii|)i('d tlic town." 

With the orciipalioii t>f Kaiping by Oku. on July !>, tin- 
three Japanese armies wen- united on a fnmt fniiu Kaij>ing 
east to Fenshuilinir, thetic*' northeast throui^h Moticiding, 
Nvith ( n\('nnLC dcLachments of Kobi troops eastward at Sai- 
maclii, llsienchang, and Huaijen. 

The Russians were concentrated in the I^iao Valley at 
Tasliilu-hiao. llaic hcnj;, Anpinir. and !iiaoyan<;. 

On -hdy G Field Marslial Oyunia left 'I'tikyo to take active 
cormnaiid of the Japanese Manchurijin ariuv . W ith him 
were General Kodaiiiu, Chief of Stall', and Major-Generals 
Fukushima and Inokuchi. 

Ou July 9 the Taku«han army sent a column toward 
Tangchi Tia the roads leading through Hsienchiayu and 
Tsiehkuanyin, the two detachments reaching the heighui 
south of these places at 9 and 11 a. m., respectively. Hie 
Russians at Hsienchiayu resisted the attack throughout the 
day ; those at Tsiehkuanyin, about two battalions and a bat- 
tery, retired from their position in the evening. On the 
morning of the lOih the Japanese drove the Russians from 
their position west of Hsienchiayu and continued to and 
occupie<l the second Russian position on the heights of 
lisinchaikou. 

On the 10th another force from the Takushan army, 
advancing from Fenshuiling toward Tomucheng, came into 
conflict with the Russians and was repulsed, reporting the 
liussian force south of Tomucheng to consist of about one 
division.

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8BCOND ATTACK ON liOTIBNLINO. 

(Plate VII.) 

()n July 17 Lieutenant-General Keller, with six regiments 
of infantry from the Third and Sixth Sihenan Divisions and 
tlie ninth European Division, a battery of artillery and a 
small force of cavalry, attacked Motienling and vicinity held 
hy tlio Second Japanese Division. 

In the Japanese forces the Sixteenth Repfiment (Ipsr one 
battalion) was at nn<! near TTsiamatan*:. tho Thirtieth Regi- 
ment at and near Mnticiilin*:, the Fourth lu't^inient at and 
near I {sinkailint;. the remainder of the division in reserve 
near Lienshankuan. 

At 3 n. 111. the Japanei»e advance post in front of Mot it'niinjx 
was attacke<i and driven back. By 5 a. m. the Russian line 
had reached the ridge west of Moticnlin*; and wa.s engaged 
with tho Thirtieth Regimr-nt an<l one battery in position on 
the riilge east of Motienling. The RussiaiLs reenforced their 
. first line and continued tlie figliL, making several Rtt4>inpt»s t(» 
ttirn the Ja])ane>e left. 'I'hese attempts were nu^t l*y send- 
ing some detachmeiitij to prolong the Japanese left. About 
9 a. m. three companies from the Sixteenth Regiment from 
Ilsiamatiing reenforced the right of the Thirtieth Regiment 
and si lortly afterwards the Russians in front of Ab^tienling 
began vvilhil rawing. The Japane.se at Motienling, now reen- 
forced b}' one battalion of the Twenty-ninth Regiment and 
tlie greater portion of the Second Cavah}' Regiment, followed 
a short distance, bnt coming under the fire of a Russian bat- 
tery from near Lichiaputzu ceased tho pursuit about 2 p. m. 

About 1 a. m. the outpost of the Japanese Fourth Regi- 
ment at Hsinkailing was attacked by two Russian battalions, 
one coming from the west and one from the north. The 
Japanese Fourth Regiyient repulsed this attack and sent 
northward a detachment which at 1 p. m. was able to bring a 
long-range fire on the Russians retiring from Motienling. 

The Japanese Sixteenth Regiment at Ilsiamatang had 
outpost companies on the roads leading from that village to 
the west, the northwest, and the north. About 8 a. m. the 
company on the road leading to the west was attacked. 
Three companies of the Sixteenth Regiment, en route to 
assist the Thirtieth Regiment, joined this outpost company. 
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aasistecl in repulsing tlic liiissiaiis, aud continued un to the 
assistance of the Thirtietli liegimcnt. 

The outpost ctunpany on the ruad ieudin*: northwest from 
Hsiamataiig, at Shakahoshi, was attacked a1)out S a. in. by 
two Russian battahons and verj'^ severely haiidlod, losin^^ all 
its officers. The fighting contintied at this point until about 
i.oU p. m., the Juj)}nie.se company lK'in«^ reenforced by the 
outpost company from the road lead in*,' west and also from 
the reserve of the Sixteeutli Kegiment, uiiieh had been 
strengthened by one battalion of the Twenty-ninth Regiment, 
wlien the Russians retired. 

The company on the road leading north to Ilsihoyen was 
attacked about 11.30 a. m. by a Russian detachment of 
infantry and cayaliy and driven back to near Hsiamatang 
where it was reenforced* by one company of pioneers that had 
arrived from near Idenahankuan. Ths Russiaos withdrew 
from this attack about 12.30 p. m. 

The Japanese reported their losses as 4 officers and 39 men 
killed; 15 officers and 241 men wounded. 

The Russians reported a loss for July 17 to 19 of 8 offioera 
and 2 15' men killed, 37 officers and 1,069 men wounded, and 
2 officers and 224 men missing. 

HSIHOYEN. 
(Plate VIII.) , 

Qeneral Kuroki's right column (Twelfth Division) moved 
forward on the Saimachi-Hsihoyen'-Anpiiig road on July 18, 
sending an infantry detachment toward Hsiaotientzu (about 
5 miles south of Ghinghochen), wluch was occupied by the 
Russians. 

On arriving at Santaohotzu the column found that 
Hsihoyen was occupied by the Russians, commanded by 
Qeneral Herschelmann, and sent forward a battalion of the 
Forty-sixth Regiment to reconnoiter. This battalion jncoun- 
tered at the river a force of about 2 battalions and 8 guns and 
was forced back a short distance after losing heavily. 

About 6.30 p. m. the Japanese battalion was reenforced by 
the other two battalions of the Forty-sixth Regiment and 
two battaliorLs; of the Twenty-fourth Regiment and continued 
the %ht until dark, and then» being unable to make any 
head¥ray, bivouacked in position. 
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TUv Kiissian loft irstod on ihv Ilsi Kivor, while the rieht 
re^\i'(\ (in the lici^^lits. to the southwest of Haihoyeu, lisiiig 
from 5(1 to 'MH) foct lihovc the valley. 

From the main hody of tlie Japanese rolumn at michiight 
on the IStli WHS sent the Forty-seventh K('<;iment to watch 
the road to rensiini, and tiie Fourteenth Regiment through 
the liills to the south against the right of the Russian position. 
The artillerv' took up a position in the valley and ojxMied ftre 
at 5 a. in. on the 19th. To this fire the Russians replied 
with 32 guns. The duel, lasting until *.) a. m., st.»enis to have 
resulted in favor of the Russians, as nu further aUeiapts 
were made in front until the Fourteenth Regiment made its 
way through the mountains and, in conjunction with a 
detachment of 6 companies of the Sixteenth Regiment, 
Second BiTision, sent from the neighborhood of Lienshan- 
kiian, attacked the Russian right about 3 p. m. The Rus- 
aans withdrew thdr artillery and presumably a considerable 
portion of their iolantry. 

The main Japanese force, Twenty-fourth and Forty-sixth 
Rc^liments, which was in position fronting the Russian right, 
took up the attack, assisted by the fire of its artillery from 
advanced positions. Both attacks met stubborn reastance. 
At 5.40 p. m. the main force carried one of the heights to the 
southwest of Hsiboyen and the attack of the two detach- 
ments approached close to the Hsihoyen-Anping road. Hie 
Russian rear guard retired and the Japanese occupied the 
position about 8 p. m. 

The Russian force was reported by the Japanese to consist 
of the Thirty-fifth Infantry (4 battalions), Thirty-sixth 
Infantry (3 battalions), the Aigunak Regiment of Cossacks, 
and 32 guns. 

The Japanese^ reported a loss of 2 officers and 70 men 
killed and 16 officers and 437 men wounded ; also, that they 
buried 131 Kussinn dead on July 20, took 2 officers and 45 
men prisoners, aud captured 3 ammunition wagons, 300 

rifles and a large quantity t»f clothing. 

The Russian loss is included in that reported under the 
second attack on Motienlintj. 

The detachment sent t^»\vard Ifsiaotientzu encountered a 
battalion of infantry aud about 1,000 cavalry at ChaochiapaO| 

Moas— 07 1 
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6 miles south of HsiaotientzAi. After a iikiimish of about 
four liours ihr Uuasiaik^ retired to the right bank of the Tuit/.u 
with a loss of 1 killed and 13 wounded. The Japanese lost 17 
men wounded. 

PAN LINO PASS. 

On July 21 a Rusaiazi detaehment, recoimoitenng to the 
south, came into contact with a detachment of the Takushan 
anny in tlio neighborhood of Panting Pass, and occupied the 
pass after a skirmish, in which they lost a captain killed and 
lieutenant-Colonel Andreiev, commanding the detaclunent, 
and 3 soldiers wounded. The Japanese had 2 men killed. 
About noon on the next day the detachment was attacked 
from different directions and driTen from the pass, which 
the Japanese occupied. The Japanese* lout I officer and 8 
men killed and 22 men woimded. The Russians lost 14 men 
killed, 3 captured, and about 30 wounded. 

TA8HIHCHIAO, 
(Plato IX.) 

On July 23 General Oku's amiy left its line of positions 
near Kaipinj^ and advanced to the line Liuchiakou-lluaru- 
shan-VVutaishan, skirmishiii«^^ KtKsiun detachments 

diirinir the advance, j>art icuhiri v i i front df the Japanese left . 
Tiie Fiftli Oivision wns on the riLciit. tlir Third in the center, 
the Fourth on the left, and the Sixth in reserve. Cavalry 
fioni hotli armies whs to tlie west of thr railway. 

The liu.sbian ' southern forees," couimaiided by T;ienten- 
ant-General Zoruhjiiex , contained the First. Second, and 
Fourth Siberian Corps and Mnjor-t Icnerai ^lishchcnku's 
Cossack brif^ade; a total about hat tahon?., 'A'2 M|uadrons, 
and 172 guns. The First and l""ourth Situ'i ian Cor]>s occupied 
a pt)sition south of Tashihchiao, reachinL'' fioiu the railway, 
near Niiihsinshaa, to the small stream ilowiu^^ souili jmst 
Tanjjchi. The Second Siberian Corps, at this t iine eoniaininj^j 
only the Fifth Division, was at Tonuiclien};. The Ci)ssack 
brigade maintained connection between the two positions. 

At dawn of the 24th the Fifth Division attacked in the 
direction of Taipinling. The Russian artillery, skillfully 
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|)la<'(Hl and handled, nudntaiiied a superiority over that of 

tho Japanese. 

Tlie Tliird Division, adied by the fire of its artill ry near 
Iluanishan, advanced »is far as the heights iiorih of Sun- 
c-hiatun at 10 a. m., where it was stopfK'd i)y the Jiussian 
artillery posted between Chin*:fshih«?han and Wanj^niatai. 
The Fourth Division then ndvam-cd fnmi \Vutnisfiiin, its 
artillery takiiiLr a position lu iir Tapinchuang and eii?;apng 
in a duel ^^ith the Kuaaian artillery near Waiigmatai, but 
* soon halt^<l. 

Onlers wen* then sent for the Fifth Division to advance 
repirdli'NS of l(i»rs. l)ut at snnset it had iu»l succeeded in 
penci lat in«: the Ivu^siaii line. Tlic Tliird DivLsioa rtturceeded 
ill rapturing one position, but wa8 in turn driven back by a 
ctumtpr at tack. 

Tlu- arlillcrv fire practicuUy ceased uu both sides at sunset, 
aliliou^'li the Russian artillcrj' timl occasional allots &s late 
as ft p. in. 

Tli(> i nmmaiidcr uf the Fifth Division obtained perniLssion 
to luakc a night attack, and about 10 p. ni. advanced the 
greater part of his infantry to near Taipuding and then ca|>- 
tur^ the Erhtaoling position. A second advance was niade 
by the same body, occupying the Taipinling position about 
3 a. m. The Third DiTision moved forward and occupied the 
heights near Shanhsitao shortly afterwards. 

On the morning of the 25th the artillery of the Third Divi- 
sion near Wolungkang opened fire, but received no reply. The 
infantry from that position then moved forward and occupied 
Chingsthihshan and was followed by the Fourth 0iviiiion» 
which moved forward and occupied the line from Niuhsin^ 
^ shan to Chiataipu. 

About 11 a. m. the Russian rear guard left Tashihchiao, 
which was occupied by the Japan<'s(» shortly afterwards. 

The First Siberian Corps retired along the railway toward 
Haicheng. Tlie Fourth Siberian Corps retire<l along the 
Erhtaoho road and aided the S(HM>nd Siberian Corps at Tomu- 
chengon July . 

TiieutenantrGeneral Zarubaiev reported tliat he had IS 
battalions engagcMi and lost 4 oflicers and 141 men killed, 30 
officers and 646 men wounded, and 3 ofiicers and 107 men 
missing. 
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Gt'iieriil Oki! r('j)<)rt<'(l that tlic .^^p!tn(•s(• lost 12 uilicers aud 
136 mm kilicii. mikI 47 Ddifcrs hikI s ^^ int ii wounded. 

During tlic "Jolh a detiirluneiit of Japaix'so rnvnlry ]no- 
ceeded to ami <k riipiVd Yingkou, the Kujiisiau garrison having 
retired to the northeast. 

TOIfUCHBNO. 

(Plate IX.) 

Od July 30 the'Takusluui army occupied a line from the 
fafiight west of Tafang^han through that north of Hsiapafan- 
kou to south of Kuchiaputzu and southwest of Ying^aoshan. 

At dawn on the 3l8t the main body attacked the Russian 
position on the heights east of Sanchiaoshan, and the left 
wing attacked the positions on the heights north of Esst and 
West Yangshikou. 

By 8 a. m. the Japanese left wing had reached the heights 
northwest of West Yangshikou, where it was repulsed by the 
Hussians at Krht^okou. The Japanese left, reinforced by the 
, arrival of the Fifth Division, wliich \va.s detached from the 
second army after the battle of Tashihchiao, re,siime<I the 
attack and drove back the Russians from Erhtaokou about 
3 p. m., capturing 6 guns. 

The main column was able to occupy tlie Russian positions 
on the heif^liLs west of Tapingling at 10.80 a. m., but was com- 
pelled to halt there by the fire of fhe J^ussian artillery at 
Changsankou and on the heights east of Hsiaofangjshan. The 
Russians being reinforced, took the offensive on this part 
of the field about 5 p. m., and drove the »japanese from the 
positions they had occupied on the heights west of Tapingling. 

This counter attack had been ordered by General Ztisulich 
to relieve the ])ressure oti his extreme right, of wliich he was 
informed abfiiit 'A.Wi p. in.

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YUSHUJLINGTZU. 

(Plate VIIL) 

On iho iii«:ht <»f July ;!0 tlic two wings of iht^ Japanese 
First Army uiovrd ft.»rwaitl agaiiiiii the Russian East Dotacli- 
nient. The i wdfth Division niovod in two cf)hiiniis frnni 
the Tirij^'lihotliood I Isilioyt'ii-Pcicluii. leaving' ihv K<»l>i 
Brigade, c-oniinuudi'd by Majur-GciuTal I iiiczawa, in the 
LaomuUng region to watcli the Pensihu district. A detach- 
ment from the Second Division, and consisting of the Tliir- 
tieth Infantry and one battalion of the Sixteenth, moved 
from HsiamataDg toward Yuahulingtsa in cooperation with 
the Twetftli DiTision. 

At dawn on the 31st the rig^t column (Kigoshi's brigade) 
attacked the advanced Ruasian position, which was about 
2,000 yards in advance of the main position on the hei{i;hts 
of Lakottting, and carried the same about 8.50 a. m. It 
then advanced against the main position. 

In the meantime the left column (Sasaki's brigade) came 
into conflict with a force of Russian infantry at Pienling 
about 6.35 a. m. and the Hsiamatang detachment attacked 
a Russian battalion at Niaomeiling and drove it back about 
8 a. m. In the pursuit of this force the Hsiamatang detach- 
ment flanked the Russian force at Pienling and succeeded 
in obtaining a position from which it opened a galHug fire, 
at distances from 200 to 1,000 yards, upon this force during 
its withdrawal, inflicting s<*vere loss. 

In Uic aftenioon the right column attacked the main Rus- 
sian positional Lakouling, ))ut \\m repulsed. 

At dawn on August 1 the Russians witlidrcw from the 
vicinity and the Twelfth Division advanced to Lakouiing. 

YANCilZULING. 

(Plate VII.) 

In the left wing of the Japanese First Anny tlu» Second 
Division, less the Hsiamatang detachment, operated ou the 
Moticnling-Anpiug road. Tlip Oiiards Division wjis to the 
left of the Second, tlie two divisions moving in coujunction 
against the Russian pcMitiou at Yaugtzuliug. 
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In iho ofirly mornin<i of July 31 a detachment of the 
Second Division drove in tlio Kiissian outpost on the heij^hts 
east of Tawan and the infantry took up positions for tlm 
altiK'k on the heights west of the Tjanji: Jvivrr. Two bat- 
teries took 11]) a pasitioii iicarChincliiaputzu, hut the renuiin- 
der of the artiller}^ did not succ<'ed in taking up positions 
until nhont 1 1 a. ni. 

The (iiiards attacked from the direction of Makunieiitzu 
at dawn, s<'ndiiig del achrniMit.s hy various passes to ttirn llie 
Rnssiau right. In addition to the opposing iufanlry the 
attack came under the fire of foui- Russian batteries posted 
on the summit of Yangtzuling and neiLdibtn inir heiorhts. The 
Japanese ariillerv wa^ unable to reply tihctivcly and the 
attac k made no progress during the forenoon. The flanking 
detaclinicuts jeached the heights west of Hanchiapulzu. 

At lu.lo a. m. one batterj^ of the Second Division opened 
&*e but was soon silenced. 

Shortly after 2 p. m* tho artillpry of the Second Division 
opened fire on Tawan and the heights to its north and some 
infantry moved forward. A general artillery duel then 
ensued in which the Russian artillery-, posted on the heights 
north and south of Yangtzuling, had the advantage. 

Shortly after 4 p. m. infantry of both divisions attacked 
near Tawan and Makumentzu. On the right the attack 
passed beyond Tawan, otherwise but little progress was 
made. The attack ceased at sunset, the Kussians withdrew 
during the night, and on the morning of August 1 the Jap- 
anese moved forward and occupied the Yangtzuling position. 

The Russian force at Yushulingtzu comprised the Thirty- 
first and Thirty-fifth Divisions (later incorporated in the 
Tenth and Seventeenth Corps, respectively), one brigade of 
the Ninth Division (later incorpornt( (l in the Tenth Coqis), 
and four batteries of artillei \ . T]\c force at Yangtziding 
comprised the Third and SLxth East Silx rian Kifle Divisions 
(Third Siberian Corps), one brigade of the .Ninth Division, 
and four batteries of artillerj". 

General Kuroki reported his loss in the two engagements 
as about 900 killed and wounded and the capture of 2 field 
guns, 500 or 600 rifles, a quantity of ammunition and minor 
articles, and 8 officers and 14U men. 
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The Kussiutt reported a Iobs of 10 officers and 349 men 
killed^ 42 officers and 1|192 men wounded, and 2 officers and 

219 men missing. 

The Russian commander, Lieutenant-General KeUer, was 
killed at Yantrtzuling.

OCCUPATION OF HAICHENQ. 

(Plate IX.) 

Om August 1 the Japanese Second ^Vrmy moved forward 
aluiig the railway from its positions near Tashihchiao, being 
opposetl hy some small rear guards. 

The Russian artillery from northeast of TTiilnkou and from 
lliachi.ilio ojxMied fire on the licads of the Japaiiase columns 
at Liangchiaputzu and Nanchinshan. while a liorse batlerv, 
sii]if)(»rtod hy cavalry, opened fire from l[nnpva>5ai. Some 
.lapaiu'sc artillerv rcpliiMl from near Tinip hinkou and \V<ai- 
f-liiMkou and a cohimn we,st of the railway, (h-ivin<; hack the 
ijp|)o>in;^ iiifiintrv and cavalry, advance*! and uc<;upie<l I^iu- 
<>hiaput/ii and Lienshantun. The liussian rear guard then 
withdrew. 

On August 2 the .Iai)anese advanced, without serious oj)po- 
sition, to the Pali lliver, and the Russians witlulrew from 
Haicheug tow anl Arishantien. On tlie ncAL day the Japa- 
ne,se occupied llaichcng. 

With the conclusion of this advance the front of the Rus- 
sian forces at and in the vicinity of Liaoyang extended from 
^Vnshantien through Lantzushan and the mountain range east 
of Anpiug to the Taitjsa River. 

The JafMUoese front extended from Haicheng through 
Tomuchei^ and Tangtzuling to Yushulingtzu. 

On August 6 a Russian force bombarded and burned the 
village of KenchuangtzUy driving back troops of the Japanese 
First Oavalr}' Brigade and its infantry supports and captur- 
ing some of the pack animals and some of the ovens in which 
food was being prepared. The Russians followed the Japa- 
nese to about 3 miles southeast of Kenchuangtzu and then 
withdrew.

In moving: on Anpinjij the Japanese First Army operated in 
three colunms against the Russian eastern group. The 
(luanls moved by the main Fenghuangcheng-Erhtaoho road 
a>^am.4 I he liantzuslian position; the Twelfth Division 
{ moved on the Sainiaclii-risihoyen-Anping road: the Second 

• Division, in tlie center, operated via Tienshuitien and San- 

taolin^ against the Russian position through Tsuekou and 
Height 2070. 

As the Japanese concentration against Tsuekou became 
apparent the Second Brigade of the Russiaii lIurtj-fiFBt 
Infantry Division crossed from the rifi;ht bank of the Taitzu 
River luid the forces defending Anping were rearranged as 
follows: The "right fighting section," under General Herseh- 
efanann, had in the iiret line between Height 2070 and Miao- 
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ling 16 battalions, 54 guns, s sutiiias, and 2 nnumtrd (Ictacb- 
meiits: in rear of the rii^'lit i>f this line was a voscryv of about 
10 bat t aliuiiti, will) artillery, under Major-Gene ral Ivubinkin: 
in rear of tho left was a reserve of about 5 battalions, with 
artillery, uruicr Major-deneral Prince Orbeliani; soutb of 
Aiii>ing were two batteries, with a battalion escort, arrun^cd 
to fire on the Tsuekou position should it be carried by the 
Japanese. 

Colonel KlemboYski, with the One hundred and twenty- 
second (Tambov) Regiment, the Seventh Batteiy of the 
Thirty-first Artillery Brigade, and 2 sotnias, held the position 
on Height 1911 (Hungahaling). 

The general reserve, under Major-General Vasiliev, was in 
two groups; one, of 4 battalions, at Anping, and the other, of 
8 battalions and 50 guns, at Shunshuyantzu. 

The Guards advanced on August 23, being opposed only 
by small patrols, and on the 24th occupied a line passing 
through Erhtaoho, the Second Brigade (Watanabe) on the 
right, the First Brigade (Asada) on the left; the Second and 
Twelfth Divisions moved forward on the afternoon of the 
25th. At about 5.45 a. m. on the 25th the Guards artillery, 
from the height north of Takou, opened fire with one battery 
on the Russian line near Kofuintzu. and the infantry drove 
ba( k the RuBsian outposts to the line Tahsintun-Talisikou. 

To meet the concentration of the Ja|)aneso infantry near 
Takou the Russian line was prolonged from the height west 
of Kofuintzu through that north of Ilsiaohsikou to near Pao- 
shukou. This echelon, containing 7\ battalions, 13^ sotnias, 
and 20 guns, was placed under the command of Major-(ien- 
eral Kashtalinski. To further strengthen the tlin'atene<i 
right think of the Jjantzushan position two regiments of the 
Thirty-lift h Division, Seventeenth Corps, and ?> bnttorirs 
weic concentrated at Tlsinolin^r durinLT the nifj:!)l of the 2">lh; 
the One hundred and fortietli (Zaraisk; Kcijinient. same 
corj».s, 1 battery an<l <) s<|na(lron> left Tsaufangtiu) at mid- 
night, moving via Weicliiakou on Kofuintzu. ( Ifuieral Bil- 
derling also hliifted 2 ren;iint!nls from the ri<:hl (o the left 
bank of the Taitzu, stat ionini^ the nuiin body at the i)ri<lge at 
lisiatJtuntzu, and sending 3 ballulions |o K inchiat unhsikoii. 

Durino^ the night of August 25 the Japanese Twelfth Divi- 
sion, Twenty-third Brigade (Kigoshi) on the right, the 
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Twelfth Brigade (Sateki) on the left, moved forward and 
attacked Ilungshaling and Chipanling. The attack ui the 
left column, niade in conjunction with the Second Division, 
drove back the Ruasiatis occupying the line from near Tsue- 
kou to Miaoling to the line Tsuekou-Sanchiatzu, but the 
Russian force at Hungshaling successfully resisted the attack. 

During this attack the Second Division also moved for- 
ward, the Fifteenth Brigade (Okasaki) on tlic right, the 
Thir<l Brigade (Matsunaga) on the left, and attacked the Rus- 
sian line, in advance of Tsuekou, running from Chipanling to 
Height 2U70, and carried the greater part of the same by 
dawn. The Kussian reserve, under Major-Oeneral Vasiiiev, 
.already en route to make a strong demonstration beyond 
Tsuekou, reenforced this part of the Hne, and severe fighting 
continued until about noon of August 26. The Russians 
occupied the Uno froin TTci'irHt 2070 to Yuchiakou and 
about 1.30 p. m. their artillery near Anping opened fin\ thus 
a.ssistinpr the troops that wore beinp: driven back from the 
position between Tsuekou and Sanrliiat/u. 

At l.-'^O n. III. on August 20 T.icut^'iiaril-General Ivanov 
setil from lisittoling the 2 t-cli 1 1 1' nts of the Tliirt\ -fifth Divi- 
sion. 2 batteries aiul 1 s<|UM(lruu to take up a position on tho 
heiirlit north of Ivofuintzu. 

At a. 111. the Guards artillery, increased to 60 guns 

from tlir arlillcr\ of the Setond Division, on a line from 
Krtaoho to the height north of Takou, opened fire on the 
Ku.sftiau po.siliuns, especially on the height.s westof Kofuintzu. 
The infantry of ^Vsada's brigade which hud tlriven in the 
Ku.sAiaa outposts, by imon had advanced to a line along the 
stream from Ilsiaolisikou to the foot of the height south of 
Paoahukou, practically outflanking the Russian right. The 
Zaraiak Regiment, en route fromSanshantzu toChangchiaopu, 
on reaching a point about midway between these towns, learned 
of the situation. Its conunander moved to Paoshukou and 
attacked down the valley. The Japanese line was driven 
out of the valley and by 2 p. m. the Zaraisk Regiment had 
occupied the bluffs just north of Tahstkou, where it remained 
controlling with its fire the valley about Tahsikou. During 
the forenoon the Twenty-ninth Kobi Regiment, then in the 
reserve of the Japanese First Army, was ordered to march to 
the assistance of the Ciuards Division. 
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At 0 fl. 171., Aii<^nst 26, tht* attack of the rU^hi coliiniii of the 
Juj)im(vs«' Twelft h Division had reachod lluiip^halin^' (called the 
Peikou position by the Russians); one mountain batt4»ry fir- 
ing; for a short time from the height about 1 mile northi^ist of 
H('i\ u. I'lisuffessful at first, the attack was repeated iu the 
afternoon with increased severity, and by 6 p. m. the Tambov 
Ke>:inient and two battalions sent to its assistance were com- 
pelled to withdraw w^ith the loss of the 8 guns of the Thirty- 
first Artillery Brigade. 

General Kuropatkin ordered tliat Peikou be retaken at 
any cost, but before tbe execution of this order was begun he 
ordered withdrawal from ihe I^antzuflhan-Anping positions, 
the seeond order reaching General Bilderlingi^ut midnight. 

The Russians withdrew their main forces, leaving rear 
guards to delay the Japanese advance. By evening of the 
27ih the Japanese occupied a line from Hungshaling along 
the heightis close to the right bank of the Tang River to 
Eofuintzu and then through the heights north of Tahsikou. 
The Russians remaining in the triangle formed by the Taitm 
and Tang rivets retired across the latter over a military 
bridge, near Shuangmiaotzu, which they then destroyed, 
floating the pontoons down to the Taitcu River. 

General Kuroki reported tjie capture of 8 guns, a quantity 
of anuDunition, and various articles; also that his losses on 
the 26th and 27th were about 2,000. 

General Kuropatkin reported that the battle was a serious 
one, and General Sakharov reported that the Russians had 
lost over 1 ,500 ; the greater portion of their losses occurred 
in the Tenth Corps. 

On August 27 the Japanese Fourth and Second Armies 
reached a line extending from Shangshihchiaotzu to west of 
Sumatai, skirmishing with some Russian detachments during 
the advance, and i)repared to attack the Anshantien position, 
held by the First, Second, and Fourth Siberian Coq)s. As a 
result of the progress of tlie fighting near Anping the Russia n^; 
at Anshantien did not offer serious resistance. Tn their 
witlidiawal the Russians were followed closely l)y tlie Japa- 
nc*;o cuhinin'?, which by 10 a. ni. on the L'stli had advanced 
to a line tlirougli Tiao(hunlai-Tashitou-'J'a«»knantnn and 
were al)le to brinp an artillery lire upon some Kussiaa 
columns crossing the Sim liiver. 
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During the withdrawal 1 l)at(orv. 8 j^uns, of the First 
Siberian Corj>s, mirod so badly tliut it was found impossible 
tn r«'*move il, evon wlion iisiriiX all availublo hf>rsps assist«»d 
by soldicMN with ropos. nnrl was abandoned to tlu' Japaiu'>-e. 

On August 28 ill tin i .a noso First Army the action <»f 
the Twelfth Division wa^s conbned to aftillorv fire with the 
opposing Russians on the riirht bank of liie 'Pait/.u and left 
bank of the Tang. The Socomi Division attacked and dis- 
placed the Russian rear L'liard from tlic !u'i^j:hts nortli and 
"West of Sanchiui>ai. MMt .unaga's hri^radc continuini^ to 
Height 17U1. The iiiianis advanced and, after sonic severe 
fighting, especiallv north of Wantsikou, occupied the line of 
heiirlits tlirough Ssulangtai-Saiishantzu. 

On August 29 the Twelfth Division began prtpanitit>ns to 
cross to the right bank of the Taitzu ; ihe Second Division occu- 
pied Shihtsuitzu and Tashihmenling; the Guards advanced • 
to the heights south of Hsuchiakou and reconnoitered toward 
Yayuehi. In the Japaneee Fcnirth Army the Tenth Divi- 
sion effected a junction with the left of the Guards Dirision 
near Weichiakou, drove the Russians from that locality, and 
advanced toward Mengcbiafang; the Fifth Division occupied 
a line from Laichiapu to Ileimuchuang. The Japanese Second 
Army occupied the line of the Sha River with its right 
advanced to Heiniuchuang. 

To meet the advance of the Japanese * armies General 
Kuiopatkiny on August 29, issued an order under which the 
various oiganizations under his command were to occupy 
the prepared positions and oppose a determined resistance 
to the further advance of the Japanese. The details of the 
occupation of positions were under corps commanders. 

As a result of said order in the First Siherian Corps (Gen- 
eral Stackelherg)| 9 battaUons and 24 guns, under Major 
General Gemgross, held the line from Kuchiatzu to the 
llsiaoyangtzu-Shoushanpu road; 6 battalions and lM Lrnns, 
under Major-General Kondratovich, extended the line from 
that road to the lisiaoyangtzu-Hsinlitun road; the Thirty- 
third Regiment was on the height of Fangchiatun; 9 bat- 
talions, under Major-General Zikov, were held as reserve at 
the village of Shoushanpu; 2 batteries were near Chuang- 
chiatun, facing west: 2 were west of the Mandarin road, 
north of the ^ur cut by that road from the ridge north of 
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Ilsia«>yan;j:t /.ii : 2 were in rear <>f the iirst dip and 2 in rear of 
the scroiid (lip cast of the Mandarin rood: 2 wore in the 
.saddle of the Fangchiutiin-Xanpalichuanvi; road ; Colonel 
Giirko, with 8 squadrons and sotnias, was at Nunpalichuang. 

In the Third Siberian rnrj)-, (Lieu tenant-General IvanovO, 
B battalions and 16 ^rmis. under Major-General Danilov, held 
the heights west and south of Tsaofanjftun as far cast as the 
Tsaofangtun-Weichiakou road, the artillery being on the 
north slope iu rear of depressions, and 1 battalion holding 
an isolated peak in front of the main line; 9 battalions, under 
Major-General Stolitzi, extended this line to across the Sui- 
chang3ru-Mengichiafang road. Thirty-two guns were placed 
on the northern slope of the line of low hills north of Tsao- 
fangtiin, a position that gave a good field of fire on the low 
ground between the First and Third Siberian Corps ; 32 guns 
were placed on the northwestern slope of the spur that tci^ 
niinates at Suichangyu. The general resenre, 19 battalions 
and the 2 mountain batteries, under Major«General Kash- 
talinski, was at Tsaofangtun. The 6 sotnias, also, were at 
Tsaofangtun, ready to reconnoiter the gap between the First 
and Third Siberian Corps. 

In the Tenth Corps (Lieutenant-Geiieral Sluchevski) 8 
battalions under Major-f icik ral Hentchelmann, held the line 
from the left of the Thinl Siberian Corps to the Kaolingtzu-' 
Watigpaotai road; Major-General Vasiliey, with 8 battalions, 
held the line from that road to Hsiaopu. 

The 12 mortars were in the saddle over which the Kao- 
lingtzu-Yayuclii road passes; 32 guns were at Kaolingtzu; 
32 were at Ilsiaopu and on the line between that village and 
Yayuelii : s battalions and 24 guns were in reserve at Kao- 
Ungt/Ai; <S battalions were in reserve at Suichangyii. 

In the army reserve Lieu tenant-General Zasulich (Second 
Silwriau Corps), with IG battalions, 32 guns, 2 sotnias, and 1 
sapper battalion, was between Ilsituchiaotzii and Tungpali- 
ehiiaiiLC. 1^ nf haftnlions oreupyin;^^ a fortified position 
near Paclujikaagt /ai ; Lietitenant-General Zarubaiev (Fourth 
SiUeriari Coqw\ witli 22 !)attnlions, 32 guns, 6 sotnias, and 1 
sajjper hat t ;ilioii. w as near TaliiiL^ /n ; Ma jor-Oenera! Sam- 
sonoN, \\it h >oIiiia> ami t; l^miiis, whs a1 ( 'h!mi:<'lii!iliiit /ii. 
witllin liio line of fort.s; Aiajor-Generai Masiov, commander 
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of tho iiitnMichctI camp uf Liauyang, had 9 battalions, 32 

pims. '2 sotnias. 

On llu' rt^'ht (lank MajDr-C icneral Mishchenko, willi Ifi ^um 
and 21 sotnias. was moving' sdutli on Wuluntai, with instnio 
tmns to cnnncct witli the {IctarlinH'nt of 1 hattnlion, 12 guns, 
and 14 soinias under Major-Genertil Vladimir Grekov at 
Hsiaoprilii). 

TIm' left Hank wuii guarded hv ISA bftttalions, 74 guns, i;>\ 
s<|miilruiis and wtnias uiulor Cicncral Bildi'iling. Of those 
forces, 2i battalions and <S guns w ere iu position at Ilsikuan- 
tun; 4 battalions and 24 guns near IlsiaowagotzAi ; 8 bat- 
talions and 36 guns were in position from the heights at San- 
wantzu to that at Tsofankou; 12 squadrons and sotuias 
were at Ilsikuaiitun and Chuankufen; the Fifty-second 
Draf^n Regiment was reconnotiering the right bank of the 
Taitzu Kiver above Kuantun. 

Major-Oeneral Orlov, with 8 battalions, 16 guns, and 1 
sotniay was near Shahopu. 

In the Japanese army at this time the onlers were for the 
left of the First Army and the entire Fourth Army to attack 
the Russian line from the Wangpaotai-Kaolingtzu road to 
Ileiniuchuang, and for the Second Army to attack the Shou- 
shanpu position. To comply with this order General Oku 
issued the following order: 

1. Tbe enemy u still holding his position on the heights of Shouahanpu 
and Hsinlitun. Our cavnliy brigade has advanced to (he vicinity of

4. The Sixth DiviKioa will U^vc the line ot the Sha Utver at 5 a. m. in 
cf>njunction with the Third Division^ marching between the railway and the 

r>.i'l t1irnui»h Tayaotun. Ta<hun(zu. Likaipu. and Liuchia.^anchialZU.

Ill compliaiioe with the above order the commander of tlie 
Third Division issued the following order:

vicixiity of Watigerhtun to-day. The army is to advance Unlay to the lino 
Shoushftnpu-Fanfrrhiatnri, with a view to attacking the enemy. The Sixth 
Division is to leave the line of the Sha River at 5 a. m. and is expected to 
reach the line Liuchiaaanchiatzu-Kuchiaixu, advancing on the roads weat 
of the Mandarin nad and to indude the road thnngh the vUlagea of Tkyao- 
tun, Tachuntzu, and Likaipu.

About 5 a. 111. on Aii<,nist .{0 h suimII detachineiit from the 
riuurrls nttarkf'<l fheKussian line nour Mon«:jchiafan£:. The 
attack wat; folltjuiul by an exclian'jc of ui-tillcry firr tlint con- 
tinuef] for about four liours. The Guaitls again opj ikmI a 
heavy artillery fire about 10 a. m. on the Men^^^liiatan^'- 
Yayuehi positions ami moved ihe infantry forward to about 
yards from the Russian line. 

About 5.30 a. m. a battalion from the Tenth Division and 
Kobi brigade attai'ked the hill hekl by the Russians as an 
advance post in front of the Third Siberian Corps. A few 
minutes later a Japanese battery opened from near Kuehia- 
tzu, and the attack with increasing force was twice repeated 
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and the hill carried about 6 a. m. From the reeenre of the 
Third Siberian Corps two battalions were sent to reenfoice 

Us right, which was now subjected to a very severe infantry 
fire from the line through the hill just carriod by the Japar 
nese. The Japanese artillery from south of Mengohiafang, 
near Weiohiakou and Shihchiyotzn, also opened fire on this 
portion of the Russian line, and the infantry began advano^ 
ing clown the valley from ShiJichiyotzu toward Wichiakou. 

At 7 a. m. General Kuropatkin ordered Lieutenant-Gcnoral 
Zasulich to sen<l 3 battalions to the reserve of the Third Sibe- 
rinn Corps. SLx battalions of the Tenth Corps also were sent 
U» the res€»rvp of the Third Siberian ('<)rj>.s, hut a liltle later 
4 of xhosii battalions were rcturnccl the Tenth Corps. 

The attack down the valley toward Wichiakou was op- 
pose<l not only by the right of thf Third Sil>erian Corps, but 
alsw by the force umier Major-denerai i^utiluv near Paehin- 
kangtzu, now consisting of 7\ battalions, 55 guns, and ('» sot- 
nittS. This attack was followed by several otiiers a<:aini»t 
different portions of the front occupied by the Third Sibe- 
rian Corps. About 1 |> ni. tliesc aLla^-ks ceased for a time, 
the artillery fiie continuing:. The fighting had been severe 
and the losses on both sides heavy. The only material ad- 
vantage on either side was the capture by the .bipanese of 
the hill held as an atlvance post in front of the right of the 
Third Siberian Corps. 

About 3.30 p. m*. the Japanese again attacked, advancing 
against the western Yayuchi heights on both sides of the 
Tsaofangtun-Weichiakou road and on Pachiakangtzu. Some 
of the trenches occupied by the Eleventh Rtfle Refi^iment on 
the left of the Third Siberian Corps were captured about 4.30 
{). m. The Eleventh Regiment, assisted by a regiment from 
the reserve and the fire of the Russian artillery, assumed 
the offensive and drove the attacking party back to Itsu- 
chtakou. The attack of the right brigade of the Guards on 
the weet«m height of Yayuchi was partly successful, but was 
halted by the airival of 4 battalions sent from the reserve of 
the Tenth Corps to strengthen its right. About 7 p. m. the 
Japanese Third Brigade made an attack on tlie height east 
of the Kaolingtsu-Wangpaotai road, which lasted until 10 
p. m., causing 3^ battalions to be sent from the reserve of 
the Tenth Corps to tliat portion of its front.

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During the aftoriioon attack on tlie Tsaofanj^tun heights 
and Parhiakjinj^M/ii 2 battalions of Russians from tlie latter 
])()si(ion assiuneii the offensive, adranciiig as far as Wichia- 
kou. 

On August 30, also, the Jafjanese Fifth Division, moving 
in conjunrtion with their Second Arniv, attaokeil the 8hou- 
shnnpii posiliun. Contact with the Russians was first 
gained l)y troops of (he Fifth Division in ihf vicinity of 
Tawan at dawn. About (> a. ni. the Jai)ani\s(> artillcrv opcn*^! 
fire from a line running generally from llciniuclmang ihrougli 
Height 224 to Ta|)ut/ii. The intantry of the Thiid Division, 
on reaching the line through Jleiniui liuaiig and Tataitzu, 
was extended into the hills east of lleiniucliuang. joining 
the Fifth Division and occupying ILsiaoyangtzu about 10.45 
a. m. 

By 11a. iu. the Japanese Sixth Division intd reached a 
line through Tachaochiatai and opened lire against i lie Rus- 
sian trenches at Mayetun and Kuchiatzu. At about the 
same time General Kuropatkin received a report iroin 
Major-General Mishchenko saying he had fotmd the villages 
of Wuhtntai, Binmatun, and Balchidaoguavo oocnpied by 
small detachments of Japanese. General Kuropatkin ordered 
that 2 battalions from the Fourth Siberian Corps and 8 sotnias 
from the Ural regiments be sent to General Mishchenko. 
Three battalions from the Second Siberian Cor{>s were sent 
to the First Siberian Corps, and the Twelfth Siberian (Bar- 
naul) Regiment and 12 guns irom the Fourth Siberian Corps 
were ordered to march to the line of the railway north of 
Kuchiatzu. A little later the Seventh (Krasnoshar) Regi- 
ment and 12 guns from the Fourth Siberian Corps were 
placed at the disposal of General Stackelberg and ordered to 
Hsiiialichuang. 

About 2 p. m. the battery with the Japanese cavalry 
reached a position near AVangerhtun that permitted a fire 
upon the roar of the Russian position at Shoushanpu. 

In the MioantiMic one Kobi regiment was sent to reenforce 
the right of the Third Division, which, with the left of the 
Fifth Division, was operating against the height northeast 
of Hsiaoyangtzu, causing the S battalions and 2 batteries of 
the Second Siberian Corps to be sent from Tungpalichuang 
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to Hsipalicluiuii^, while 2 batteries were placed at the dis- 
|x>sal of General Stackelherfr and sent to Fangchiatun, 

The Twelfth Siherinn CRarnaulj Ke«;inient reached Yuchia- 
chantzu at o.iiO p. ni. The accompanying*' 12 <rnns took up a 
position along tlie railway and opened lire on ('hiicliiaputzu, 
Baichialaoguawo, and llsiaoi lnngtsuit/u. Assisted hy the 
Seventh (Krasnozhai) KeLMiiieiit. the Barnaul Kej'inient 
(K'cnpied Chucliiaj)utzij and stoppetl the advHiice paitiesof 
the left of the Japanese Sixth Division and of a ci>lunin of 4 
battulions from the Fourth Division wldi-h had firolonijed (he 
Japanese l(>fi. The rifle fire conunueo in the iK-iLrhm hood 
of rhu( hiaputzu until midnight, when tlie liiissians in that 
vicinity appear to have retired to the railroad. 

At nifrhtfall Major-General Mishchenko reiiied to Tan- 
chiian;Xlzu. 

At 1.25 j>. ni. General Oku was informed that the Kusisians 
had taken the offensive from the Tsaofangtun j)Osition, and 
was directed to driyc the Russians from the Shoushanpu 
position as quickly as j}os9ible. Accordingly, night attacks 
on that position were contemplated. The attack to the west 
of Shoushanpu was deferred because of the Russian offensive 
on that part of the field. The attack of the Third Division 
began to develoj) toward morning of August 31. During the 
night the Japanese Tenth Division made a demonstration 
against the right flank of the Tsaofangtun position and small 
parties occupied Wichiakou, M inchialantzu, and Tassu. 

During the night of the 30th and on the 31st of August the 
Japanese Twelfth Division and the Fifteenth Brigade, Second 
Divisbn, forded the Taitxu River in the neighborhood of 
Liontaowan and» with but little opposition, by 6 p. m. had 
occupied the heights extending from west of Kuantun to near 
Tsakou, the Twelfth Division on the right. At Goyo was 
constructed a pontoon bridge, by which artillery crossed 
<luring the night of the 3l8t. 

Information of the < rnwlug reached the commander of the 
Kifty-aecond Dragoon Regiment at (i.20 a si. and General 
ICuropatkin at 11 a. m., the delay being said to have lesulted 
from a break in the wireti leading from the Seventeenth 
Corps to headquarters. In compliance with an order sent 
from General Kuropatkin's headquarters at 11.30 a. m.. 
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Lieutenant-General Dobrzhinski, witli 8^ battalions of the 
Seventeenth Corps, occupied a position on the eastern slopes 
of Height 917, througli Ilsikuantun andManjuyama, placing 
16 guns near Ilsikuantuu and 32 east of Saliutun. 

To n^iard the left of this position Major-General Orbelianii 
with 2^ battahons, fi guns, and 16 sotnias, was sent to Ynng- 
chiaputzu. The Fifty-second Dragoon Regiment had retired 
before the Twelfth Division to Choheiyentai. 

In the inoantime the Guards Kobi Brigade crosse<l the 
Taitzu Kivcr. surprised fho sotnifi at Weiningying, and 
advanced to Pensihu. GtMU'rid Liuhaviii. wlio had 6 s-otnias 
and 1 </iins nt Pensihu, 1 sotnia at Wt iniiigying, and 2 
sotniais at Suncliint , withdrew to TTsiadsliilicliinntzu, where 
he wftH joined t!ic nrxt <hiy hy the Two hundred and thir- 
teenth OrovMisk |{«'j_nnH'iit imd 1 hattcrv. 

At a Ml. August ol the Japanese atteuiptt^d to hn ak 
through uiuiig the Men^'hirtfan^r-Snirhangyu road and at 
5.30 a. m. made an at t ack }i<,'ainst t he ri^dit of the TsaofariLM un 
position thai continued until ai>t>ut .s ii. in. From that time 
on the Third Silurian Corps was not subjectecl to any stivcre 
atta('k on the 31st, although several times suhjected to a 
severe artillery fire antl sevei'al le&^er attacks in the afternoon. 
During the afternoon the Russians from the Paeluakan''tzu 
position drove the Japanese out of Minchialautzu and Ta^^su. 

In front of the Russian Tenth Corps all was quiet except a 
reconnaissance by a Russian regiment, which advanced as 
far as Chututat and wss then ordered to return. 

About 3 a. m. the Japanese begim an attack on the posi- 
tions of the First Siberian Corps that continued throughout 
the day with practically no intemiptions. The right of the 
Thu*d Division, in conjunction with the Fifth DiylsioQ, 
attacked the height northeast of Ilsiaoyangtzu. The Sixth 
Division renewed the attack on Mayetun, being assisted by 
the fire of a large number of guns. The Fourth Division 
was advancing through Chuchiaputzu, Ilsiangohotzu, and 
Ohougohotzu with an advance company as far as Yucbia- 
chantzu. The Fh^t Cavaky Briga<!e was in the vicinity of 
Wangerhtun with a detachment at Shuitsuiyan. 

In the early morning Hajor-General Mishchenko moved 
from Tanchuangtzu toward Wuluntai, his 2 battalions of the 
Tenth Siberian Kegiment driving the Japanese out of 
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Shuitsuiyan. The 2 Russian batteries at Chuanfjchiatun 
wore directed to fire atrainst the Japanese to the west, and 7 
battalions of the First Siberian Corps reserve were moved to 
Shotinhanpuy leaying but 2 battaiions in reserve at Fang- 

chiat im. 

By iKiun the attju-k atrainsl the Shoiishanpu posit ifin was 
i:eiu"rai and very severe. Shortly afirr noon x\w .ja})anose 
cuplunMl some of thr advance trenches near tlic Ilsiiilitun- 
H,siftoyan<;l/.u road ami reached tlie crrst of flu* <'h'vation. 
Heir tlu'v wjTc subjected to artillery iiiv from vaal of Fan^'- 
riiiatiin ill addition to the fire of the infantry they were 
unarking, and were driven back about 1.46 p. m. to the 
]i>\\ <'r trenches. 

About noon {}\v Twcll'lh Siberian (Bai-uauJ) Kegiment and 
I battalion from the reserve drove the Japanese company out 
of Yuchiachuulzu. 

The First Siljerian Corps was hard pressed throughout the 
tlay, being under a continuous fire of infantry ancl artillerj-, 
the lire of the latter being piu<ticu]arly severe from about 
5 p. m. until after 7 p. m. and coming from all the Japanese 
artillery vitliin range. 

On receipt at 1 1 a. m* of the report of the Japanese croesing 
the Taitza River, (General Kuropatldn decided to withdraw 
to the main Liaoyang position and to concentrate the troops 
thus rendered avaifable against the Japanese on the right 
bank. This decision was oommunicated to corps com- 
manders about noon, with instructions to defer the with- 
drawal until after nightfall. The withdrawal was rendered 
less difficult than it would otherwise have been by the fact 
that on both the 30th and 31st the trains were being sent to 
the right bank of the Taitzu River, while the railroad had 
beau actively employed in the removal of stores and the 
evacuation of the wound rnl. 

Tn the withdrawal the Eighty-fifth and Tw o hundnnl and 
Eighty-second Regiments, with S gims, under Major-General 
Eck. were to load, going to Ertaokou (near Hsikuantun). 

The Tenth Cor})s was to go to Sinchung, sending 2 battal- 
ions and 16 gims to occupy the position on the right bank 
of the Tait/u River near Muchang, and 8 battalions and 24 
guns to the Liaoyang garrison. 
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The Third Siberian Corps, timing its withdrawal with that 
of the First Siberian Corps, so as to protect the left flank ol 
the latter, was to concentrate along the north wall of Ldao- 
jang, detaching 6 battalions and 16 guns to the Liaoyang 

gnrr'mm. 

The Second and Fourth Siberian Corps were to join the 
Tiiaoyang garrison, to be commanded by Lieutenant-Oeneral 
Zarubuiev, thus raising the garrison to 64 battalions, 102 
field giins. 22 heavy guns, 24 mortars, 10 sotnias, and 2| bat- 
talions of sappers. 

The First Siberian Cor|)s iind the foree under Major- 
Genenil Mislu lu nko v. cre to withdraw entire to the right 
bank the Taitzii River. 

The Seventh (Krasnozhar) Siberinii Ivctriinent . with '2 
luiilii ioiiiil hat t jilions, wa.s to hohl its ])(»siiion near Viichia- 
chani/.ii. < ovcrino: the witlitlrawul of the First Siberian CorpH 
and protcci iiiLT the railnuid station. 

At (> p in. Majur-( tcncrnl Sajnsonnv was (inlcicd to at 
onee pro< <M'(l to and oceujn the Yenlui mines, to recoiuioiter 
soiitbeast (»f the same and protect the left thitik of the Seven- 
teenth Cor})s. A little later Major-tieneral ( )rl«»\', with his 12 
l)atfafions, l(i {nms. and 'i sotnias. was onh'reii t<i proceed at 
chiyhieak on Septeiiiher 1 froni ^'enlui Stulion lt» llsiaola- 
lienkon. there to rec«>niioit er and attack the rijjht Hank 
the Japanese, uiid to fall back towani (he Yentai mines 
should he find the Japane.se in superior strength. 

The Russian withdrawal was carried out as ordered. The 
First Siberian (>)q)s began its witbdrawal at 9 p. m. and 
concluded about 3 a. m. on the morning oi September 1, at 
which time the Fimt Siberian Regiment withdrew under 
rifle fire from near Mavetun. The Third Siberian and Tenth 
Corps, leaving as rear guards the detachments that were to 
be sent to the Liaoyang garrison, withdrew without being 
molested. The Shoushanpu position was occupied bj the 
Japanese bv dawn of September 1, and the Tsaofangtun 
position was occupied during the forenoon of the same day. 
The Japanese Second and Fourth Armies were then Anting 
the main line of defense south and west of Liaoyang. 

This line consistcni of strongly constructed field works, 
from 800 to 1,800 yards apart, connected by a networic of 
shelter trenches, gun emplacements being in general back 
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of and oppoflite the center of the interval between field 
works. The line began at a point about three»fourtlia of a 
mile southeast of Ufa, ran west to the railway, turned sharply 
north and ran through Ilsinerhchung to Fort No. 8 on the 
right bank of the Taitzu River. A second defensive line 
rnn from the northwest corner of the city wall to the river. 
Including the railway brici<:r and the one constructed at 
l^fa, 8 bridges crossed the Taitau Kiver within the main 
defensive line. 

On the morning of September 1 the Russian forces were 
distributed us follows: 

I. Seventeenth Corps: (a) Major-Generai Yanzlml, H bat- 
talions, 40 frun», and 2 squadrons, was holding the line from 
Sjinwanfzu to Tsofankf>n; (h) Lieutenant-(ieneral Dobr- 
zhiiiski, 16i battalioTis. '.M) t:uiis, arul 1^. squadrons and sotnias, 
w as lioldinp: a line from the spur >(»iii Invest of ITsikunntim 
through that village to inchuh- Maiijiix aiua ; (r) Major- 
General Kck, with his iinat t aclird l)rii:Mil(' of 7 hnitalions. 8 
snms, and '2 sot uias ,st at ionccl at Tutaokou and ('houchingtzu, 
a«5led as n-^crve to the corps; i<l) Major-( leneral Orheliani, 
2 hnttaliods. <i gims, and 12 MiuadroUft, vvius at Chtiheiyentai 
Willi instruc'lions to reconnoiter to the east and towanl the 
Yentai mines, and to protect the left Hunk t>f the coq^s. 

II. Tenth Corps: (a) Main body, 22 battalions. fipjd 
uiid 7 mountain guns. 12 mortars, and 4 sotnias. was at 
Fenshan, ShangA%'ngot /.u. and Shicliul/.u; (/*) 8 bat tuhuns and 
21 guns were in the Liauyung garrison; (c) 2 battalions and 
16 guns held a j>ortion of the Muchang position. 

III. First Siberian Corjis: (a) The First Division was at 
liutsuichuang; (6) the Ninth Division was at Yingtsuishi; 
(c) Colonel Gurko, with his 9 squadrons and sotnias, was at 
Kaolichiaug. The corps was much reduced in numbers. 
The Thirtj-third Regiment was merged with the Thirty- 
fifth Regiment, bringing the strength of the latter up to 5 
companies of 10 ofiicers and 1,020 men. Eight fresh bat- 
talions jomed the corps about this time. 

IV. niird Siberian Coipe: (o) 18 battalions, 48 guns, and 4 
sotnias were at Chaochiflding; (6) 6 battalions and 16 guns 
were with the liaojang garrison. 

y. General Mishchenko, with 21 sotnias and 12 guns, was 
at Siaichiatun. 
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VI. Major-General Orlov, with 12 battalions, 20 guns, ami 
2 sotnias. was on tho branch railway near llsiaotalienktui. 

VII. Maj(>i-(a luMul Samsuuov^ witli 6 guus and 19 sotiiias, 
was at the Yentai mines. 

VIII. Major-General Linhavin ha<l 4 battah'on.s, 12 ^iins, 
and 12 sotnias at llsiaosliilK lilaotzu and Sbaii^jnn^taitzii. 

IX. Major-Cioneral ^'lad^lniI• (Irekov, witli } \ hatlali ii- 
12 ^ms. and 4 sotnias, was «»n the rijjht I)aiik nf ilic 'I'aii/.u 
between l;iat)\ aii}^' and TIsiaopeiho, bis right connrt tin^^ w irli 
Major-G( neral Kossagovski's dotaidunciit at Tawan on tlie 
Liao Uiver. 

X. Lientennnf-General Zanibaiev, with 5S battalionsjis 
guni>, 24 niortars, 10 sotnia.s, and 21 baltuliun.s t»f .sappei-s, 
was in the Liaoyaug defenses on the left bank of tlie Taitzu 
River. 

Major-General Kondratovich, with 6 battalions, S guns, 
and 2 sotnias of the IJaoyang garrison, was on the right bank 
of the Taitzu River near Fort No. H, with orders to afmist 
Majoi^eneral Giekovin guarding the Taitzu below Liaoyang. 

While the liiaoyang garrison and troops assigned to pro> 
tect the flanka of the same were to hold back any direct 
advance of the Japanese Second and Fourth Armies the 
remainder of the Kussian forces under inunediate command 
of General Europatkin were to carry out the following plan: 

The Seventeenth Corps was to bold the Hsikuantun posi- 
tion as a pivot; the Tenth Corps, First Siberian Corps, and the 
troops under Major-General Misbchenko were to advance on 
the front Sahutun-IIsiaotalienkou; Major-General Orlov was 
to move on Chuankufen, coordinating his movements with 
those of the First Siberian Coq)s: Major-general Samsbnov 
was to move on the extrpmo I( ft flank, leconnoitering toward 
Peasihu ; 2 regiments of the First Corps were to mov<> from 
Mukden to Shahopu to take the position vacated by MajoT" 
General Orlov. The Third Siberian Corps was to act as 
reserve of this force. 

The otgani/ations taking part in this attack were to 
assemble on the 1st, the concentration was to take place on 
the 2d, and the attack was to be made on the 3d of Septem- 
ber. The troops taking part were to a«:gregate 95 battalions, 
60 sotnias and squadrons, and .S42 i^iiiis, making a force of 
about 67,000 bayonets and 5,000 sabers. 
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On Sept<»iTibcr I the Japaiic's^> Fifteenth Brigade, assisted 
by the Twelf til Dixn'sion on its right, began advancii^ against 
Manjuyama. At 6.30 a. ni. tlio Japanese artillery opened 
fire from the ridgo east of ('hiiaiikufen and the Kiissian 
advance j)osls retired frofn tlie ridge west <»f (liuankufen, 
which was occupied hy ihc .Japanese about S a. m. The 
exchange of nrtillery lire continiio<l with but little inter- 
niption throughout the dny; tlu' Japanese lirin<; from nrar 
Kuaiifun and Tsakou, the Ixiissians tiring from near lisi- 
kuuuUui, YangcJuutun, and ( hohciycTilMi. 

In thf liiissian positioji tlic Tcntli ( Novoingerinanlund) 
HeifiriK'Hi <M'<(i[)ietl llsikiinnl iiii and ilic slopes skui Invest 
ami northeast of the .same; One hundred and tliirtv- 
-^»'\('Iltll (Xiczhin) Keginu'Jit occu]>ied Manjuyama; the One 
hundred und fortieth (Ziiraisk) Kegiment was on the left of 
ihc Xiezhin lie^xinicnt . the One luuulred uutl thirty-ninth 
(Morshansk) uml One hundred and thirty-eightli (Bolkhov) 
Re^Mineiits were in reserve. 

About 7 p. m. the .lujmnese artillerv' hierease<l itvS fire, and 
about S p. m. the Fifteenth Brigade, the Thirtieth lugiiuenl 
on the right and the Sixteimth on the left, assaulted Man- 
juyama in fhrnt and on btitli flanks. The companies of the 
Noyoingermanland Regiment that wer» in IlKikuantnn and 
on the slope to the northeast gave way and retreated to 
Salititun, thus exposing the right flank of the Nieathin Regi- 
ment The left of the latter regiment also gave way, but 
was brought back with the aid of two companies of the 
BolkhoY Regiment. The artillery with the Noyoingerman- 
land Regiment retired to Tutaokou. 

After a struggle of about one hour, the assault was repulsed 
and the Japanese artilleiy again began firing on Manjuyama. 
This was followed by a seooml assault, which again reached 
the crest but was driven back a short distance with the aid 
of 2 battalions of the Morshansk Regiment on the right of the 
Niezhin Re>:iiiient The assault persisted and the Japanese 
finally occupied the crest about nddnight. the opposing Rus- 
slani4 falling back to the line from Height 917 through Sahutun 
to Choheiventai. 

The Japanese Third Hriga»le, St'cond Division, b^^ to 
atriye toward night of September 1, ami 3 companies of 
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the Twenty-ninth Regiment assisted in the capture of 
Manjujama. 

The Japanese Twelfth Division appears to have been placed 
on Uie defensive during Septenibcr 1 })\ \ho Zaraisk Regiment 
anil the threatened advance of the Russian forces to its iiortli. 
Major^eneral Orlov by 4 p. ni. had posted 4 battalions and 
12 jruns on the erest of the heijrhts between the YentAl mines 
and Fan<^ahen. The remaining 8 battalions and 8 ^ins were 
near the mines, &s was also the command of Major-General 
Samsonov. Major-Cieneral Orbeliaiii was south of Fangdien, 
iwconnoiterinj; to the east, an<l tbe Fifty-second Dragoon 
Rejiiinent was on the heights north of Tapu. 

A small party of Japjuiosp was in Tapu, and the lieights 
sduth of that villaire were held by a lai^r force, the Twelfth 
Briirnde. Tweiftli Division, 

Til tlic Prnsilui rejjion there was a desultory' eiip:a<:einent 
between th(^ cavalry of Mfii<»r-(ieneral Liubaviii and ihc Kuhi 
Bripidc <if Major-Genera I Inie/awa. After th<' «'n;:a<:einent 
Major-( icneral Linl)a\ in fell ))ack to Slian2^pin<:taitzii, wliere 
he was a<:ain joined l>y liis A sntnias from VV'einingying and 
Sancliiutzn, and l)y I l>Hllali<)n> of infnntry. 

The Japanese Se( .»nd Army advanced infanfrv and urtii- 
lery to the line Yuckiachantzu-Wanpaosluyi, and a liattery of 
Hiururs from near Shoushaiipu fired at the railroad station 
and the town during llie afternoon. 

Early on September 2 Major-Oenerul Orlov moved soutli 
alonjj the Fano^lien iiei«jjhts, and when northwest of Tapu 
came int<^ contact witli the rijjht brigade (vShimaniura) of the 
Japanese Twelfth Division. In a short time the Russians 
fell into confusion, lost heavily, and withdrew, a portion retir- 
ing west and the remainder taking up position farther north 
on the Fangshen heights. The Japanese continued their at- 
tack upon this latter portion, driving it also to the west. By 
noon the Japanese Twelfth Division occupied the line of 
heights from near the mines to west of I'apu. Colonel Gurko 
with 7 squadrons, the advance guard of the First Siberian 
Corps, made a demonstration from liulinkou against these 
heights, and 4 batteries of the First Siberian Corps, from near 
the same village, opened fire, while the infantry was pushed 
forward sufficiently to form a rallying point for the troops of 
Major«Gcneral Orlov. The latter was sent forward by 
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lieutenani-Qeiifiral Staokelbeiig to again attack the Japanese 
with 8 battalion of the Two hundred and fifteenth Regiment 
that had aasemhled near Ilsiaotalienkou. The First and 
Second East Siberian Rifle Regiments also took part in this 
attack, which was repulsed with heavy loss. Major-General 
Orlov and one of his brigade commanders, Major-General 
Fomin, were wounded, and the command of the Fifty-fourth 
Infantry Division was given to Major-General Stolitzi. 

Major < )( ru*ral Samsonov, from near the Yentai mines, had 
sent one of his Cossack regiments, at 11.30 a, nu, t»> nu] Major- 
Genoral Orlov, This rofjiment also withdrew, before the 
advancing Japanevse, to the mines, where Major-Cieneral Sam- 
sonov was reenforced hy Colonel Zapolski with 2 battalions 
and 4 guns from the First Siberian Corps. In withdrawing 
from the mines, about 6 p. m., Colonel Zapolski took up a 
position near Sanchiatzu and ^f!ij<»r-General Samsonov con- 
centrated his command at Kuchiatzu. 

Toward cvcnintr a panir orcnrred in the troops of fho Fit"! v- 
foiirth liifantrv Division, reassnnldcd alonij the brancli rail- 
way, as a rPNiili of which the greater ])(>rLi(m rraaseinhled 
duriti'' the niirht near llic YeTitni station on tl»e main railway. 

Fur the reca|)tMre of Maujuyania N-allrd .\i<'/liTn HiM l>y 
the llusiiians) T.i(*iii(Miant-( icncrul lJ()l)rzhinski direct (m1 that 
tlie Thirty-fifth Division, assisted by (he briijade of Major- 
GeiH'ral Kck, should, after a sulficient ])reparat ion 1)\ artil- 
lery fire, advaiiec against the hill. At 8 a. m. 96 guns o])ened 
fire from east of Sahntun. In the first line from left to right 
there were 6 eonipanies of the One htiudred and thirty-eiirlith 
Regiment. 1 battalion of the One hundred and thirly-ninlh, 
then the One hundred and twenty-first, supported l)y the 
remaining 6 companie>> of the One hundred and thirty-eighth 
Regiment. The One hundred and twenty-third Regiment 
acted as reserve to the attacking force. 

The One hundred and twenty-iirat Regiment, ahout noon, 
reached the spur southwest of Ilsikuantun, driving back 6 
companies of Japans from the Fifteenth Brigade and Fourth 
R0giment that had advanced to this spur in the morning and 
which suffered severely from the Russian artillery fire during 
• the withdrawal. The 6 companies of the One hundred and 
thirty-eighth Regiment, supporting the One hundred and 
twenty-firat, advanced to the left front along the foot of 
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Manjuyama, came under a cross fire of infantry aided by 
machine guns, and was forced back a short distance witii 

heavy loss. 

In the afternoon the troops assigned for tlic final assault 
on Manjuyama comprised, on t!io loft flank, iiiuler Colonel 
Istomin, romnianding the One liuiidn-d jind t hirt y-sevpnth 
Ret^iiaenf. 7 l)nttnHoTis drawn fnmi t liroc difFj'i'eiit n'^rimeiits 
of the Tenth and Seveiif <'<'iil h Corps; in cent it. under 
Major-General Vnsilirv, l;i hatt.ilions drawn from both corps; 
on the riffht. 7 l)}it l .ilimi's under Major-General Kck The 
artilK iy at Sahutun was increased, and the total number of 
guns takin*]: prtrt was finally raised to 152. 

About G p. m. the Eiixlity-fifth Rc<:ini(Mit had rcaclu'd a 
point close to the somliweslcrn slupc of Manjuyama. still 
held by the Japanese Fifteenth Brijjade witli the Tliird 
Britjadc in reserve. The Uu.s.siau artillery fire ceased hliortly 
before 7 \). ni. (ti p. jii. by the Japanese time), and the com- 
mand of Colonel Istomin a^ssaulted tiie hill and made a lodj?- 
ment on the crest where held by the left of the Japanese 
Thirtieth Regiment. The troops from the command of 
Major-^leneral Vaailiev, following slightly in rear and to the 
right of those of Colonel Istomin, also made a lodgment on 
the crest where held by the right of the Japanese Sixteenth 
Regiment; The attacking Hussians were forced back about 
200 yards, where they continued firing. About 10.30 p. m. 
a slight advance was made against the Japanese Sixteenth 
Regiment by the troops of Major-General Yaailiev. 

The assaulting Russians began withdrawing in small 
groups toward Sahutun, and reenforcements of 5 battalions 
from the Seventeenth Corps and 2 from the Tenth Corps were 
sent forward. This force was attacked on its left flank, 
about 3 a. m. on September 3, by 2 battalions from the 
Japanese Third Brigade, and the entire Russian force fell 
ba< k on Choheiyentai and Sahiitun. 

The Third Siberian Corps had moved to Changshutun, 
where if was held in reserve durinjj Septembor 2« 

On t he loft bank of the Taitzu the Guards Division moved 
to Kouchingtzu, where it endeavored to force a crossing of 
the Taitzu with a view to attacking Hill 1057. 

The Japane.'^ Fonrtii and Second Armies completed their 
deployment in front of the main Russian position south and 
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weet of -Liaoyaiig; the artilleiy bombarded the position 
throughout the greater part of the day and the infantiy 
gradually worked forward. 

About noon a coinitor attack was made from the Russian 
light by a brigade of infantry accompanied by two batteries. 
The Japanese infantry made an unsuccessful attack in the 
morning and another about sunset. 

In the eariy morning of September 3 J.i«'ui(«ii!iTit-Gcneral 
Stackelberg, fearing his left was being tunitd hy the Japanese 
in the neighborhood of the Yentai mines, withdrew the P'irst 
Sil>crian Corps a short distance to the southw'est and tottk 
up a position witli the left rostinf,' on tho branch railway. 
Uencrul Kuropatkin then ordered llu: evacuation of Lia(»yaiig. 

Ill tlie Japanese First Army tlic Twelfth Division reriiaiaed 
in position. The Second Division ronrrnTi'j"(Ml its troops, 
placing the Third Brigade <m llic ri;:hl of tlic Fift«*tiitl). The 
Ouanh Division, unable t«i force a cn>ssiii;_f at K<vncliifiL'-t /,u, 
WHS tjfdered to leave tlire(> l»atlerios with an infantry supiiort 
at Shuangmiaotzu ami to inarch with the remainder tu army 
head(|uarter8 at Kuantun. 

The Russians continued to iiold the heights southwest of 
Ilsikuanlun an<i their line in fnmt of the Jupunesir First 
Army, and began the willidrawal of the troops holding 
Liuoyang. 

In the Japanese Fourth and Second Armies the artillery, 
which had advanced closer to the Russian position during 
the night, opened a heavy fire at dawn. The infantry 
reached a lino that was generally about 300 yards from the 
Russian positioo and made a series of unsucces^l attacks 
throughout the day. About 7 p. m. the Twentieth Brigade, 
Tenth DiTision, captured nnloubt No. 2 (near Yuiehuangmiat>) 
and began working forward against the gate in the city wall. 

On this day tho Russian storehouses in the vicinity of 
Liaoyang station were destmyed by lire. 

On September 4 the Sc*cond Brigade (Watanabe) of the 
Guards Diyision, which had been oniered to hasten forwani, 
arrived at Kuantim. The lighting in that vicinity, however, 
had ceased, the Russians having withilrawn except from 
liili 917. wliich was evacuate<l by them about 10 a. m. The 
Japanese First Anny was ordered to pursue, hut h:nl made 
little progress when night came. The Guanis Kubi Brigade 
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(Umezawa) had left a small forc<* at Shangpiii^^taitzu to 
hnl<l Major-rrpnoral T/iubavin's detat'lunent in chock and 
with tin* main Ixnly liad arrived at tiic Ycntai niint^s at I 
p. m. on Sc'[>tenil)('r .'5. This hriiriHle muv<'<j nortli and, after 
a skirmislt Tiorthwesl <>f Suuchiatzu, occupied the hill east of 
Yunientzu idxml ('» j). ni. 

The .)a|)ane>e Twelfth l)i\ isicm. in an endeavor to advance 
alonji the brunch railwav, eanu' ini<> euntaet ai>oiit midnif'ht 
with the First Siberian (\»r])s neai' H.^iaotaiienkou and was 
repulMMl after some liand to inuul liLditilig, with considerable 
h>ss on boili bides. A Kussian machine gun company took 
part ui tile en^ajirement. 

By J a. in. on 8i>j>tend)er 4 troops from the Japanese 
Second ArniS )iad reached the railway station and occupied 
a portion of the v\ ailed city, where they assisted the troops 
of the Fourth Army in drivinjj^ out the Russians, the street 
fighting continuing until about 10 a. m. 

The remainder of the Russians retired across the Taitzu 
River, destroyed the militaiy bridges, and burned the wood- 
work of the raUway bridge. 

On September 6 in the Japanese First Army the Guards 
Kobi Brigade remained In position on the hiJl east of 
Yumentzu, being opposed by the echelons of the First 
Siberian Corps in its withdrawal po the north on the liu- 
fangtzu-Kushutzu road. The Twelfth Division reached a 
line through Talienkou, the Second Division advanced on 
Lotatai, the Guards Division remained in reserve. 

In the Russian army on that date the First Siberian Corps 
was at Ilungchiatien, the Second Siberian at Lantzukai, the 
Third Siberian at Huanshan, the Fourth Siberian at Wuli- 
kai, the Tenth at Shahopu, the Seventeenth at Shihliho. 
General Kuropatkin telegraphed that his army, proceeding 
northward, had extricated itself from the dangerous position 
in which its center and left flank had faced the Japanese on 
a narrow front. 

The Japanese reported the following (casualties for the 
battles at Liaoyang and its neighborhood :

The Russinn General Staff reported 54 officers and 1,810 
men killed, 252 officers and 10^11 mem woimded| 5 officers 

and 1,212 men missing. 

For the month of August (August 14 to September 13, 
new style), 1904, the Russian mediral n»ports gave 01 offi- 
cers kille<l and 477 wounded. 2,248 humi killed Jind 15,379 
wounded, this exclusive of the losses at Tort Arthur. 

BATTLB OP 8HA RIVER. 

(Plato XI.) 

After the batt le of I jiaoyang t he Japanese occupied a general 
front through Yentai Station antl the mines, extending from 
the Hull River on the left eastward to Fensihu on the Taitzu 
River, the outposts beuig several miles &rtber north. The 
First Army was on the right and extended from the Yentai 
mmes to fensihu. The Guards Kobi Brigade (Umezawa) was 
in advance of the Fensihu district, which seems to have been 
held by weak detachments of service troops. The Guards 
Division was near Hsiaotalienkou, the Second Division near 
the Yentai coal mines, the Twelfth Division near Tapu. 
The Second Cavalry Brigade, under Major-General Prince 
Kanin, operated on the right. 

The Fourth Army occupied the line from the Yentai mines 
to the railroad; the Second Army occupied the line to the 
west of the railroad. The First Cavalry Bnga<le, under 
Major-General Akiyaraa, was on the extreme left. A large 
portion of the divisional cavalry of th(> rJapanese Second 
Army was under his command during the battle. 

The general reserve consiste<l of 3 Kobi brigades and the 
Second Artillery Brigade, contaming the Sixteenth, Seven- 
teenth, and Eighteenth Kegiments. 

The only severe engagement Iiotween the opposing forces 
during the remainder of September was in the neighborhood 
off SliaisL'pingtaitzu, where the Japanese detachment was 
attacked on Septend>er 17 at noon by a mixed brigade commg 
from the direction of Fu-bnn ^tkI Mukden. After a severe 
engagement, lasting miiil night, the Russian force witiulrew. 

On October 2, 1904, General Kuropatkin issued an order 
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announein<]^ his intention to take the offensive. The troops 
at h'm iinnierliiite (iisixisal were reported to consist of 261 
battalions (181,400 bayonets), 143 squadrons and sotnias. 
864 guns, 32 machine guns, and 41 sapper companies. Tlie 
Japanese forces confronting this army consisted practically 
of those organizations that had taken part in th*' l)attle of 
Liaoyang, and which had again been raised to full strength, 
and a corresponding number of K»»hi organ iznt ions. The 
Kighth Division arrived during the battle, in wluch it appears 
to have taken part only as reserve, raising the total to from 
164 to 170 battalions, 50 squadrons, 5.58 field and mountain 
guns, 10 siege guns, and 38 howitzers and mortal's. 

In the I\us<ian Army t!ie left wing, EjLsteni Del aclimcnt, 
WHS comniiiiulcd by T.ioiitciiiiiit-Grneral Stackell>eru' mid con- 
sist e<l of iUo l''ir-t . St'r.»n<l (I'^ifth Kasf Siberian Rifle Division 
and Tvvi» liuntlK d and tliirteenth liifatil rv RcLriinent j, Hn<l 
Third Siberian Corp^. one brigade of the Fourifi Siberian 
Cni ps. ami the Siberian (\>ssack Division (Ma jor-( M-neral 
Sainsonov^: 7-'? battalions, 34 sotnias, i&i guns, 32 machine 
guns, and l'> ^apjaM companies. 

The right wing. Western Detiichment, was coiiiiiianticd by 
(leneral liilderling (Lieutciuml-Cicnoral \ olkuv wu.-. lenipo- 
rary connnander of tiie Seventeetitli (\)rps) and consisted of 
the Tenth arnl Seventeenth Army Corps: the Fifty-first and 
Fifty-second I)riig<)i>n Kegunents; one-hulf of the Orenl)urg 
Cossack Division and tlie Ural Cossack Brigade (Major- 
General Orekov); 04 battalions, 26 squadrons and sotnias, 
221 guiis, and 8 sapper companies. 

LieuteiLant^Senerat Denibovski's detachment, containing 
the Two hundred and fifteenth, Two humlred and sixteenth, 
and Two hundred and Kighty-fourth Infantry Kegunents, 
the Twenty-eighth Artiller} Brigade, the Caucasus Cavalry 
Brigade, the First Argunsk Cossack Regiment, the Fourth 
Transbaikal Cossack Battery (12 !)attalic»n8, 16 sotnias, 32 
guns, and 2 sapper liattalions) was on tlie right bank of* the 
Hun and operated in conjunction with the Western Detach- 
ment in the later stages of tlie battle. 

The Sixth Sil)erian Corps (Lieutenant-Gcncral Sobolcv, 
32 battalu»ns, 8 sotiiias, 90 guns, and 3 sapper companies) 
was between Tiehling and Mukden, and became a part of the 
Western Detachment in the later stages of the battle. 
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Tlif ^^'Dcrul rcscrvf ( ((iisLsted of the First Army Corps ami 
the Kourtli Silxu iim Corps (less one liri^ado); 56 battalions^ 
6^<>tIlia-. J 10 i:un--, mihI 7 supper eorii|»anios. 

M:ijor-( H'lu'i al M islicluniko's Transhaikal Cossack Bngaiie, 
coiitaiiiiiiL' ■-•! >'>inin> and S l'uiis, opi-rateH in front of the 
L"'neral re^rxe and couuectetl tiie two wiiigs iji the early 
sltij^es of the hattJe. 

On the cxtrcuu? riglit was iho Liao River Dot acliment, 
eoiiiiiiaiKlctl 1)\ Major-Cieiieral Kt^sat'ovski and containing^ 
the Tun liuudred and eijflity-first Infantry Rejrinient, Fourth 
SiU riau Infantry Rej^inient, Ainnr Cossack Kegiment; 6 bat- 
talions, '\ sotnias, and 12 ^uns. 

On the extreme left was Lieut-enant-Oeneral Reniu nkampf 
with a mixed comniajid (Kck, PieU^rov, and Liuhavin) con- 
sisting of troops from the Fifty-fourth ami Seventy-lii-st 
Infantry DivisionB aiid the Second Brigade (Liubaviii) of the 
Tnmsbaikal Cossack DiTi8i(Hi; 14 battalions, 18 sotnias, 32 
guns, and 1 sapper company'. 

There was also a detachinent under Colonel Madritov, still 
farther east, containing 1 battalion and 6 sotnias, operating 
against Saimachi. 

The effecUvB strength of the Russian army was about 
200,000; that of the Japanese, about 170,000. 

The Russian plan was to move forward on the left, seize 
Pensihu, and then advance down the valley of the Taitzu 
against the Japanese prepared positions in the Yentai region. 
On the right General Bildcrling was to advance along the 
Mandarin road and the railway toward LiaoyaT]<:. General 
Mishchenko was to nniintain communications between the 
wings and was to be followed hy the general reserve. In the 
Western Detachment each echelon was to intrench each 
position occupied. 

The Russians advanced in several columns on a front reach- 
ing from west of tljo railway east to Fushun, and drove in the 
J^ianese outposta after some skirmisliing, in which the losses 
were slight on both sides. On October 0 they rcoccupied 
Shaho station, and their railway troops restored the bridge 
over the Sha River the Tioxt day. 

At diisk i»n Octoin'r 7 Um^zawa's hri^^adc hcgan to with- 
draw from the vicinity of Pieiimulupu aucl arrived at Liu- 
8lfi»K-07 6 
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yhiikou llio next morning. Two foni[)afucs were stationed 
at TuiiiiMitzuling, 3 battalions and 4 guns at Talin^^, and 1 
regiment and 2 guns were sent to i\w range of heights isepa- 
rating Pensihu from the small river flowing into the Taitzu 
near Weiningying. lief ore the arrival t)f the lalUr d.'tach- 
ment the advance guard of Kenneiikani}>f"s force had driven 
back a Japanese outpost on the height west of Weiningv ing. 

In the eveniiig uf October 8 the Twelfth Japanese Division 
was ordered to march (it was then near Wangkouyuling) 
farther oast, and tho diyision oommander, lieatenani- 
General Inouye, was placed in command of troops in the 
Penaihu district. 

On October 9 one brigade of Eck's diyision and LhibaTin's 
Cossack brigade of Rennenkanipf s ooounand crossed the 
Taitzu River at Weiningying, cut the communications of the 
troops at Pensihu and vicinity with their base at Hsihoyen, 
and intrenched. In the Eastern Detachment the Third 
Siberian Corps was at Kaotaitzu attacking the heights to the 
west; the First was at Hsiaoehihchiaotzu, with advance 
guards near Taling and Tumentzuling; the Second was at 
Pienniulupu. General Mishchenko was at Tapu; the Fourth 
Siberian Corps was at Haniutun, with advance guards at 
Mienhuapu and HsiaoUuhotzii. Lieutonant-Genend Zani- 
baiev, with three-fourfhs of the Fourth Siberian Corps, was 
given coinniMiul also of Mishchenko's troops and the left 
brigade of the Third Division (Lieu tenant-General Mau), 
Tenth Cor})s, and began to intn nch. Two regiments of the 
Fourth Siberian Corps intrenched east of Hanla8hantzu, one 
south of Shangiiuhotzii. and two southwest of Pachiatzu and 
Mienhuapu. General Mau's brigade was in echelon back of 
the r^^ht flank of tliis line on the heights northwest of San- 
chiatzu, and General Mishchenko's brigade was sent to Mien- 
huapu to maintain communicaticm with the Eastern Detach- 
ment. The First Army Corps was in the Erhtaokou region. 

The advance troops of the Tenth Corps occupied Kushutzu 
and the hill to the west after a short skirmish. The main 
hofly WHS on i\]v Shildi R{v< r. The Seventeenth Corps also 
was at the blnlili Kiver to tlie wf^st of the Mandarin road, 
advance troops occupying ^Vulilaitzu and Erhtait/ji. General 
Grekov'n division was in the iiei^'hborhoofl of Tatungshanpu. 
The Sixtii Siberian Corps, which concentrated near Tasu- 
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chiapu, Laishengpu, and Tatai on the 7 th, advanciMl about 
2 verste and sent one brigade as advance guard to Hsiao- 
shuhiitzu. The First Brigade of the Fifty-fifth Division was 
occupying Tiehling and Mukden. Lieutenant-General Dem- 
bovski was at Changtan. 

Tn addition to the sevore fifrhting near Pensihu on Ortol)or 
9, ihvr*' wcrf^ miinen^us skirmishes alonu tlic rntiro line of the 
opposing arniics. On the ni<riit of the 'JLli the First Siberian 
('orps began tht3 attack on Taling and Tumeutzuling, one 
brigade on each pass. 

On October 10 tlu> scxcrc lijihtinL'" '-ont Iniicd in the nei<rh- 
borinMid of IViisihii. The Kufesiuns in a ni<:lit alt nek 
assaulted and carried llie height west of Weiningying and 
the one east of the road leading from IN nsiiiu to IIuaHenkou. 
They also eontinned tlie attack on Talm;^^ and Tnmentzuling 
and opened an arnih'i \ lav on the Sr<-on(l l)i\ ision. to which 
the Japanese artillery replied. Liubuvin's brigatle. from the 
south l>ank of the Taitzu, endeavored to cn)ss and advance 
aguinst the heights southwest of Pensihu. The Japanese 
Second Cavalry Brigade was ordered to March from lluiyao 
to Ilsihoyen. 

The Japanese Fourth and Second Annies began to advance, 
skirmishing with the opposing Russians. In the Fourth 
Army the Tenth DlTiaion occupied the heights east, of 
Yumentzu; the left of the. Fifth Division, in conjunction 
with the right of the Third Division, Second Army, attacked 
WuUtaitsu. The reserve division, of 3 Kobi brigades, was 
on the right of the Fifth Division. In the Second Army 
the left of the Third Division and right of the Sixth Division 
occupied Erhtaitzu, the left of the Sixth Division occupied 
Tatungshanpu. The Fourth Division, after some skimiish-> 
ing, reached the vicinity of Yangchiachiantsu. The First 
Gavahy Brigade waa at Ghentanpu with a detachment at 
Heikoutai. 

Of the Russian troops on this part of the field the Seven- 
teenth Corps withdrew its advanced troops from Erhtaitzu 
and Tatungshanpu to the line Shihliho-Kntehniulu-Hsiao- 
tuntai, holding this line with the Third Division and keeping 
the Thirty-fifth Division in n servo near Liutunkou. Major- 
Oeneral Grekov's Cossack division was near Litajentun. 
Colonel Stakhovich, commanding the Fifty-second Dragoon 
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Regiment, who was leenforced several times during iho battle 
by detachments of infantr}% connootcd the right of the Sev- 
enteenth Corps with the left of Grekov's division. 

The movements of the Japanese on October 10 had fol- 
lowed nn (irdrr. issiiod by Alarshal Oyama at 10 p. m. on 
October 9, in which he said; 

I shall atUu k th«' enemy before he completes hi.-< deployment and drive 
him Imek to the line K:ui'jt(ilis}nin-K(»ni,'chiapu-LiUijentun. The Twelfth 
Diviiiiouand the(hiard;< kobi iirignde will advan(*o un llHiaiMihihcbiaoUu, 
find the main body of Iho Firat.Vrinyon Fengchiapu as booh ae Wulitaitsu, 
on the Mandarin road, faaii been captured by the Fourth Army. The latter 
will miir< h "11 the morning of Ortoher 10 in the direction <if Ninknantnn; 
ilic Sc.dii.i Ariii\ ainiiti'^t fho line Pnnrbiaopu-l.iiaji-iit iin . The latter will 
place Hiron^ mmtvcs in rear of itH right Hank. Tlie lelt wing will advance 
more rapidh ili.tu tin- ri_'ht and undertake an enveloping movement. 

On Octol)cr 1 1 I he Japanese in the forenoon rccnpl nrcd the 
heights east of I'msihii and \}w one east (4 the roiul lu ur 
Ilualienkoii. 'VUv Rnsninns returned to the allMck in thw 
n^ljion }in<l exlciidcd the soverp fi^diiiiifj; to the Tnlin^j and 
TumciiL/.uliiig regions, the First Siberian Corps n-cnforring 
its lirst line. The Second Siberian Corps was in reserve at 
llsiaoshihchiaotzu. 

There was but little change in the relativr pt)siiions *)f the 
Japanese* First Army and the opposing Russians except on 
the extreme left of the former \\licn> tlic Fificcnth Brigade, 
nu)ving in conjunction with tlic riglit of the Tenlh Division, 
captured Temple Ilill (also Sanchiatzu toward night) and 
ivpidsed the Russian counter attack made shortly after dark. 
The Tenth Division attacked Sankuaiahihshan, held by a 
portion of the brigade of the Thirtj-fii«t Dividon under 
General Mau. 

This reverse to the right ilank of General Zanibaiev's line 
caused a suspension of the intended attack by the Russian 
Tenth Corp<i on Kushutzu and the height about I mile farther 
west, out of which positions the advance guard of the Tenth ' 
Corpa had been driven that morning. The Japanese had 
begun to advance from these points and thus met the attack 
of the Tenth Corps. The One hundred and thirty-eighth 
Regiment and two batteries of the Thirty-fifth Artillery 
Brigade had been sent to Shihliho to assist the Tenth Corps, 
pennitting the latter to use its entire reserve in strength- 
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ening tlie main line on the SbiUi River, and extending it 
toward the right of General Man's brigade at Ying]>an. 

In the Japanese Second Army the left of the Third Division 
and the division reserve attacked the Rntehniulu section 
from Tsaotaitsu and Krhtaitzu. The first assault, about 2 
p. m., failed. A second assault was made and the village 
captured about 5 p. m.; the assaulting troops, having been 
reenforced from the army reserve, also carried Hsiaolankou. 
The Sixth Division occupied Yangchiawan, from which Col- 
onel Stakhovich withdrew to Peiycntai, about noon and the 
Fourth Division occupied Sanchiatzu, with a detachment 
near Tatai wlioro dccurred a skirmish with a detachment 
of the Sixth Silx^riaii Corps, tlin nuiin force of which was now 
on the lino Tahcntun-IIsiaosholuitzu. General Orekov's 
cavalry had withdrawn to tho north and wost to meet the 
movements of the Japanese F'irst Cavalry Bripide. 

Durinjr the night of Octoher 11 General Zanil'aif v in- 
trenrhed his main line on the heifjhts nt)rth of Shanj;iiuhotzu 
and Ilsiaoliuholzu. The Seventeenth Corps eoninianth'r, 
General Volkov, sent from his reserve tlie One hundred and 
tliirty-niiith Uej^iment and two hattnlions of the One IniTidrrtl 
an<i fortielli Rejjjiment ajjjainst Entcliiiiulii. This fmci' car- 
rie<l the villajje by n hnyonet rluir^'f ul»out I 1 )>. m.. iiillictinjr 
severe lo«;s on llie .lupanes** 'riiirty-third Kci^Mniciit . Tlif 
Japanese int renchini near the custeni and southern outskirts 
of the villajre. 

The Sccniid liriiiade of \\\v Kiftv-lifih Divi.Ninn. Sixth Siln*- 
ri an C orps, \vm< >(»nt to Liiituiikon <hirin<rthe Tiii:hi :ind phiced 
under the commjiiulcr of t he S<'venteenth Corps, i he reserve 
uf which lia«l been depleted by the detachment sent against 
Entehniuhi.

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Tn tlu' sf»r(ion JlsitU)iunt:\i-Tuntai-Lantzukai wore 1 l>;ittalirjn of Iho 
One hundml and thirty-seventh Hof^iment, 2 hattalinns of the Tt rilh K<'<„'i- 
mcut, the Xiuth Regiment, 0 ( (jmpaniew of ihe Twelfth R(^ment, and 2 
batteries of the Third ArtiUer>' Brigade. 

Is Eotehniiilu was iho One hundred and thirty-ninth Rcetmeiit. On 
tlie north bank o{ the Shihli River at this village and in Lunwanmiao were 
2 l>atta1ion.s of the One hundred and fortieth Regiment and I battalion of 
the Tynth ii^jgimeut. 

Between Lunwanmiao and Shihliho were 1} battalions of the One hun- 
dred and thirtyoeighUi R^ment, 2 battalions of the Twdflh Regiment, and 
2 batteries of die Tlurd Artillery Brigade. 

Tn ShiMiho werr '2\ battalion;; of the Eleventh R<>ginient, enmpanies of 
the One iuuulred and thirty-eighth Rogiment, 2 conipanie?. ui ihe Twelfth 
Regiment, 3 batteries of the Thirty-fifth Artillerj' iirigadc, and 2 batteries 
of the Third Artillery Brigade. 

At Wulikai were 1 battalion <>\ ili* One hundred and thirty-etgfath Rcgi- 
mont and 2 .sqiiadnms of the Fifty-firM I)r.icrfw>ns. 

In the S(>vpnf r-f»nth Cori>i re»ervr' at Liutunkou were 3 battalions of the 
One hundred and thirty-at^veniii Regiment, 4 batteries of the Thirty-tilth 
Artillery Brigade, and, after 10 a. m. on the 12th; the Second Brigade of the 
Fifty-fifth Infantry Division, Sixth Siherian Corps. 

On October 12 the severe iightiiig cuiitiuued with but little 
change in the relative positions of the two combatants in the 
neighborhood of Pendhu, Talin^, and Tumentzuling. The 
Jai>anese Second Cavaliy Brigade, with its machine-^un com- 
pany defeated Liubavin's infantry reserve near TaoUngshani 
and thus greatly aided the Japanese in the neighborhood of 
Pensihu, who up to this time had been hard pressed. 

Beginning in the early morning the Guards Division car- 
ried the heights south, and later those north, of Pachiatm. 
Colonel Eaaa, with the Guards and Second Division cavalry 
regiments, was sent to Mienhuapu to protect the rear and 
right flank of the Guards from the troops of Mishchenko, who 
had fallen back to Sikou. 

In the Japanese Second Division the Third Brigade in the 
early morning completed the rapture of Sanjoshishan and the 
entire division attacked the heights of Ilsiaoliuhotzu and 
Shaotaku, the Fifteenth Brigade being directed against 
Rokoshan. 

In the Japanese Fourth Army the Tenth Division and 3 
Kobi brigades eaptunMl Sankuaishihshan in the early morn- 
ing, relieved the Thirtieth Regiment, S(»eond Division, at 
Nanshan, and inadoanunsiieeesshil night attack on Shiroymnn. 
In front of the Russian Tenth Corps the Japanese confined 
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their efforts to an artilleiy fire. The Russian troops from 
Sankuaisfaihshan halted on the main line from the hiU south 
of Hamatan to Tsaichtatun. The detachments of Yingpan 
and Takou retired to Shingchuang. Bynight the main posi- 
tion of the Tenth Coipswas Hunpaoehan-Ninkuantun. 

In the Japanese Second Aimy the right of the Third Divi- 
sion attacked ShihUho and WuHkai station at daybreak; the 
left of tho Third Diyision and right of the Sixth Division at- 
tacked Entehniulu ; the left of the Sixth Division attacked 
Tuntai. The Fourth Division, reenforced from the army 
reserve, operated against the detachment of Colonel Stakho- 
vich at Peiyentai and, in conjunction with the First Cavalry 
Brigade, against tho cavalry of General Grekov farther west. 

The attack of the Third and Sixth Divisions made little 
progress until about 10 a. m. The Fourth Division had 
gained j^ound so as to attack Pciventai from the south and 
west, and this enabled the left of the Sixth Division to ad- 
vance to the junct ion of the two streams north of llsiaotuntai. 
Utilizing the valley of the creek coming from Chengchia, the 
Sixth Division continnrd its advunrp and cajjliircd Lantzukai 
and tlie 16 guns of tlic First and S'coiid Balleries of the 
Third Artillorv Brigade shortly Ix^forc ikmui. Two unsuc- 
cessful attemptis wore made by the Iviissians to recapture the 
•rims. The first attempt was made l)y tlie troops of the Lan- 
tzukai-Tuntfti section : the second was inade about 12.30 p. m. 
bv tile Two luiiuln'ii iind niiu'tcciith Rcvrinicnt from Chenjr- 
chia and 1 l)attalioii of th«> One hundred and thirty-ci^lilh 
Regiment from Wulikai. In rcj)uLsing these attacks the 
Sixth Division was aidc<l l)v a reserve hrigade which arrived 
from the S'coihI Army reserxc and crossed the Shilili River at 
Tuntai to move on Liniunkou. This hrigade was brought to 
a stand on the right hunk of ihe river and bivouacked near 
Tuntai. 

In the meantime the Third Division had made twt) unsuc- 
cessful assaults on Shihliho and Entehniulu, tlie first about 
noon, the second about 2.30 p. m. 

At 3.50 p. m. General Volkov issued an order directing his 
troope to hold their positions until dark and then to retirp. The 
Thirty-fifth Division was to occupy the line Panchiaopu- 
Chengchia, its left connecting with the Tenth Corps, the 
Third Division in reserve at Shulingtasu; the brigade of the 
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Fifty-fifth Division to extend the lino from ChonK<*liia toward 
IluuUnpu; the detachment of Colonel Stnkliovicli to hold 
Iluniinpu and connect with the maiii body of the Sixth 
Siberian Corps. The progress of the battle, however, pre- 
vented the execution of this order. The captutv of Lant^ 
zukai facilitated the operations of tlx' lapanese Third Divi- 
sion, which by sunset had carried Panchiaopu and Wiilikai. 
The right of this division, in conjunction with the left of the 
Fifth Division, capt ured 4 guiiK of ihe Russian Third Artillery 
Brigade west of Shihliho during the afternoon. The disaster 
to the Seventeenth Corjis caused the Tenth (\)rj)s to with- 
draw during the night from the Ilunpaoshan-Kinkuantun 
position. 

The Japanese Fourth Division drove the dctJKlmieiit of 
Colonel Stakhovich from ]\'iyentai and occupied tluit villa^'e 
about 4 ]). 111. A KiLssian detachment from the Sixth 
Siberian Corps, coniin^^ from Wangchuu 11^^:1/11, nt tacked the 
Japanese af TapiiigcliinmL'" and T.itajenttin. coiiijx'llinL: tlio 
Japanese to reenforce (he tto(tj)s at the latter village by a de- 
tarlinuMii from the First ( avahy JiripKic 

( )n ( )elol>er 13 the .lapaiieso in tlie Pt iisihu region found 
that the Russians in their front had retinMl diirintr the nio^ht. 
KeiHienkamp's coJnmand liaviiiL: w itluhii vui up tlie vtilley (tf 
the Taitzu, the Third Siberian Corps lo Litliiavvupinir <'n 
rout<» to Kaotuliiig. Matsuiiugu .s brigade, Second Division, 
attacked Chacdisieiding, to which point it had marched 
the preceding night, and where it was in tuin attacked 
by tlie Russians and hard pressed until the arrival of reen- 
forcements. In the (luards Division the right brigade 
penetrated to the height south of Maerhshanputzu. Here it 
was attacked by a detachment of the Second Siberian Corps, 
advancing by way of Maerhshanputzu, and by a detachment 
from the left of the Fourth Siberian Corps, the main force of 
which was attacking the left brigade of the Guards Division 
on the southern portionof Maerhshan. Aportion of the latter 
attack penetrated the interval between the two brigades, but 
was brought to a stand by the Fourth Guards Infantry, then 
in the division reserve, which succeeded in holding the small 
hill southwest of Iloucbiatunnankoti. 

C^olonel Kasas detachment and the Third Regiment, 
Guards Division, occupying the heights from east of Nankou 
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tn west of Sikou, repulse<l a Rus^sian attack from Waitoushan. 

The .Ta panose Fifth Division, less oiio re^inHMit, was sent 
from Kushutzu to Sanchiat/Ji nn<l placed umlt r the com- 
inander of the First Army. The Kiiteonth,Bri};aile, 8<MX)nd 
Division, carried the heif^lits of Kokoshan and Shiroyanaa 
Mid then the rid^e from Shiroyama to Yangchenchai, 
where it repu!8<'d a night attack. 

This niglit attack covered tlie withdrawal of the Fourth 
Siberian Corps to the ri^jlit bank of the Sha Jiiver. The 
TbirtY-s<«venth Division, First Army Corps, had been placed 
in the hne l>etween t!ie Fouifh SihcrinTi and the Tenth 
Army Corps (»n the lOfh. and with I he Twcnly-second Divi- 
sion. First Army Curps, remamed ou the left bank of the Sha 
Uiver. 

In the Japanese Fourth Army the Tenth Division and 
three Kohi brigades advanced as far as Xfanchiafin .and 
TTuchiakurhiat7Ai, the opposing Thirty-srventii Divisicm 
fftllini; back to the hne of heights lun th of llauialan, east 
of Tungshankou anti north of Timgsliant /u. A detaclrmont 
fiuiii the left of tlu' Fourth Aniiy attaeked towartl Ilnan- 
hualien; othirwise tlie action of this army atjuinst the 
\ ariotis positions hehl by the Tenili C\>rps was hmitiid to 
ai i 111* ry fire. 

In the Ja[)anese Second Army the Third Division, rein- 
forced bv a rej/inient of infantrv and one of artillerv, turned 
to the right and attacked lluanhuaticn in conjunction with 
the left of the Fourth Army. Wlien nortli of Pachiatzu 
the flank of the Thinl Diviaion was attacked by troops of 
the Tmth Corps from Lamutiin and Wukaontzu. The 
lliird Diviidon was then ordered to attack to the north 
but night came before the new attack was well <leve]oped. 
At the same time the artillery of the Sixth Division, the 
front of which had been cleared by the withdrawal across 
the Sha of the Seventeenth (^orps, and one of its brigades, 
with the general reserve at liutunkou, was ordered to 
attack Iluanhuatien in conjunction with the left of the 
Fourth Army. This attack, aLso, was but slightly <leveloped 
when night*canie. The other brigade of the Sixth Division 
occupied Shulingtzu about 11 a. ni. and at sunset was 
confronting the KussiaiiH at Ijaniutun. 
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The Fourth Division acJvanced to tlic line Kihsiaotun- 
Chftnglingpu and l>egan developing toward Linshengpu, 
The First Calvary Brigade concentrated at Sanchiatzu 
where it repulsed an attack of about 600 Russian ca1var\\ 

To close the gap hetween the Eastern Detachment and 
the Fourth Siberian (^orps, caused by the withdrawal of 
the latter ac:ross the .Sha Kiver, General Kuropatkin ordered 
two regimen t.s of the Second and all the First Siberian 
Corps to move from east to west. 

After withdrawal to the Sim River tlic Seventeen! h Corps 
occupied a line from liJiinutun througii Linshon<;|)u to 
Tulicntun: the One hundred and f hirty-scvondi Kc^itncnt vrus 
to tlic we-^t of the railway, witii 2 battalions of the Oiu (mn- 
dred and thirty-ninth Regiment as reserve: M coniparucs 
of the One ]Hin<hT(l and t hirty-«'i«:hlh HcurinK'nt held the 
hnc tioin the railway to Lainutun; tlic Tliii'ty-liftli Artillery 
Briiradc was between the railway antl a line ninnin*; from 
T.inshen*:pn to S>ufan<:t iii ; the One lumdred and fortieth 
lu^inient was north of Yinkua; the greater pari of the 
Third Divisiuu and the Third Artillery Brigade were on 
the line Ssufangtai-Kuehiatzu. 

Tlie various fractions that had been with Colonel Stak- 
hovich rejoined the Seven twnth Corps during the day. 

The lirst line of the Seventeenth C<)rj>> thus prolonged 
the line held by the Tenth Corps, Wukaoni/u-iiurhial/ii- 
Changlingtzu. The Sixth Siberian Corps, which, while 
being in echelon l>ehind the right Hank of the Seventeenth 
Corps, had been a part of the general reserve of the army, 
was now placed under the orders of the commander of the 
Western Detachment and ordered to prolong the line of the 
Seventeenth C^orps in echelon westward through Talientun 
and Itfdaosholuitzu. Dembovski's command was still far^ 
ther to the west; apparently at and near Ohangtanl 

For the next day an offensiTe movement hy the Western 
Detachment was ordered. The Tenth and Seventeenth 
Corps were to hold their positions even against assault. 
The Sixth Siberian (^orps was to advance against and 
capture Ilunlinpu an<l Peilintai. Lieutenant-General Dem- 
bovski was to advance to the line Fuchiachuang-Paoh> 
siantun-Tahantai. 
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On October 14 in the Japanese First Army reinforcements 
from Saimaclii reached Ilsihoyen, following a similar body 
that had arrived on the night of the 13th and reinforced 
the Twelfth Division. Detachmentti from the Twelfth 
and Quanlfl Divisiona attacked and carried the height west 
of Sikou. General Mishchenko's brigade and one regiment 
withdrew across the Sha River in front of the Quards Di- 
visiony which advanced and occupied the hills !4outh of 
Fengchiapu. The Fifteenth Brigrado, Second Division, ad- 
vanced to the height*^ norili of Miaokou and then, after a 
alight engagement^ to Tainshutuni the Russians withdrawing 
acro^ the Sha River. 

In the afternoon the Russians began witlidrawing from the 
Chaohsienling region and were followed by the Japanese. 
The Japanese Twelfth Division niarche<l on Ilsiaoshihchiao- 
tzu, being followed by tlie Guards Kobi Brigade; the Tlurd 
Briga<le, Second Division, marched on TTsinopingtaitzu, the 
Second Cavalry Brigade on Ilsiaochiahotzu. Of the oppos- 
ing Russians the Fifth East Silvorinn Division was at Pien- 
niulupu, the First at YantrTiuilin;^M zn, the Ninth at Kan<x- 
tolishan. ihv Third Sihcrian Corps at Knotulin^'. Tiie Ninth 
Ea'^t Sihcnuu Division. fr>llowcd by one brigatic of the Fifth, 
marched via Ilsianvan^rUin to Liiishihtait/ii. 

The Japanese Fourth Anny at larked in thi' ilircetions of 
HsingluDgtuu and Putj^aoyai, subsequently rtMiching the Sha 
Kiver. 

In the Japanese Secund Army mhc brigade of the Sixth 
Division, cooperating with the left of tlie Fourth Army, 
o<rijj>u'(l the hill iu)rtii of lluauhuatien and then cnih'avored 
to t arry Sinit ii tkangtzu, but was unable to<hi so l>efore night. 

About o..i(t a. m. troops of the Thin! Division made an 
unsuccessful attack tm Houehaisiian, hehl by the Thirly- 
fourth and One hundred and twent v-third Regiments. About 
o a. m. an unsuccessful atta<k was ma<le on Wukaontzu. 
About G.30 a. m. the Third Division assaulted and, about T.'M) 
a. m., after very severe lighting, carried Houchaishan, tliU8 
piercing the line held by the Tenth Corp«, and then Wukaon> 
tai, north of which the Japanese capture<l the Keeond group 
of the Ninth Artillery Brigad<% 23 guns. A detachment of 
the Third Division continue<l to and occupied Shahopu about 
8 a. m., the portions of the Tenth (\>rp8 in the intrenchments 
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Ijet ween Wukaontzu and Lamutun withdrawing to the right 
bank of the Sha Rircr. This Japanese detachmont was 
1>n.ii<:l> to a stand at Shahopu l)y an Httack of the Thirty- 
six tli Hepraen^ which had rejoined the Tenth Corps from 

Yinkiia that morDing. 

The Fourth Division repulsed three detenu i nod attacks by 
the Sixth Siberian Corps on C'han^Hnpu, and sent a portion of 
its rij;ht, in cooperation with the Twenty-fourth Brigade, 
Sixth Division, against Linshen^pu and the line leading; from 
that viUa<^e to TaHentun. Tlie Japanese carried all of Lin- 
sheng:pu hut the northern part, and tlie Russians remaining 
on tlie left hank of the Sha River hetween the railroatl and 
Linshengpu retired to th(» right bank. Six companies of 
Russians made a counter attack on IJnshengpu, hut could not 
advance l>cyond the nortlicni oulNkirls of flic villacrc. 

The main body of the First C avahy Brii^Mide concentrated 
at Peilintai, presunial)ly h(M aiise of I)cnii>(t\ ski's advance. 

On October 15 the main body of thi' Japanese First Army 
\va< 111 the Sha Kiver. The Guards Kubi Brigade was 
ordered to man li t«> Sandiialzu. 

The Fifth Division, which had rptumed to tlie Japumse 
Fourth Army, iri)laccd the Uot*ps uf llie Sixth Division that 
were hetween ("liuiiglingtzu ami Santaokangt/u and, in con- 
junction with the right of tlie Thin! Division, <*on»pleted the 
occupation of the remaining territory in that vicinity as far 
us the Sha River, carrying Lone Tree Hill toward morning of 
the Kith and capturing 2 guns. Tlic right brigade of the 
Third Division lat^'r attacked North Shahopu and, failing to 
drive the Russians out, remained facing their opponents, who 
later withdrew to the line Kuautuu-Shanlautzu. 

The Japanese Sixth Division concentrated on its left 
brigade and attacke<l Lamutun an<I the line leading from 
that village to Linshcngpu and thence toward Taiienton. 
After a hard fight the Japanese carried Lamutun about 5 
p. m., remaining there for the night. The Japanese Fourth 
Division extended its left to Wangchuangtzu while continu- 
ing to hold its position of the 14th. The Sixth Siberian 
Corps, facing the Japanese Fourth Division, prolonged the 
Russian line from Talientun through C^itaitzu and San- 
chiatzu, and Dembovski's detachment occupied the region 
Fuchiachuang-Paohsiantun-YangshuUngtzu. 
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The First Cavalry Brigade, witl) one iiiouiited battery, was 
ttttackod l)y tlu> Hnssian cavalry near LiUjentun, aud retired 

to Tapingtiluiant; al <liirk. 

( )n Octdlx r Ki there was no important engagement in front 
of f))r .lapanesc Fiist Amiv. The Second Japanese Cavalry 
B: i'j;a<l<\ aft< r a skirmisli near Kaotuling, retired to Kno- 
kuancliai. Tlic Second Division conrentrnted neHf Tain- 
lisiangtuii. A lvii-'>iaii (letaeliineiit From the Fift li Silx-riaii 
Division erojssed the 8ha li iver and occupied the heights of 
WailoUdhan. 

The Nineteenth, Twenliclh, and Thirty-sixth East Siberian 
Regiment**, and the Eighty-seveiiih and KighLv -eighth Ive^n- 
nients. First Ai my (\>rps, assisted by the fire of the Ei<;lity- 
sixlh Kegimeut, shortly after sunset assuuhed and carried 
Lfone Tree Hill (including the portion called Novgovod Hill), 
held by Major-General Yamada's brigade, Fifth Division, 
capturing 14 guns and killing over 1,000 Japanese, with a loss 
to themselves of about 3,000 in killed and wounded. A con- 
sidenible portion of the Russian loss resulted from the fire of 
the Eighty-sixth Regiment, which was unable to see in the 
daikness the distance to which the assault had been carried. 

The height was named Putilov Hill, in honor of Major- 
General Putabv, who commanded the Russian forces engag^ 
in its recapture. 

The new line taken up by the Fifth Division extended from 
near Putsaoyai to Nankangtsu. 

Several unsuccessful attacks were made on linshengpu by 
detachments from the Russian Seventeenth Corps assisted by 
its artillery, which about noon turned its fire upon Wang- 
chuangtcu, held by the left of the Fourth Division, which was 
then unsuccessfully attacked by a regiment of the Sixth 
Siberian Corps coming from Sanchiat zu, 

The main body of the Fir-t Ca valry' Brigade was at Hsiao- 
tai, a detachment reoccU|^'ing Litajentun. 

On October 17 there was a reconnaissance by a regiment of 
Russians south of Pienniulupu, wliile th(> Japanese c-ontinued 
a desultory attack upon Waitoushan. There was no change 
of positions or important engagement in front of the Japanese 
Fourth AriTiy iiiUil night, when the Japanese made an unsuc- 
ceasful attempt to recapture Putilov Ilill. In the Japanese 
SeotMid Army the Third Division was strongly attacked about 
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11.30 a. m. After tho attack, the right wini^ of the division 
remained about 600 yards, tho left wiii^j; ahovit 'M)0 yards, 
from the Russians on tlie opposite bank of the 8ba Riv«»r. 

About niidni^lil Linsliengpu, occupied by the left of the 
Sixth and right of the Fourth Divisions, was unsuccessfully 
attacked by about one battalion of Russians. During the 
day the Fourth Division, giving up linshengpu to the left of 
the Sixth Division, occupied a line from Kihaiaotun to the 
Bouthweet of Wangchuangtzu. 

The main hody of the First Cavalry Brigade romaiiied at 
Hsiaotai, detachments occupying litajentun, Chentanpu, 
and Ileikoutai. The Russians continued intrenching the fine 
through TaHentun, Ohitaitzu, and Sanchiatzu. Dembovski's 
detachment moved north to take position in echelon behind 
the Sixth Siberian Corps. 

On October 18 there were some unimportant skirmishes in 
front of the Japanese First Army, some small attacks in the 
early morning against the Fourth Army, and an intermittent 
artillery fire in front of the Second Army, the extreme left of 
which was attacked about noon by about 500 infantry. The 
Sixth Siberian Corps occupied the line Ssufongtai-Kuanlinpu. 
Dembovski's deta<*hnion( occupied Pienchengtzu. 

On October 10 a detachment of tlu^ Guards Division drove 
some Russian cavaby from Shhi< hiufan, and was in turn 
driven out by a detachment of Russian infantry. In front of 
the Fourth Army there was only an intermittent artillery fire. 
At night the t roops of the Third Division withdrew from South 
Shahopu, abandoning on(> of the captured Russian gims, and 
took up a new position farther south and less threatened by 
eniilade fire from Piit ilov Hill. The entire Second Army was 
subjected to a rather severe fire shortly after sunset, but no 
attack followed. 

On October 20 tlu'i(> were sonic slif^lit demonstrations bv 
the KnssiiUis to the east of Pciisihn, h dcsnUory catuionade in 
front of tiic J}ij)aii('S(* Fourth unci ^irond Annies, espccijiHv 
in the nt'ii;til>orhood of Shiilio|>u. und some harassing ol the 
Fii'st ( av;ilr\ Brifi^fldc. which relire<l to (jilajentun. 

TIk' l);itlie of 8ha Kiver may be said to hnve terminated 
on October 20. Kn-^ngements of pcatcr or less severity 
colli imicd In nci ui- almost daily between the opposiiifj arm- 
ies, wliicii continued with but little change ia their relative 
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positions faro vnch otbfT, st trii>:t licMiiii^ their |H)8itioiis 
aj» rapidly ai> possililc with shchi^r trenches and {ield works. 
From Lin8heii«^pii th<' hue uf separation run \ves.t. The 
KiiN.Nians euiilinued to hold Putilov Ilill and Wnitoushan, 
huth Oil th*^ loft hank of the Sha liiver, which otherwise 
al>ove Linshen;.jpu se[)arat(^l the opposinj^ anaies. From 
Pieiiniulupu, .strongly furtilied. the Russian line extended 
northeast and then east for a <iistance uf uIjuuI lU niilci>. 

The Japanese reported the capture of 700 prisoners, 45 
guns, 37 ammunition wagons, 5,474 rifles, 0,020 rounds of 
gun aimuunition, 78,000 rounds of siimll-arui anunuuition, 
and various other articles. 

The Riudans reported the oapture of 9 field and 5 moun- 
tain guns and various other articles; also the recoveiy of 
one of the guns that had heen captured from them. 

The Japanese reported their loes as 15,879 killed and 
wounded. The Russians reported their loes as 190 officers 
and 4,894 men killed, 861 ofllcers and 29,531 men wounded, 
and 35 officers and 5,838 men missing. 

Prior to and coincident with the battle of Sha River there 
was a demonstration by the Russians against Hsienchang, 
with several resulting skirmishes. The attack beg^ on Oo- 
tober 7 and continued without much change until about 3 
a. m. on the 10th, when the Japanese detachment made an 
attack and drove the Russians back toward the northeast. 

After the battle of Sha River the opposing armies faced 
each othw without material change of positions and without 
Auy engagement on a large scale imtil the battle of Chen> 
tanpu. There were, however, for sometime almost daily 
encounters of greater or less nmjrnitude. 

On October 27 a portion of the Guards Division assaulted 
and carried Waitoushan, eaptunng 2 machine guns, thus 
completing the occupation by tlie Japnnose of the left bank 
of the Sha River in the neighborhood of rie tiMnhipu. 

On November 24 the Japane.se from llsienehang (Ninth 
Kobi Brigade) attacked a Russian position near Cliingho- 
chen occupied by a portion of Rennenkampf's command. 
The fi^htinfj continued into the night of the 24th, and was 
n'liewed on the 25f !i. 2fitli, and 27th. when the Japanese witli- 
drew. They were foiloNvcd and altacktHl hy i he Ivussians 
about six miles farther south and were again driven back.

RAID ON ViNUKOU. 

Early in January , 11)05. a force was concentrated, under 
command of Major-Geneiul Mishchenko, for a raid around 
the Japanese left Hank. 

The composition of the force was as follows: 

1. The Ural-Transbaikal Cossack Division. The Ural 
Brigade contained the Fourth and Fifth llral Cossack Regi- 
ments, each less otic sotiiia: the Transhniknl Cossack Bri- 
gade contained the First Chita (V>ssnck Regiment nnd the 
First Verkhiie-Udinsk (\)ssack Regiment, less our soiiiia. 

2. Tin* Ciiurasiis Cavalry Brigade, containing \ Sccouii 
Daghestan Regiment, "> s()tuias of the Terck-Kubau Regi- 
ment, and 4 machine gnus. 

3. The Fourth Divisitin uf Don C(»Nack», coniaiiiing the 
Twenty-fourth, Twenty-fifth, and Twenty-sixth Regiments. 

4. Tlie Secyijil inth pendent Dragoon Brigade, coutiiimiig 
the Fifty-first and I*'ifty-second Regiments. 

o. Four squadrons from the ^hii itinic l'ri»\ ince Dragoons. 

6. One sotnia of scouts, draw n from vurioib* organizations 
and under the comnumder of the expedition. 

7. Four half sotnias of frontier guards. 

8. Four companies of mounted scouts of 100 men each, 
drawn from the First Siberian Corps. 

9. The Finst and Second Transbaikal Mounted Cossack 
Batteries, the Twentieth Mounted Battery, one-half of a 
Frontier Guard mounted battery; total 22 guns. 

10. A section of sappers, mounted and attached to head- 
quarters. 

11. The train, comprising 2 ambulances, 1 column of pack 
litters, and 5 provision colunms, containing 1,500 pack 
aniiDAls. ' 

On January 8, 1905, this force moved south hem Seu- 
fangtai in three columns. 

The right column (Major-Oeneral Samsonov) contained 16) 
squadrons and sotnias and 10 guns; the center colunm 
(Major-General Abramov) contained 16} sotnias, 4 com- 
paines of mounted scouts, and 6 guns; the left columi. 
(Afajor-General Telichcv) contained 291 sotnias, 6 guns; the 
convoys, escorted by the First Chita I^ giment, followed the 
center column; three detachments of from 35 to 40 men, 
charged with the destruction of the railway north and south 
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of Ilaicheng fiud at Tashihchiao, were attached to tiie left 

Ciilujiin. 

On Januar)' 10 small (li tacliiuents of Japanese convoying 
supply columns w<»m ilcfcatcd and at ni<r1if a drtnchmcnt 
cut tire tole^aph lines and slightly damaged the railway 
near 1 laichcnj^. 

On the .same tlay th*' Hilvanco ji^iiard ocnipied Newchwang, 
from w iiit h the JapaiiCvse ga/rison of 1 company and 2 squad- 
ron;s wilhdrcw . 

On the 1 1th the Russian rolunms advaiK od on Yin*rk.»u aiui 
made an attack shortly bcforo niju:ht, the artillery fire start- 
in<i a conlla^atiun in some of liir Japanese storehouses. The 
attack continued until the arrival by rail of some Jaj)anese 
infantry from Tashihchiao, when the Russians retired. On 
the 13th the Russians crossed to the right bank of the Liao 
River and on the 14th their right column was attacked by a 
Japanese force and suffered considerable loss. On the 15th 
the retreating Russians gained contact with the Fourteenth 
Division, Eighth Corps, that had been sent to their assistance. 

During the raid the Russians captured 1 officer, 14 men, 
and about 500 provision carts. They reported their losses as 
39 officers and 331 men killed, wounded, and missing. 

BATTLB OF CHBNTANPU OR HBIKOUTAX*

At the battle of Chentanpu (Sandepu) the Second Russian 
Annj, commanded by General Gripp<»nberg and forming the 
extreme Russian right, consisted of the Tenth, Eighth, and 
First (Siberian) Corps; the First, Second, and Fifth Euro- 
pean Rifle Brigades, forminjL; a Rifle Corps; a mixed force, 
under Major-General Kos.saj^ovski, consisting of two regi- 
ments of infantry, 22 scjuadnuis. and 2 horsp hattorics: H regi- 
ments of cavalry and 1 horse batteries under Major-( "loneral 
Mishf'hcnko; a. total of about v 1.000. Tlic Trntb and Kighth

The p'lieral movement, a wheel to th«' left with the Tenth 
Corps a.s a moving pivot, !)e<;an on January 24, 1905. 

General Mi.slichenko juuved in two columns south to near 
Manjikai. where lie was joined hy (leneral Kossagovski, who 
had iiian lied direct from Ssufanglai. Tlie Japanese outposts 
in the various villages retired on the approach of the Russians 
and hut little resistance was encountered. 

The First Siberian Corps, First Division on the right, 
advanced to the Him River. The First Division occupied 
Huanlotaitzu after a preUsiunaiy bombardment, and the 
Ninth Division occupied Toutaitzu by a night assault; neither 
division encountered serious resistance. 

The Eighth Corps drove in the Japanese outposts. 

On January 25 the batteries with Mishchenko and Kossap 
govski bombarded Chitaitzu and Mamikai until night, when 
the two villages were assaulted and captured by Kossagov^ 
ski's infantry, 

In the First Siberian Corps, the First Division captured 
Toupao and Shihtsia, whOe the Ninth Division captured 
Heikoutai and Erhchiahotzu. The Eighth Corps ccmtinued 
its slow advance to the southward and was joined in the 
movement by the right of the Tenth Corps. 

The Japanese Eighth Division and one Kobi brigade, sent 
from the Manchurian army reserve, arrived on the night of 
the I'.'th at Tatai. Tester the Fifth I )ivisionfrom near Yentai 
and tlie Second Division and one Kobi brigade from the Jnp- 
anese First Army were sent to reenforcc the Japanese left. 
Major-General Akiyama, with the First Cavalry Brigade and 
parts of the divisional cavalry of the Second Army, was near 
Ilsiaopeiho, liaving a portion of his command on the right 
bank of the ITiin Kiver. 

On Januarv 20 Mishclienko with his k'ft column continued 
his advance as far as Ilsiuerhpu, capturing several villages. 
His right culunm remained facing the Japanese First Cavalry 
Briirade. Kossnijfn'ski's force rcmninorl on the llun River. 
One of the Kille Bri*:ades was plac^id in the j&rst line on the 
left of the First Siberian Corps. 
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At 8 a. m. the Eighth Cotps openea artiUeiy fire on Chen- 
lanpu; towanl im<inight the Fourteenth Division assaulted 
from the west and carried the adjacent villages Baotaitzu and 
Ilsiaoshutzu; the Fifteenth Division carried Peitaitsu, and 
the Tenth Corps oari i(Ml Iluanchi and Hsinsliantun. The 
Japanese set fire to buildings, opened a lieavy infantry and 
machine-gun fin*, and made a x rit'^^ of attacks, driving the 
Russians from Bax)taitzu and Ilsiaoshutzu. One brigatleof 
the First Siberian Corps, that was to move past the nortli side 
of Tatai and assault Chentanpu from the south, was attacked 
and checked by the Kol)i brigade of the Tatai force moving 
from Kuchcntzu. Tlie Russian brigade then moved north 
to near Malcngtzu, where it was placed in Une by the oom« 
mander of the Eighth Corps. 

In the meantime the loft wing of the Tatai force had 
deployed nlong the Suiiiii|>n-Sliilitsia line ti> attack the First 
Siberian ( oips on the Toupao-Heikoutai line, directing the 
lieuviest uttiiek against Toupao. At tLc snine lime tlie right 
wing Mttiu ked on the ]^iu>chiao-Sumapu line, but was able to 
make but little progress. 

On Jannurv 27 ^^isbcl1enko, driving hack the opposing 
Japanese, advanced against and attacked Laiigtungkou, 
but was repulsed. Receiving a wofnid in the kn(>e during 
thi> at tack, General Mislulieiiko turned llie eoniniand of his 
column over to Majt>r-General (In kov. This attack dis- 
rlosed the movements of the ,la[)anese Fifth antl S<'<(.n<i 
Divisions and one Kobi brigade moving northward toward 
lleikoutai and C hentanpu. 

The Second Division turned west to oppose? Mi.shchenko's 
command, and succeeded in reaching a line through Chin- 
chiawopeng-Chcnshao, where it was brought to a stand. The 
Fifth Division attacked the liutiaokou-IIsiuchenghotzu line, 
from which the Russians were threatening the right and rear 
of the Eighth Division and the left of the main line at 
Chentanpu. 

The nf^t wing of the Japanese Eighth Division gained a little 
ground to the north, and its Kohi brigade, from Kuchentzu, 
then advanced, coming on the line l>etween the two wings of 
the Eighth Division. The extreme left of the Eighth Divi- 
sion, enveloped by Kossagovski's conunaad, suffered severely 
and was driven back from Shihtsia to Sanchienpao. During 
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tho night of thc> 27th the KuNsians continued the nttack on 
the ISighth Division, particularly at Suniapu, which was 
capturrd hv an assault of the Ninth Division, the Thirty- 
fourth Ke{?in\ent entering the village from three sides. 

On the other hand the Japanese carried out a succession 
of strong attacks In the neighborhood of Chentanpu and 
Heikoutai. 

On January 28 tho Japanese Fiftli Division continued its 
attack, occupying liutiaokoa at 9.30 a. m. and Hsiucheng- 
hotzu about 3 p. m. 

The Japanese Eighth Division and its Kobi brigade con- 
tinued its attack against Heikoutai nnd Suinapu. At the 
latter villn<re n dotarlimciit of the Tiiirt \ -foiirtli He^imcTit. 
( liiit Imd < ji|>( urcd tlic villjii:*' '>i> tli(> preceding niglil . nMnaincd 
al'lrr the adjacent purl ions of the Kussin!i line had hccn 
driven hack, was surrounded, nnd, nftvv a desjx'rate resist an«'e, 
surroiulered about lion prisoiuMs. Tlie extreme left of the 
Japane.M? Eighth Divisimi recaptin-etl Shilit.-^iu, fr*»m which 
it had been driven tiie preceding day. Tlie Japnnese S<H'ond 
Division drove back its opponents r»f (ieneral (iiekov's 
cavalry and Kossagovski's infantry and ocxupied ILsiuerhpu 
about 3 p. UK, and a iiltle later drove tho Russians from and 
oc< upied Haerlipu. 

The Russian forces concerned state that tlieir retrograde 
movements of the 'JSth were taken up in oljedience to orders 
received that day from Manchurian army headcpiarters. 

During the day tho Russian Tenth Corps carried Hsiao- 
taitzu and Yapatai. 

Tho Japanese continued their attack during tho night and 
hy 9.30 a. m. on the 20th had recaptured Heikoutai, detach- 
ments continuing to and occu[)ying Toutaitasu and Iluanlo- 
taitzu. The Second Division ailvanced as far as the Hun 
River, occupying Ohltaitzu and Sanchiapu. Troops from 
Hsiuchenghotzu crossed the Hun and reached a point 1,000 
yards south of Changtan. On the 30th the lighting con- 
tinued on a smaller scale, the Russians continuing to bom- 
bard Chentanpu. On the 3l8t the Japanese attacked and 
carried Changtanhonan, hut were driven out by a counter 
at tack. At noon on February 1 they again carried the village 
and successfully resisted a counter attack, although the 
Russians remained in close proximity to the village. 
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The close of the battle found tlie Hussiun troops oct upying 
« line tlirough Chann^tao and Ssufangtai, weet to the liao 

River. 

'rh(> Kiissians reported a loss of 49 officers and 1,670 men 
killed, 378 officers and 10,746 men wounded, 25 ofTicers and 
1 .277 men mMng, and the capture of about 300 prisoners. 
The Japanese reported a loss of S42 killed, 8,014 wounded, 
and 526 missing, nnd the capture of 600 priaoners. Both 
Hides suffered severely from frostbite. 

The l)jitll(' \vn!=5 followed by n quarrel between (lenerals 
Orij>j)euberg and Kuropatkin, the former <ljiiiiiin^' tliat liis . 
tiirniii«x movement \va.s but tlie purl of tlie ^e!i<>r?H jihin in 
which the Tliini j\j-niy was to follow the developinent of the 
tMniiii<:^ movement b} i\ vigorous attack on tlie Jaj)anese 
center, while tlie First Army was to join in tln' ir^'neral attack 
as soon iis the retroirrade movement of the .Ta[>anese bejijan, 
and that the latter j^eneral failed to jrive proper support to the 
t iirning movement, succesvsfully begim, by ordering the att^k 
oil t he Japanese center. 

(h'lieial Kuropatkiii claimed that the tuminji: movement 
failed through lack of proper concert of action between the 
corps engaf^ed; that a general attack would have resulted 
onl}* in a wtuste of ammunition and was rendered inadvisable 
by the intense cold. General Grippenberg proceeded to 
St. Petersburg and laid hie complaint before the Gtor, by 
whom he is said to have been reprimanded. 

BATTLE OP MUKDEN. 

(Plate XIII.) 

After the battle of Chentanpu the opposini? armies re- 
mained fav'ing each other without eerious engagement until 
the battle of Mukden. There were, however, almost daily 
skirmishes of greater or less severity. 

At the beginning of the battle the composition and 
arrangement fh>m right to left of the Russian Manchurian 
army, commanded by General Kuropatkin, with lieutenant- 
Qeneral Sakharov as chief of staflf, were as follows: 

I. Second Army, General Kaulbars; chief of staff , Lieu- 
tenant-General Ruzski.

The Kobi thmps usually formed brigades of 3 regiments of 2 twttalions 
each, L battery and 1 squadron. 
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The Tomioka Detachment consisted of tin Eighth Kobi 
Brigade and the following from the Fourtli Division: Three 
battalions of infanlrv, 1 section of cavalry, 1 battalion of 
artiilcrv, and the battery of Russian <:iins. 

The greater part of the Third, Kntirtli Fifth. Sixth, and 
Ei<rhth Cavalry Roi^imcnts were nit ii ln-d to the First Cav- 
alry Bri^aiio, fonnui^ the Akiyania i >('lachnicnt. 

The main Russian position extended from Ssufanp^tai 
through Chau^rtan. Lini^slienpu, Shahoj)ii, Krni:'')tiatiin, and 
Pienniulupu to Kaotuhiig. At Shahv»|)u it crossed lo the 
hft bank of the Slia River, recrossin*; to the right bank at 
Tashan. There was also an advanced portion of the line 
south of the Sha, reaching from opposite Ken«:ehiapu to 
Yangh:sintun. Otherwise, from Linshengpu eu^jtward the 
main position followed the high ground on the right bank of 
the Sha River. 

From the vicinity of Laishengpu a line of prepared posi- 
tions ran nortli tlirou^ ErhtaitEu, Machiapu, Yangshihtun, 
Xiiihsintun, and Uien northeast across the Hsinmintun high- 
way in the neighboriiood of Houtai. 

In the rear of the main line was a line of connected works 
constituting bridgeheads, on the left bank of the Hun, cov- 
ering the crossings from about 2 miles west of the railway 
bridge to the vicinity of Yankuantun. On the right bank of 
the Hun a prepared line extended from Puling to Fushun. 

From the Hun River eastward to Pienniulupu the main 
Japanese position ran parallel to and practically in contact 
with the Russian line; both lines passing through the same 
village of Linshengpu. The left flank was strengthened by 
preparing for defense the villages, on the right bank of the 
Hun, extending southw ard to west of Ilsiaopeiho. 

About 2 miles east of Pienniulupu the line turned back and 
ran in an irregular curve to the Ponsihii region. 

like the Russians the Japanese had prepared successive 
positions in rear of the main line. 

Just prior to the battle the positions in the Russian army 
of t^e ^'nrious organizations were as follows: 

In the Second Army General Rennenkarapfs cavalry was 
to the west of Ssufangtai, Kossagovski's brigade at Ssiifang- 
tai, the rifle corps from near Ssufangtai to astride the Hun 
at Changtan, the £ighlh Corps opposite Chentanpu, Tenth 
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Corps north of Lilajenl uii, and the First Sihpriaii Corps in 
reservo on the right bank of thellun, op|)<»sit(> Tawangkampu. 

In the Tliird Army the Fifth Sibtrian Corps, leas one 
brigade, was near TaHeutun, the Seven Ueulh Corps on the 
railway, and tiie Fifty-fiftli Division, Sixth Siberian Corpa, 
at Shahopu. 

In the First Army, the First Corps was at Putilov Hill, the 
Fourth Siberian Corps was at Erhtaokou, the Second Siberian 
Corps held the line from Fengchiapu to Kangtolishan, and 
the Third Siberian Corps held the remainder of the line to 
Kaotiiling. 

In the Eastern Detachment, General Eck, with 10^ bat- 
talionsy 11 sotnias, and 24 guns, was in the neighborhood of 
Ghinghochen; General Liubayin, with 2^ battalions, 4 sotnias, 
and 6 guns, was near Kaolingtssu; General Maslor, with 4 
battalions, 1 sotnia, and 2 guns, was at Hsingking.

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the left of the AkivHiiiu DctiicluiK-nl, the Second Artillery 
Brlpadp and the infantrj- reserve were near tlie Seveutn 
Divi.Hton. 

On Fohniar\' 19 the Japanese Fifth Anny iiiuved loi wMrd 
in two t:t>lumnf4. On tlio 22d, after skinnishinj^ with small 
Russian detaclmieuu, it uirupicd ilic villages i>u ihe left hank 
of the Taitzu River in preparation for an attack ou the Kus- 
fiiian posit ions at Chinglioehen. 

On February 21 the Second Japanese DiWsion marched to 
AVeininj{}ing and sent advance troops to the line Sanchiatzu- 
Kaochiaputzu, the Russian outposts being ou the lino Shin- 
kailing-Peihunling-IIouchiahotzu. On the 24th the Third 
Brigade moved to KaokuaDchai, the opposing Goseacka, under 
Bauingarten, withdrawing before the advance. 

It was reported that false information had been conveyed 
to Russian headquarters that the Japanese reserves in the 
Yentai r^on had moved east. 

On February 23 the left column of the Fifth Army attacked 
the Russian positions near Chinghochen, but was repulsed. 
The attack was renewed on the 24th and, in conjunction with 
the occupation of Chingtoukou by the right column, caused 
the positions to be evacuated toward evening. The Russian 
troops retired along the roads leading towaid Fushun. 

On the 24th, after consultation with General Kuropatkin, ^ 
General Kaulbars recalled the order for his army to attack 
the next day. General Kuropatkin decided to n onforce his 
left, and to that end ordered that the First Siberian Cor{)s 
proceed hy forced march to Changsaniutun, the attached 
brigade of the Sixth East Siherian Rifle Division by rail to 
Fiishun, the St^ond Brij^adc of flu> Seventy-second Di\'ision 
to Shihuichen, the One hundred and forty-sixth Regiment to 
Yingpan. General Rennenkampf was sent to take command 
of the Chinghochen detachment and all other troops arriving 
in that region. 

General Grekov succeeded liennenkampf in command of 
the cavalry on the Russian right. General Grekov's cavalry 
was divided int(» two wings. The nglit (Pavlov) contained 15 
aotnias and U ;j:uns of h(>rs<» artillery: the left (Eicliiiolz) con- 
tained 17 solnias niul r» l'Hiis of hor^^c artillery. 

Kos5?a^ovski'> l)r iL:ad»> \\ a^ w it lidr aw ii fmni tlir West 
DetaclinuMit to the ^fiicral icscrv*' of ilic Second Army, and 
later joined on the iiitle Corps at bsufangtai. 
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On February 25 the Japanese Fifth Army engaged the 
advance guards of tlie Chinghochen Detaehment, and 
advanced, the right column to llsiclmanling, the left to 

'ruling. 

In the Japanese First Army the Second Division concen- 
trated on the Third Brigade at Ivaokuancliai, and, its left 
connecting svith the right of tlie Twelfth Division and its 
righfc being at Yangtianshan, began developing tlie ground 
towtttd Eaotuling. The Twelfth Brigade moved to the vSlia 
River north of Tahopu, and the Fifth Eobi B rigmJc, Twelfth 
Division, to Tabekou. A battalion of the Guards made an 
unsuccessful night attack on Yanghsintun. 

On February 26 the columns of the Japanese Fifth Army 
reached Yulingkou and Shanlunkou, respectively, after slight 
skirmishing with the Russian rear guards. 

In the Japanese First Army the Second Division moved 
against the line Kaotuling-Hsikoulii^^-Feitalinkouling. The 
Fifteenth Brigade attaclrad the positions at Ilsikouling and 
Peitalinkouling, which were held by a force of about throe 
battalions and a portion of the Siberian Coesack Division, 
but did not make much progress. The Third Brigade 
advanced and sent a detachment to occupy Wanfuling. 
The Fifth Kobi Brigade, Twelfth Division, occupied the 
heights south of Sungshutsuitzu. There was an exchange 
of artillery fire between the Guards and the opposing Rus- 
sians south of Fengchiapu. 

At night the Russians made small attacks, west of the 
railway, near Wangchuangtzu, Faotzuyen, Yapatai, and 
Hsiaoshutzu. 

On February 27 the two columns of the Japanese Fifth 
Army were checked at strongly occupied positions netir Tit a 
and Wupainiulu, the troops in the first being under Daiiilov, 
in the second under Kennenkampf in person. 

In the .Tapanese First Army the Fifteenth Brigade, 
threatrnod ))y ilie Two hundred ami eighty-fourth Regiment, 
Seven 1 ''-r'lst Division, in tin* hills east of PeitaIink(>iiHn«^ and 
tlic iirnval of a rcLnnicnl (»f infinUrv )it Shopu. suspended its 
intended attack on Kaoluhng fnmi tlu- ra^t an<l took up a 
defensive p«»>>ilion, in which it «(»ntinn(d wiliiout serious 
engagenii I f nntil Man li 5. Tlir ri;jlit of the line from 
Feitalinkoulmg was bent back facing the east. The Third 
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Brigade attacked and carried a Russiaii redoubt east of 
Wanftdiiijg. The' Twelfth Dmsion engaged in artillery fire, 
while the Guards continued the exchange of artillery fire. 
The Fourth Army began to fire against PutiloT Hill and 

Novgorod Hill (just east of Piitilov Hill). 

In ofcKt to divert attention from the movements of the 
Japanese Third Army, the artillery of the Second, excepting 
the heavy guns, fired slowly from 8 to 9 a. m. and from noon 
to I p. m. Tlu' Fifth Division sent one regiment to Ku- 
chentzu, the Eip:hth Division sent one to HsiaotientEU to join 
the reserve of the Second Army, whose headquarters were 
now at Koutzuyen. 

On this day the Japanese Tliird Army began its general 
turning movement. The Ninth Division moved to the line 
Mamikai-Houfangtaitzu (west of Mamikai), the Seventh 
Division to I^okonto Snjnsfii. the First Division to Mashan- 
t'hiatzu-Knlinin. the jirtillery brigade and infantry reserve to 
Wuchiakaii^'tzu, the S<'r(i(nd ravnlrv BHpidr to Kualingteh, 
on the right bnnk of the lJa<> Kivcr. Th© Kussian cavalry 
obsorvrd hilt <lid not rc^sist this advjiiici'. 

Thf First Si l>eriHn Corps arrivt'tl .south of Sliihuichong. 

On tlu* night of the 27th a fon »' from flu- Si rcntrciilVi Corps 
attacked and carried tlx* niilwav l>rid«:»' uwr the Sha ]{iv('r. 
It was, lio\\i»ver, recaptured by the JnpaiM^sr on the next day. 

On I'^'hruary 28 the two colunins of (lie Ja])aneso Fifth 
Arn»y ln'iran a series of detcrniiiUMl an<l cost ly at ta< ks against 
the positioiia of Tila and \\ ii painiulu. '1 lie right colunm 
niiidc no progress. Tlu' left column furri«'tl thcheights north- 
east of Tiui)inL:t ai and those ni)rt liwest of ^^ u])ainiulu. and at 
night made an attack on the main position on the lieight 
south of Machunlun, where it wjus re|>ulsed- 

In front of the Japanese First and Fourtli Arniie.s there was 
but little change from the conditions of the preceding tlay. 

In the Japanese Second Army General Akiyama advanced 
from Sanchiatzu (0 miles east of Mamikai), driving back the 
opposing <;avalry and infantry outposts, and occupied the two 
viliaf^es (Chicn^and IIou) of MahuHugtzu with the First CaT- 
ally Brigade, and Huanlotait^, Toutaitzu, and Hsiaohenwai 
with the attached troops. The artillery of the Eighth Dm- 
sion assisted this movement by t)omt>ardin^ Toutaitzu and 
Mahulingtzu.

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In the Japanese Third Army the Ninth Division, which was 
to have occupied the line Ssufangtai-ChaQgchi^'upcng, halted 
at Tsuyutai because of the vigoroius defense of Ssufangtai. 
The Seven tli4 Division ndvMiiccd to Tahoangchipu, the Fiist 
Division to Chentzukou, the Second Cavalry Brigade to Yan^ 
langchiapu, the artiUery brigade and infant^ leserve to 
Tatzuying. 

General Kuropatkin sent the Twenty-fifth Division, Six- 
teenth Corps, toward Shalingrpu and ordered Bir<ror's brigade 
to march toward Usimuintun so as to arrive at KuUuhoehen 

the next flay. 

On March 1 the Fifth Army u\s\<\o but little progress in the 
attacks on the positions at Tita and south nt Mnrhuntun. 

Ill (lie .la{)iineso First Army the Third liri^adc, after luird 
li<j:litiug, carrie<l two more ^'doubts on the heights north of 
\Vunfulin<^. The Twelfth Bri^aclc attacked the height 
northeast uf Tuu^^kou and w as repulsed . 

The Guards made a slight advancx? in two ])arts of fheir line 
near to and below Pienniulupu, and, in the early nioruiu^ 
completed a night attack by vvhieh tliev eaptuml a Uusfsian 
trem h on the heights north of Mincliiayu, repulsing the lius- 
siau counter attacks. 

The I'ourth ^\jiny continued its artillery tire, to which the 
Russians energetically replietl. 

In the Japanese Second Aiiii\ the arlillery of the Fifth 
Division opened fire against Lichiawopeng ami Chuiigtanho- 
nan at 7.30 a. m., and the division advanced an hour later. 
The artillery of the Fourth Division, from near Yapatai, 
opened fire on Peitaitzu, Pluanchi, and Ilsinshantun, while 
Ilayashi's brigade, Fourth Division, advancing past the west' 
side of Chentanpu attacked a redoubt about 300 yards west of 
Peitaitzu. The Eighth Division crossed its main force to the 
ri^t bank of the Ilun and deployed against the^ Changtan- 
Nienyupao line, the artillery coming into action from near 
Toutaitzu. General Akiyama arrived at Toutaitzu with the 
the main portion of his command and opened artOlery fire 
against Nienyupao at 9 a. m. The. attack was carried on 
during the day and into the night, but the Japanese failed to 
carry any portion of the Russian line. 

In the Japanese Third Army the Kinth Divisbn^ which was 
to attack Ssufangtai as soon as the Seventh and First Divi- 
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moDH bad reached Suchiaan, opened fire from the southeast at 
noon. The artiUery brigade adyanoed to Suchiaan, fired on 
and dioye back the opposing cavaliy. A part of the brigade 
then took position at Tapingehuang and opened fire on 
Ssufangtai. In spite of Uie cross fire thus obtaiiuni the 
Russians held Ssufan^tai until night and Dum retired to the 
northeast. The N^inth Diyision made a night attack but 
found the village deserted. 

By nij^ht the Seventh Division had reached Huosfaih- 
kanjrtzu, the First Division Hicliiuwotzu (5 miles northwest 
of Huoshihkangtzu), the cavalry brigade Taniingjtun, the 
artilleiy brigade and infantry reserve Yuchiatai (3 miles 
northwest of Sucliiaan) . 

On the evening of this day the First Cavalry Brigade was 
detached from the Second Army and sent to join the Third 
Army, thus giving the latter a full division of cavalry, (len- 
eral Kuropatkiii sent (reneral Shatilov with a composite 
division, drawn frum the Tenth Corj^s, to rcrnforre the 
Tw cut \ -iifth Division, Sixteenth Corps, near Slialingpu. 
The Fir^t Sihcrian Corps, now with tin- First Army, was 
ordered to j)n>< <'<'<! to Peitapu, and tlieu to near Mukden 
as part of the general reserve. 

To replace the Sixleeiiih C'orps (Birger's brigade uud the 
T\\'ent\ -liftli Division^ in the general res^^rvc the Eighth 
('<»rps was ordered w ii lulraw n, the positions vacated by its 
wit lidraw mI to 1m' o( cupicd by troops of the Kilie Corps. The 
witlidrawal from Ssufan^'tai and vicinity of Rossagov.ski's 
brigade and portii>us u\' I lie rillc coi iis on the niglit of March 
I, di.sarranged this plan and ur* ally increiust»d the dillicullies 
t)f the Eighth Corps on the next day. 

On March 2 there was no material change in the conditions 
ill front of the Fifth Army. 

The First Siberian Corps reached Shahotzu iu its return to 
the yneL One-half of the Seventy-second Division remained 
in the front line north of Kaotuling^ the other half was placed 
in leeerve at Shihuichen.' 

In the Japanese First Army the Third Brigade captured 
2 redoubts east of the Impan-Kaotuling road, but was re- 
pulsed with heavy loss in an assault on the third redoubt. 
The Twelfth Division continued the attack on the heights 
northeast of Tuiigkou and north of diinghichai, captured the 
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first position and failed in the attack on the second. The 
Guards began operations against the Russian position south 
of the Sha River in the yicinity of Fengchiapu. 

The Japanese Fourth Army began a series of small attacks 
to prevent the opposing forces being withdrawn to roon force 
other portions of the line. The most important of these 
atta< ks was against Putilov Hill, from the vicinity of which 
the Russians made an unsuccessfnl nijjht attack. 

In the Japanese Second Army, Hayashi's brigade stormed 
the redoubt west of Feitaitzu, was driven out, made a second 
assault, which was repulsed, and finally carried the redoubt 
at 4.30 a. m., after ver\' severe fightinjr. 

Tlie Fifth Divisi(m, which had suffered severely on the 
pn*cediiip: Ha}', observed the V)ecrinning of tlie Russian with- 
drawal, attacked the rear guards at Changtanhonan and 
Lichinwfipeng, securing possession at 5.30 and 7.30 a. m., 
rcs|>(M-tivelyy and followed the Russians as far as Chiutsai- 
hotzu. 

The main l)t)(ly nf the f^^ii^htli Division, fiiuliji^' ("liMiijitan 
.\ irriyupuu deserted, jid vaixcd through the towns and 
followed up tlie bank of tli«' Hun. The reinniiKlcr of the 
division cros.sed the Ilun and jt)iiiod the main body. The 
Fifth, th*' Eighth, and the Kubi regiments of ( avaJry, from 
the Akiyama Detachment, were attached to tlie Eighth 
Division, which advanced to Ih x luiungtzu and by sunset 
u<*cupic»l \\ M iichutai ajul llsiaolipnt /n. 

The troops of the Foui lh I)ivisii>ii tlmt were in reserve near 
Ynpatai. observing the evacuation of ITtianchi, attacked and 
carricil 1 Isinshaiiluji at 2.30 p. m.; liayaslii's hrigath', after 
having captured the redoubt west of Peitaitzu, attacked 
Kuchiatzu, whicli was carried about G p. m. Tlie Thirteenth 
lu giment of Artillery assisted by bombarding from a position 
taken up west of Peitaitasu. From the same position it 
assisted a regiment and battery of the Fifth Division in carry- 
ing Shoukuanpu at 5 p. m. After taking Kuchiatzu Hay- 
ashi's brigade carried Erhtaitzu at 7 p. m. The troops of the 
Fourth Division that were occujiying the line near litajentun 
advanced against and carried Fuchiachuang at midnight. 

In the Japanese Third Army the Ninth Division advanced 
to ILsiaotaitzu. A mixed division, containing the Two hun- 
dred and fifteenth* Two hundred and forty-ftrst, Fif ty-fourth. 
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aiul Sixtieth Kcirinu'iils. tliut had been funiicd f<»r tlie |Hir- 
post' uf till adx jiiirc via Shahiifjpii, was placed iindfr coniniaiid 
t»f Major-di'txTul (loienibatovski, a brigrade cominunder in 
thf» Fifteenth Division, moved southonst from Shnnnjr^lmtun 
and drove the JapaiieM? buek from I'cihosa and Sathaisa, tlius 
greatly aidinof the Russian Ei^lilh Corpii in its retreat from 
territory in vvhirh it was beinfj attacked on three sides, and 
allowing it to reach the desijrnat4>d line, Tontaitzu-Hsintaitzii. 

The Japanese Seventh and l'li*st Divisions readied their 
destinations, the vicinity of Shalinppu and i.uniulio, respec- 
tively, about noon without having met resistance. From 
these positions the Seventh Division was ordered to the line 
Tachuin^suitzu-Tatzupu, the First Division to the KneChang- 
cbiafang-llainiulu. llie Second Cavalry Brigade reached 
OhinchUitai^ the artillery' brigade and infantry reserve reached 
Shalingpu by 6 p. m., die First Cayalry Brigade arrived and 
was posted at Panchiatai to close the gap between the Ninth 
and Seventh Divisions. 

lieutenant-General Topomin, with the Twenty-fifth Rus- 
sian Division (lieutenant-Oenerat Pnevaki) and a mixed 
division from the Tenth Corps (Major-G^eral Shatilov), at^ 
tacked Shalingpu about 5 p. m. The cross fire from the 
Seventh and First Divisions repulsed the attack. The Rus- 
stanSy though losing heavily, continued to hold the villages 
in their victnityi repulsing the attacks of the Japanese. 

On account of the progress of the Japanese following the 
Rifle Corps and Kossagovski^s brigade on the right bank of 
the Iliin, a slight change was made in the Russian plan of 
withdrawal of the Secorul Army, which was ordered to 
occupy the line Tusampu, Changsupu, Sualpu, with reserve 
at Suhupu and advance troops at Tawankampu. The 
Tenth Corps was to march on Sualpu. In the Eighth Corps 
the Fifteenth Division was to act as rear guard of the Second 
Army and withdraw along the left bank of the ITun. The 
mixed division under General Golend)atovski was to act as 
rear guard on the right bank of the Ilun, keeping abreast of 
the Fiffeentli Division. A nnxed division <'f throo n\irinients 
from the Sevnif rent h Corps was sent under coimnand of 
Majtir-( ieneral \)v Witt to st renirt !ieti (he Russian ioive act- 
in*: a<:ainst i^lialin^'pu. A detachment of 8 J battalions and 
24 guns from the Kille Curpt> was aent, under Majur-Geueral 
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Churin, during the night of Marcli 2 to reonforcc the troops 
in thia same region^ where General Kaulbars took cointnand 
in person about 0 a. m. on the 3d, ieaying General I^iaunitz 

in command in the Suhupu rejjion. 

On March 3 the Japanese Fifth Army was still held in 

check by the Russians. 

Tn the V\ml Army llu' Twelfth Division continued its 
attack, but was iniMbIc make any Jnateriul pm^^ross. The 
Second (fUiirds lirigade crossed the Sha Riv^er on the m'^\\\ 
of ih«' L'd .'^d and seized the hei«^hts nortli nf Tlonsuiig- 
niupiit/u iiml Tangciiiatun. It then attacked tlie iiiuin [»osi- 
tion unsu( ( ( ssfully, hut maintained ii> i>wn position on the 
riji^ht bank <»f (he Sha liivcr and n'puised the liussiau attacks 
that were inadr on the ni^dit of tlic 3d. 

The li ussiiiutt J aade an attack from iu front of Fengchiapu, 
but were repulsed. 

There was no change iu the conditions in front of the 
Fuurtli Army. 

In the Japanese Second Arniy a force from the Toniioka 
Detachment made an unsuccessful attack un Tanmchinycn. 
The right t)f the Fourth Division, strengtheTUHi by the 
Thirty-fourth Infantry from the Third Division, advance<i 
to.Feilintai; the left of the Fourth Division moved forward 
from East Plsiaohantai. By niglit the division formed a 
line from Sanchiatzu, t)i rough Hsiaokao, to Hoanclii. The 
'Fifth Division advanced from Shoukuanpu to a line from 
west of Inerhpu to Suliandampu, skinnishing with the Rus- 
sian rear guard at Tontaitzu. The Eighth Division marched 
up both banks of the Hun, from Wanchutai and Hsiaoliputrai, 
the right column recroasing the river below Litapu to 
Waichiapu. 

In the Third Army there was no change of position by the 
Seventh and First Divisions. The Ninth Division, relieved 
by the Eighth Division, Second Army, moved to Unchiatai. 

General Topomin, with his force of 32 battahons, again 
attacked Shalingpu. The Japane.se First Artillery Brigade 
and infantr}' reserve liad now deployed near this village, 
adding their fire to that of the Seventh and First Divisions, 
The Russians lost heavily, particularly in the right colunm, 
Twentv-fifth Division, under Lieu tenant-General Pnev.ski. 
General Kaulbars arrived about 9 a. m. and directed the 
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A'lthdrawal of the attackirii: force. The troops of the 
'J wciity-fifth Division were halted near Yukuantun, those 
of the Tenth Corps, near Huankutien. l)e Witt's detach- 
ment, 114 battalions, was occupying the line Makuantxu- 
Houtai. 

On the extreme left the Japanese Second Cavalry Brigade 
came into contact near Tafangshen with Birper's brigade, 
retiring from the Hsinmintun region, supported by about 
25 squadrons of Russian cavalr3^ Two battalions were sent 
from the First I)ivisi<m reenforcc tbc Second (\ivnhy 
Brigade which, coiicliidin*: tliat if was confronted by an 
ofTonsivp (»])onitioii, tt>ok up a defensive position. In the 
rvcning tlie Russians withdrew, no severe fightinL' having 
« (ccMrred. Birgei' proceeded to Tlushihiai si at ion with his 
main bi>dy; a (ieiu< I n ( :it se|)arated from the iiiaiu body 
and reached the Mukden station. 

Tlie first Siberian Corps arrived at Mukden station in the 
alterno<»n. 

Because of the disaster at Shahni;j>ii the Russian pkin was 
still further modilied. 'i\venty-four battalion^ of the S*'cond 
Army were to be left astride the 11 un Kiver in the Machiapu 
position, with a rear guard at Suhtipu. The remainder of 
the Second Army was to be concentrated, on the fortified 
line west of Mukden, in readiness to take the offensive against 
the Japanese Tliird Army. The right of the Third Army 
was to be withdrawn so as to run from linsheugpu tlirough 
Laishengpu. 

To carry out this plan, General Launita ordered parts of 
the Tenth, Eighth, and Rifle Corpe to march in two columns 
through Machiapu to Shatotzu, the trains crossing to the 
right hank of the Hun by way of the railway bridge. The 
Fifteenth Division, General Ivanov, on the left bank and 
Golembatovski's detachment on the right bank of the Ilun, 
were to remain in position. General Tolmachey, command- 
ing a portion of General GrekoVs cavalry was to protect the 
ri|^t flank of this line. 

The resulting movements were carried on during the night 
and were still in progress on the 4th. 

General Golembatovski apparently found liimself unable 
to hold his portion of the line on the 8d and withdrew pre- 
maturely. General lyanov, because of this withdrawal, 
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decided it was not practicable to occupy Chan^supu, hut fell 

back at onoe to Tatai without occupjring Subiipu. The 

latter village was occupied by a Japanese party about 11 

p. m., and Gonoral Ivaiiov then extended his ri^ht to the 

Hiin River at Erhtaitzu, in ordrr tr> hiir the further approach 

of the Japanese against the right flank of the Russian Third 
Army. 

On March 4 the Japanese Fifth Anny, findinpj itself unable 
to advance, desisted from attackin;,'. ihoui^b remaiiiini; in 
contact \vif)i its opponents. The left of the riirht coluinn 
was \-i'^)i ouslv atia< i\c(i l)\ the Ivussians who were recnforced 
by the arrival of llie Eight} -lll'l h Keginient. 

In the Japanese First Army the Fifteenth RriErade left tlie 
Thirty-ninth Kol)i Regiment between Hsikouling and Peila- 
iinkouliug and concentrated tiie remaining troops near 
Houch!a\ni. The Twelfth Brigade was drawn back to north, 
of Tabekou aiul concentrated on the remainder of the Twelfth 
Division, which then attacked and carried the first Russian 
position north of Pienniulupu, The Japanese also carried a 
trench near Ilousungrnuputzu, thus improving the situation 
of their troops in that vicinity. 

There was no change in the conditions in front of the 
Foortli Army, to which the Tomioka Detachment and the 
Fourth Divisioii were transferred at noon. The Fourth 
Division captured Hsiaosholuitzu and Laishengpu, repulsing 
three attempts to recapture the latter. At the time of the 
capture of Hsiaosholuitzu the left of the Tomioka Detach- . 
ment moved forward and captured Tamuchinyen. The 
oppofflng Fifth Siherian Corps withdrew to the line Suchiatun^ 
Peitaitzu-Pechentsu. 

The right of the Fifth Dividon, after repulsing an attack, 
advanced and occupied Inerhpu. The remainder of the 
division assembled at Changsupu. The artillery of the divi- 
sion, from between Suhupu and Suliandampu, assisted the 
advance of the Eighth Division on the opposite bank of the 
Hun. Later, the Fifth Division, leaving one detachment at 
Suhupu and one at Changsupu, crossed the Hun and pro- 
ceed ed air a i n s t 1 Isi aoshatotzu . 

The Eighth Division occupied Hiatzu, Hsiaoyushupu, and 
Tayushupu, and the advance troops took up a posit ion from 
Yulinpu to Nienkuantun in which they were subjected to 
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infuiiti v and artillery lire from Y angshiliiim, lisiaoshatotzu, 

and Muf.luaj>u. 

Tlie first line of the Fifth Division tlion advanced auainst 
the portion of the line betwren the old railway bridge and 
ITsinoshatotzu, being assisted by the lire of the Fifth Artil- 
h'l s lve<^iment from east of Tajushupu. The attack sullered 
severely and made nu prosrress. 

The Tliird Divnsion, in the Japanese Manchurian aiiny 
reserve, was added to the Second Army and by sunset hud 
reached Tuinandou and Hsiaochiiigsuitzu. The headquar- 
teiB of the Becond Army moved to Waichiapu, its general 
reserve to SuUandampu. 

In the Japanese Tbird Aiiny the NinUi Dlyiaon was 
directed to march on Mukden station, the Seventh Division 
on the north Tombs, and the First Division on Chengitun. 
The Seventh Division reached Fentai and sent one regiment 
to attack Likuanpu, but this attack was not pressed. The 
First Division reached Tasfaibchiao without opposition. 
The First Cavalry Brigade joined the Second, and the Cav- 
aliy Division, accompanied by 2 batteries and 6 machine 
gons, reached Chienshentaitza. 

On March 5 the Japanese Fifteenth Brigade, attacking 
from the direction <^ Menyaputzu, drove back the troops of 
the Two hundred and eighty-fourth Begunent and occupied a 
fine through Tungkouling. 

In the Japanese Fourth Army the Tenth Division occupied 
LiuchiangtuTi and advanced its line slightly in front of 
Shahopu. The Toinioka Detachment and the Fom th Divi- 
sion advanced to the lines west Manchengtzu, Wenshinpu, 
Tatzuin, and ITsiaosuchiapu, Tasuchiapu, Pechentzu. n sppc- 
tiveJy. This advance was facilitated by the shifting of posi- 
tions in the Seventeenth Corps (weakcin-d l)y the mixed 
divinon that had been drawn from it) by which the Third 
Division stood at right angles to the Fifth Siberian Corps, 
along the railway facing west while the Thirty-fifth Division 
still fronted south. The commander of the Seventeenth 
Corps, in order to ( lose the gap that had rosnltod from bend- 
injr back t lie Fifth Siltcrinn Corps on tin- fourt li directed, at 9 
p. in. of that day, thai his (or|)s should swing back to the 
railway, fa (in u: west. About 11 |). in. he issued a .second I 
order to hold a position, facing south, to the rear of the old

of about 10 l>at I aliun.s wjis near Slianhotun. At this time the 
Third Army contained about 64 battalions. 208 (runs, an<l 18 
mortars. Near Erhtaitzu was a detaobment, Colonel Kiiz- 
netzov, belonpng to the Secontl Army, but transferrtul on 
tills day to the Third Aims . 

The formation of the Russian troops west of Mukden at 
this period, and the Russian plan are shown in the follo^^^ng 
order of General Kauibars, commanding the Second Rusuian 
Army:

In the Japanese Second Army at 4 a. m. the Fifth Divifiion 
resumed its attack toward* Hsiaoshatotxu. Its adraace was 
covered hj the fire of the battalion of field and heavy guns, 
posted north of Tsuichiapu, and the Fifth Artillery Regi- 
ment, posted southeast of Tayushupu, and reached the old 
railway embankment. Here it came under the infantry fire 
of the Russians lidding Machiapu and was repulsed. The 
right of the Eighth Division, attacking with three battalions 
from the direction of Yulinpu, joined on (he left of the Fifth 
Division. The main force of the Eighth Division attacked 
Yangshihtun. Both attacks failed, as did a third attack 
made about 2 p. m. The Third Division moved from Ta- 
chingtsuitzu to relieve the Ninth Division and during the 
night occupied Changshihtun and Suimintun. 

The Ninth Division then withdrew to take up a position 
between the Seventh and First Divisions. Otherwise there 
was no imiH>rtant movement in the Japanese Third Armv. 

During the afternoon the First ^Siberian Corps, less 8 bat- 
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talions of the Ninth Division which had been sent to Shatotzu 
to aid the troops holding the line at and near Machiapu, had 
advanr od with but little opposition to the line Taochiaotim, 

Tachiatzu-Tafanlisintun. 

On Marcli <> the Japanrso Fifteentli Brijjjade made a slight 
advance Ix'vond 'I'iin«:koiding. Otlicrwiso roivHtioiis in 
front of the Japanese First Army did not change materially. 
The lxus«5ians niadr an uiLsuccessfui night attack on the 
Japanese near Tan<^chiatun. 

Tlie Fourth Army eonlinued ils operations west of the 
MftTwhirin roa<l, attackin^^ Shaiiopu, east Hanchenztzu, 
Suebidtun, Peitaitzu and Erhtait/.ii. 

Tlie offensive movement he^uu by the Russian Second 
Army on the precedintr day wjis to be continued according 
to the following order issued by General Kaulbars shortly 
before midnight of the 5th-6lh:

The advance of General Tserpitski's portion of the line 
(from Machiapu to Yangshihtun) was anticipated by the 
renewal and intensification of the attack by tbe Japanese 
Fifth and E2ighth Divisions on Machiapu , llsiaoahatotzu, and 
Yangiahihtun. As on the preceding day , the Russian InAintry 
in Machiapu was able to bring flank and even reverse fire on 
that portion of the Japanese line that succeeded in reaching 
the old raOway embankment. The greater part of the fire 
of the Japanese battalion of field and heavy guns north of 
l^niichiapu and of the Fifth Artillery Regiment of mountain 
guns, southeast of Tayushupu^ was concentrated on Machiapu 
and Haiaoshatotau, and the infantry of the Fifth Diviabn 
made a determined but unsuccessful assault. Toward even- 
ing the Twenty-first Brigade, Fifth Division, now on the left 
bank of the Hun, was detached and ordered to join the Third 
Division. 

The Eighth Division attacked as on the preceding day. 
Its heavy guns took position north of Hsiaoyushupii, its field 
guns crossed the niilwiiy embankment and opened fire against 
Yangsfaihtun. The right of the division, at Y^ulinpu,niade 
an unsuccessful assault, losing heavily. It was assisted by 
the Tliirt^^enth Artillery Regiment, which liad rejoined the 
Eighth from the Fourth Division and had taken position east 
of Tsaochiatun. The left of the Eighth Division also made 
an unsticrossfiil assault. 

The Third Division sent two battalions to a line about 800 
yards east of Changshihtun, the divisional artillery to north- 
east of Changshilitun and the Twenty-first Brigade to 
likuanpu. lU atttick was not pressed. 

The Second Army headqiinrters wrro at Tlnifanpu. the 
general reserve of two battalions at TsMochiutun, where it 
was joined by on«' l)attaiion <>f tin- Tliiii \ -fonrth Keirinu'iit , 
Third Division, returniug from duty with the Fourth Division, 
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Genenl Gemgross moved against Tashihchiuu as ordered. 
The time was opportune, for there was a <:ap on the left of the 
Japanese Seventli Division at Tashihchiao, caused by the 
march nortli to Pinglupu-Koushiliyang of the First Division, 
which had not been closed by the expected arrival of the 
Ninth Division. B}' 1 1 a. m. the advance of this attack ha<l 
penetrated nearly to Tasliihchiao. The right flank guard of 
the advance, Colonel T.<>sli. rarricd Chuanwanchiao about 10 
a. m., the Japanese detaclmient retreating to Liutsiahuan. 
This village was then unsuccessfully attacketl hy Colonel Lesh 
assisted by other troops from General De Witt's column. 
The Japanese Third Army reserves, from Mashanchiatzu, and 
a battalion from the left of flic ScvoTith !>iYision succeeded 
in hdUling the attack in clie<'k until the Ninth Division began 
to arrive. About 'A p. ni. th<' attack was repulsed after losing 
heavily, and General Gerngross onlenul a suspension of the 
forward movement, thus concluding the last important otl'en- 
sive niov(>ment undertaken by the Russian army. hthI pre- 
stimai)l\ causing the decision to withdraw from the iiha to the 
Ilun River. 

Tlic Japanese Cavalry Division was checked by the o|>pua- 
ing ( avalry in the vicinity of Erhtaitzu. 

Tile Secon<l Bri;^'ade of the Thirty-first Division, Tenth 
Corps, in t he reser\^e of General KaulharV army wu.s brought, 
toward evening, from the left hank (»f tlie ilun to Lukuantun 
m response to reports sent by General Tserpitski regarding 
the severe attacks mode on his line between Mocluapu and 
Yangshihtun. 

A detachment of 1 battalions, 8 guns, and 1 scout company, 
under Colonel Tsikovich, was sent by (Tcneral kuropatkhl 
from his reserves to rec»)nnoiter northwest through Santaitzu. 
The Tenth Rifle Regiment, which had arrived by rail, was 
added, and the detachment, under command of Colonel Misse- 
vich, of the Tenth Regiment, was first ordered to hold the 
line Tachiatun-Santaitzu-Yuanchentun and then sent about 
4 p. m. to Makuantzu for the defense o'f the Niuhemton- 
^fakuantzu district. 

On March 7 the left of the Japanese Fifth Aimy made a 
slight advance, establishing communication on the heights 
north of Tuchiaputzu with the Fifteenth Brigade, which had 
been brought to a halt after a slight advance. 
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The Kiiasiaiifi made an attack against tlie heights north of 
Tantccluatun and one against the Tenth Division, both of 
which werr iinsuccesBfuI. 

East IlanchenL't zu was carried, about 1 1 a. m., by the Sixth 
Division and the Tomioka Det aclinient after an engagement 
that had continued from the evening of tlio preceding day. 
In carr} in«; out this attack the Sixth Division concentrated 
flfl its left, and tlie resulting gap on its right was closed by 
inserting the Third Keserve Brigade opposite Shahopu* 

The att^^inpt to carry the attack on east Hanchengtzii to 
ICaoHtun was repulsed. Thr Fourth Division attacked 
ITsiaokushinpu, but did not make any headway until the 
next (hiy. 

In the JapRTiesc SccotkI Army the Fifth I>ivision remained 
stationary. The Ki<,'hlh Division iinnlo a T)i<:bt attack, I lie 
right advancing from soiitln'asl of "^'uhiipn i he left a(l\ aiu iug 
from noHli of Nicnkuaiit im a<:ainst V an^rsliilitun. The 
attack failc*! and the troo])s taking part rctircil lu their origi- 
nal po>--ilions. The 'I'liinI Division maiK' an attack heforo 
davm, in which the Fifth iirij^^ade, General Namho, curried 
Yukuantim, held hv troops of the Twenty-fifth Division. 
Desperate light ing for tlie posse.ssioii of this village continueil 
throughout the day, and at night the remnants of the Fifth 
Brigade, ahout 1,UUU men, many of whom were wounded, 
withdrew to their old line. The desperate fighting causctl 
reinforcements aggregating 4 l)attalions and 2 heuv} batteries 
t<» be sent to the Japanese 1'liird Division and 16 battalions 
to the opposing Russians. In Jai)anese accounts the s<-ene of 
this fighting is fnnjuently placeil at Likuani)u. The Russian 
losses in rpcapturing the village were 141 officers and 5.343 
men killed and wounded. 

The Japanese Third Army was now chaiged with breaking 
through the defimse between Chengitun and the north Tombs. 
Two and one-half brigades of reserves from the Manchurian 
army headquarters were added and assigned to the different 
divisions according to emergency* The Seventh Division 
was to march on the north Tombs, the Ninth Division on 
Ymusontun, and the First Division on Chengitun. 

The Seventh Division carried C%uanwanchiao, held by 
Colonel Lesh, and attacked Tafanhsintun, carrying the 
latter village at nightlaU. The Ninth Division, assisted 
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by tlie Second Artillery Briirj5'l<\ after an enga^ment 
lasting all day, carried Chaohuatmi. held by Colonel Zapobki 
with the Ninth Rifle Regiment and the newly arrived One 
hundred and forty-seventh Infantry Regiment, with heavy 
losses on both sides. The detachments of Colonels Lesh 
and Zapolski were both reenforced by troops from the First 
Siberian Corps. Colonel Zapolski's (letacliinenl hiilted at 
Tachiatzu. The Japanese First Division reached the line 
Siutaitzu-OKengituUi from which it6 artillery damaged the 
railway slightly. 

The Japanese Cavftlr\'^ Division was on ilir line THshindm- 
T-.ichiaputzu after failing in an effort to cut the railway at 
Ilushihtai. 

At 1 p. lu. oil the 7th General Ivuropatkin issued an order 
for withdrawal in which it was direclcU that: 

1. The Thin! Amiy to occupy ihe liirlifications of llie tt-to (It? ponf fmm 
the Ilun to mioubt No. 5 ua^t oi Muchiapu, inclusive, delailiug 16 baltaUons 
to the strategic reserve at Makden. 

2. The Fini Armg to occupy the Fuling and Fushun positions, its right 
on redoubt No. 5. Th«* <lH(aehnu'nifl of Genorak Danilov :in<I Miwlov to 
cover the roaxls leading from fli'- Tin*- Fushun-Yingpan to Tir-Minir. The 
First Army to detail 24 battalions to the strategic rmrve at Mukden. 

3. Tho Stcond Army and corps totuiionirUy attached to same to cover this 
movement, holding back the enemy on the line of the villages Yuanchentun- 
Chaohuatun-Vukuantun-Yang^^hihtuti-Shatotzu, holding enemy back on 
the right of thi.s line to the utmost limit.

5. The troops of the Third }X\\d First Armua ixi withdraw their main lorces 
during tho night of the 7th-8th quite secretly leaving on their positions strong 
n^ar guards which are to retreat only when pressed by tho enemy, holding 
him back aa long as poasible. 

Early on the 8th Colonel Borisov was sent to Tsuerhtun 
with the 5 1 battalions and 8 ^ns belonging to the Fourth 
Siberian Corps and held in reserve by General Kuropatkin, 
thus forming a nucleus for the detachment formed and placed 
under eoniniand of General Milov. General Herschelmann 
and his 16 battalions were taken from General Kaulbars, 
ordered to remain in reserve at \\\r disposition of General 
Kuropatkin, and then ordered to Tsut ilitun to report to 
General Milov. To this detachment under General Milov 
were to he added the 40 battalions and 14 bat teries deta(;hed 
from the First Army and the ^j5 battalions dctacned from 
the Third Army. It was to clear and hold the ground north 
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and west from Tsuerhtun so as to protect the railway and be 
ready for an energetic offenaiTe that was to be exeeutad on 
March 9. 

General Milov was ayailable for the command of tliia 
detachment because of his own corps, the Eighth, having 
since March 3 been distributed among the various detach- 
ments that had been formed. 

By morning of March 8 the withdrawal of the Russian 
First Army was well under way. The withdrawal was 
announced by the flames from burning supplies, and the 
opposing Japanese took up the pursuit. The prepared roads 
leading from the positions back to the Hun facilitated the 
withdrawal, which was accomplished with but few rear- 
guard actions and slight losses in personnel. By daylight 
the Russian Second Army, which lost heavily in materiel, 
)iad occupied its new positions with the 46 battalions remaio- 
ing after detaching the 16 battalions to the strategic reserve. 

The Japanese Fourth Anoy, except the Toniioka Detach- 
ment and the Fourth Division, which were transferred back 
to the Second Army, moved forward in pursuit. The detach- 
ment was ordered to hold the line from Suchiatun to 
Eriitftitzu, the Fourth Division to cross to tho riglit bank of 
the Ilun. The troops, however, were iiiorr or loss disorgan- 
ized by tho flighting of tho procodinf:: dny and hut ono 
battalion, of the Thirty-seventh infantry, had joined the 
Second Army reserve at sunset. 

The iUissians had withdrawn all hut a small rvr\r t;nard 
from Marhia|)u (hiring' tlic ni^ht of tho 7th. On tlu' iiu»niiii*r 
of Maroli N the riglit nf lln' .hijjaiiosc Fifth Division, on the 
left bank of the Hun. a<i\ ancod through Krhtaitzu and, by 
evening, occupied Maohiupu. Tho l«'ft of tlio Fifth Divisi«m, 
which had drawn back boliind tlic oKi railway embankiuont 
during the night. aJvaiK t'd to west of Ilbiaoshatotzu, which 
was still held in force. This advance was asai&tt d by the 
mountain guns uf the division from a position neai the 
railw ay embankment. 

The Japanese Third Division failed to make any progress, 
its action consisting principally of artillery fire. 

In the Japanese Third Army the Ninth Division had a 
village at the junction of the railway and the Santaitsu road 
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«8 objectiTe, the Seyentb Divisioii had Kinchiauatani, the 
Firet Division had Yunsontun. 

One brigade of the Seventh Division attacked Hsiaofan- 
hsintiui and was repulsed with heavy loss. The oiher bri- 
gade and the attached reserves made several unsuccessful 
attacks on Hsiaochiatun. The Ninth Division captured 
Tachiatzu, about 1 p. m., after severe fighting in which the 
Russian commander, Colonel Zapolski, was killed. The First 
Division at tacked the Yuanchentun-vSantaitzu line but, after 
hnrd fighting, was brought to a stand about 600 yards from 
the opposing line. 

The opposing cavalr}^ divisions engaged each other, both 
mounted and dismounted, in the vicinity of Uou&hintun. 

On March 0 the movements of hoth armies were influ- 
enced by a violent gale and accompanying dust storm. 

On the south front the general line of separation was the 
Ilun River, ^\^th the exception of a small area in front of th<> 
Guards at Kiusan and of the hrid^'c lioads. rovorin^ the 
crossin^rs south of Mukden, still held by troops from the 
Kussiaii Third Army. 

From Fiishuii northeast toward ^ iii^])an were the detach- 
ments uf Ivenricnkamjtf. Danilov and Maslov; fmni Kushun 
west to TjivinL^tin wi-n* tn»ops of the Third and Second 
Sihcrinn ( 'or|)>: from Kiusan west tlirougli Fuliii;^' to redoubt 
No. .">, at Muchiapu. were troops of the Fourth Siberian and 
First Army Corps; a u»tul of lOU battalions after detaching 
40 battalions to the stnitegic reserve. 

The right colunm of tlie Japanese Fifth Anny ptirsucd in 
the direction of "1 iiigpan. The advance guard uf the left 
colunm reached Fushun but withdrew because of the strength 
with which the prepared positions north of the Fusliun- 
Kapukai line were occupied. 

In the Japanese Firat Army the right column of the 
Twelfth Division (Twenty-third Brigade) wss on the left 
bank of the Hun, opposite Holungtien. The left column 
(Twelfth Brigade) occupied the heights northeast of Taying- 
tin and west of Hsiaotai with one regiment, having pene- 
trated the gap in the fine between Kiusan and Tayingtin. 
The Guards reached the vicinity of Huanchiakou, sending 
the cavalry regiment and one battalion to Hushinpu. The 
Guards B«serve Brigade was at Tayingtin* The Second 
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Division urived at the Hun and occupied the bridges at 
Fuabtm and Kapukai. 

In the Japanese Fourth Army the reeerre reached Yan- 
kuantun, the Tenth Diyision reached Wandaintun. The 
Sixth Division, leaving a detachment at Wanshitun, moved 
to in front of the bridge heads in the vicinity of Changhutun. 

In the Japanese Second Army the Tomioka Detachment 
extended to the left so as to cover the ground held by the 
Fourth Division, which concentrated at Machiapu and sent 
one brigade across the Ilun to attack toward Tvpa, aiding 
the Fifth Division. The latter had, by a night attack, ap- 
proached close to Shatotzu, where it was checked and suffer- 
ing severely from a crf>ss fire. The attack of the Fourth 
Division and tlie fire of ite artillety from near Takushinpu 
relieveil the situation. 

The Eighth Division, leavin*; 5 Imttalions at Nienkuantun 
and Yulinpu, withdrew behind tlie old railway embankment 
and marched to Fentai, via T^anshantai and Jnhcn, to take 
the place of tlie Seventh Division. The Tliird Division 
extended its left by dispatciiinjc: 2 battalioiLs of infantry 
and 1 of artillery to near Fentai. The action of the Third 
Division was confined mninly to artillery fire. 

In the Japanese I'hir l Army tlie Ninth Division was 
withdrawfi and sent tA) the left of First Division. The 
Seventh Division moved to its loft, (Kcupiod the <^round 
vacated by the Niiitli Divis on, and attacked the hne San- 
tait'/u-Tjichiatuii hut was reptdsfMl. Tlic First Division, 
having Ihmmi repulsed in a lULrht attaek on tlie line Sanlaitx.u- 
YuaiK'hentun. was allackcd from the noilh In (ieneral 
Ilersclielniaiin and Colonel Borisuv and the left fon cd hju k 
toChengitun, with the exception of a small party of Jupunese 
who reached Santaitzu and barricaded themselves in some 
iaiizas on the northeast ed^e of the village, repulsing all 
efforts to dislodge llieiu. The reserves of the Japanese First 
Division checked this counter attack about 1 p. m. and 
another detachment from the First Division again attacked 
Yuanchentun at 2 p« m. At 6 p. m. the Russians again 
advanced and drove the left of the First Division back to 
Chengitun, where it was enabled to nutke a stand by the 
arrival of a brigade from the general reserve. 
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The Ninth Di-nsioii, from Taochiatun, attacked toward 
Hsiaochiaotzu with its main body and Hushihtai with a 
detachment. The main body reached Kuoehantim; the 
detachment reached Waishutzu. 

The opposing cavahy diTisionB were still in the vicinity of 
Tashintun and Honshintun. 

General Kuropatkin decided to retreat to Tiehling and 
ordered that during the night the armies retreat to a line 
through Htishihtai station, Puho, and farther east; the 
Third Army to withdraw from the bridgeheads, using the 
Mandarin road without entering Mukden; the Second Army 
to cover the retreat of the Third Army from the west and 
thru to rotrnat along the railway in succession from its left 
flank ; t lie First Army to cover the retreat of the Third Army 
with its right corps and to withdraw, covering the roads 
leading from the line Fuling-Fushun-Yingpan toward Tieh- 
ling. 

At the time this order was issued General Kuropatkin 
had received no information regarding the piercing of the 
line at Kiusan, and intended to make a rigorous attack 
westward witli the detachment of General Milov and thus 
further facilitate the withdrawal of the Third and Second 
Annies. 

In the witli<)rfiwal the 14 hattalions and 47 <;uns remain- 
in-' wiili the Sixth Sihcrian Corps were to follow the road, 
rniuiiii^ j>n»en( ally parallel to the Mandarin road, from 
MiK'liiapu to I.i«Miliuachi; the Fifth Siheriaii juiti Seventeenth 
r(>r])s, ;{1 hatlalions and 120 gunw, were to foUow the Man- 
(hirin road, the first passing west, the second east of Mukden, 
aftei- [)a»in;^ which the Seventeenth Corj)s was to form the 
I t ar i^uard uf the Third Army. In the vS(>cond Anny (reiu-ral 
rser|)itski ^^dth his 45 battalions and 164 guns was to move 
from T.anviitun to east of the railwjiy and then through 
Yuanchentun, 'i'snerlitun , and Kuchenlzu, keeping abreast 
the Third Army ; the Twenth-lifth Division and Fiist Siberian 
Corps, 52^ battalions and 144 ginis, were to move through 
Wasia along the west side of the railway without crossing 
the same, the Twenty-iifth Division leading and the First 
Siberian Corps following successively from its left flank. 
The rear guards of the three columns of the Second Army 
were to maintain connection. General Launita, reenforced 
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t<» 40 hattalioiis and IIH fri\T\f<, wns to cover the witlidraw al 
by liol(liii<2' tlic 'rachitttun-Saiitailzu-^ nanclicnt un lino, drivo 
the* fTaj>aii»->t' hack to the line Tacliiat zu-Kuochit iin and 
withdraw tu Iluhhihtai by detachments from 1ns left Hank. 

On March 10 the left eohmin of tli(> Japaaeti*^ Fifth Army 
and the Second Division. First Artny, attacked the positions 
north of Fushun, Kaj>ukai, and 'I'ita, occu])icd l)y rear guards 
of the Russian First .Viiuy. These rear guard;* uHcrcd such 
resistance that the entire day was occupied by the Japanese 
in reaching a line through Manyutsuantzu. The Twelfth 
DiTiaioa earned the line northeast of Holungtien and com- 
pleted the occupation of the Hushinpu region. The Quards 
carried the positions on the heights northwest of Kiusan 
and followed the retreating rear guard to, and diq>laced it 
the line Finglaotzu-Talingtzu, from where the artillery 
of the Japanese advance guard fired upon the retreating 
columns passing north along the railway and Tiehlmg road. 

In the Japanese Fourth Anny the Tenth Division carried 
the positions north ol Tichiafang and east of Fuling and 
followed the rear guard to a line from east of Kuanchiakou 
to Taaoehiakou, tvhere it was brought to a stand by a coun- 
ter attack. About 11 a. m. it occupied the heights north 
of Tsaochiakou and fired on the retreating columns on the 
Tiehling road. The rcst rvc of the Tenth Division, which at 
midnight had crossed the Ilun northeast of Yankuantun, 
drove back a Russian force from near Sanchiatzu and Mao- 
cliiatun and advanced to a line from northeast of Yulingpu to 
F>rhtaitzu, where it was brought to a stand by the Seventeenth 
Corps retiring in front of the Japanese Sixth Division, which 
at midnight had crossed the Hun southwest of Yankuantun, 
and had overtaken a portion of the Seventeenth Corps at a 
point east of Mukden. 

In the Japanese Second Army, the Russians succes- 
sively i^nthdrcw from south to north from their positions, 
the Fourth. Fifth, and Third J)ivisions advanced and drove 
oil' the opposing' rear guards. Tlie Fourth and Fifth Divi- 
siorjs reached points southwest and west of Mukden by 
nightfall, portions of butii divisions entering the city about 
7 p. m. 

T1i«' Ki<:lith Division. alMuit notm, advanced to a lino from 
Clmisotun through Tapingchuang to Ilsiaochiatun and, at 
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nif^ht, with tho main body, occupied the hills on which the 
north Tombs are siluaUnl. 

Tn the Jfl panose Third Ariiiy the Seventh Division lia<l nnicle 
a night attack un th(^ Santaitzu-Tachiatun line, in wliich 4 
battalions succeeded in rnlering the walled inclo.surc of the 
north 'Ponihs. The riMnaiiuior of the attacking force was 
repulsed, thus IcaNin*: the 4 battalions isolated until toward 
evening, when Tacliiatun was linally carried by the remain- 
der of the Seventh Division. 

The First Division carried Santaitzu about 5 p. m. and 
Yuanchentun a littfe later. The Ninth Division, assisted by 
the Second Artillery Brigade^ carried Tungchangshan shortly 
after noon. The detachment in front of Waishutzu made an 
unsuccessful attack on and withstood a counter attack from 
Hushihtai. 

General MUov succeeded in holding a line west of the rail- 
wayj running from Waishutzu through Hsiaochiaotzu to 
Yuanchentun, until the main bodies of the troops from the 
southwest had cleared the narrow space that still separated 
the Japanese First and Fourth Armies on the east from the 
Third Army on the west. The troops under General MiloT 
had been reinforced during the day by yarious fractions from 
the retreating columnB. 

The battle of Mukden proper came to an end with the 10th 
of March, although many scattered detachments of Russians 
surrendered to the Japanese at a later date, and the pursuit 
did not end until Tiehiing had been occupied on March 16. 

As a result of the battle the Japanese captured 66 guns, 
62/200 lifles, 277,700 rounds of artillery ammunition, 
26,640,000 rounds of rifle anmiunition, the tramways that 
had been used to supply the Russian positions, and various 
quantities of suppUes that had been abandoned by the 
Ru^ians. 

The Japanese reported their losses at about 50,000 killed 
and wounded. The Knssians report<^d 27/5 officers and 8. 026 
men killed, 1,576 ofiicns and 40,426 men wounded m\d .^56 
officers and ^51,253 men Jiiistein;::. iiiaking a total of2.1>5 
oliicrrs and s'.i.oOo men. Of the niis8iii<_c Kussiaiiii, about 
JO. (100 were made phsuners; the remainder properly belong 
to the killed. 
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Tlio Jupancsr forces that pursued the Riissinns wore \mi\- 
( ipally from the left coluiiiu of the Fifth Army, tiic hciond 
ami Twelfth Divisions of the First Army, and, for a short dis- 
tance, the Eiijhth Division of iIk Second Army. 

The liusisiaii rear guard luolv position at the Fan Kiver; 
troops from the First Army on the ri<^lil Hank, and the divi- 
sions of (leneral Mishchenko, who Inid now returned to duty, 
on the left. On Ahirch 14 the Japanese Seeoiul and Twelftli 
Divisions attacked this position. The advance troops suf- 
fered a repulse. l)Ut, with i\u arrival of reinforcemeut^s, the 
position was carried, and the pursuit continued through 
Tiehling, which was captured on March 15 after but slight 
resistaQce. 

The Russian aitny occupied a position, throng Fengbua 
and Ssupingkai, perpendicular to the railway, the left detach- 
ment at Heilimgcheng. 

The Japanese occupied a position through Fakumen, 
Changtufu, and Kaiyuaa, the right detachment in the 
Ticinity of Hsingking. 

Contact betvreen the two armies was regained and daily 
skirmiflhes, of greater or leas seTcrity, continued without any 
important change of position on the part of either combatant 
until an armistice between the opposing armies was entered 
into on September 14, 1905. 

NAVAL OPERATIONS. 

On February 6, 1904, Vice-Admiral Togo left Sasebo, con- 
TOying the transports Tahev, Otaru, and Heijo, carrying 
troops of the Twelfth Division to Chemulpo. 

The fleet rendezvoused off Mokpo on the 7th, and Kear 
Admiral I'rvu, with the I'^ouith Division, was detached to 
convoy the transports to Chenudpo, while the main llect {)ro- 
ceeded to the vieinity <^f the Klhott Islands. From thi.s ren- 
dezvous one hotillaof torpedo boats and destroyers was sent 
to Tali en wan Bay. another to Port Arliiur. with orders to 
blow up the Kuhstian vessels. The Talienwan llutilla found 
no Riis.«?inn vessels and returned to the rendezvous. The 
other iluiillu found the greater part of the Russian squadron 
lying outside the harbor of Port Artiiur. The torpedo boats 
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advanci'd and disrhnrged torpedoes, striking the Pzarevich, 
RetvizaUy and Pullada. All three vessels were seriously 
injured, but were subsequently repaired by the Russians. 

Hear Adniind Urjii's division arrived off Chomuljio on tlie 
afterikoon ol Krbrunry S. The (Jhiyothi, which had been 
in Chenud])o lIarl>or siiiee the precedinj^ December, left on 
the 7th, abdut 1 1.;^0 p. ni., and joined the Japanese division. 

The Russian cruiser Vaniiig and giniboat Konjih ^v^«n• also 
Ijiug in the har))or. The latter steamed out on appr(jac:h of 
the Japanese division and fired a shot, said by the Russians 
to have been accidental, and the Japanese replied by (iis- 
charging two torpedoes, both ineffective. The Koryetz then 
returned to the liarbor. 

When the landing of trooi)s from the transports was com- 
pleted the Japanese transports and division steamed outside 
the harbor, and Rear Admiral Vryu demanded of the com- 
mander of the Russian vessels that they leave tlie harbor 
before noon of February 9 under penalty of being attacked 
in the harbor; such attack not to take place before 4 p. m., 
February 9, 1904. 

The notice was also conveyed to the foreign warships in the 
harbor by the Japanese consul at Chemulpo. 

About noon the Russian ressels steamed out, and, after an 
engagement of about thirty-ffye minutes, returned to the 
harbor, where the Karyeiz was blown up by her commander, 
and the Van/ag burned the same evening. The Russian 
transport Sunyari, lying in the harbor, was burned to prevent 
capture by the Japanese. 

The Japanese suffered no casualties. The Russians had 
about 100 killed and wounded. The wounded and other 
survivors were temporarily recmved on British, French, and 
ItaHan war ships. 

B^des the torjK'do-boat flotilla the Japanese division 
consisted of the Asama, Chiyoda, Namwa, TakaMkOf JUeashiif 
and NiikLka. 

On the morning of the 9th Admiral Togo approached Port 
Arthur with his squadron and engaged the Russian ships and 
batteries' at long range for about two hours. As a result of 
this engagement, the Poltava, Ditinu, Ask-old, and Norik were 
injured. The Ru.ssiaus lost 10 men killed and 2 officers and 
44 men wounded. The Japanese lost 4 killed and 54 wounded, 
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3 officeni being killed and 14 officers and cadets wounded. 
Several of the Japanese yeaseb were struck, but none seriousl j 
damaged. 

The Japanese fleet, in addition to the destroyers and tor- 
pedo boats^ contained the battle ships Aaaki, Mikaaa, Hat- 
suse, SMkiehima, Fuji, YaaMma, the armored cruisers Tokiwa 
Aztma, hpalUt Yakwmo^ IdzumOf the protected cruiserB Taka- 
wgoy Chitosef Yoshino, K/uagif and the dispatch boat TatmUa, 
The Russian fleet, under Vice-Admiral Stark, in addition to 
tho destroyers and torpedo boats, contained the battle ships 
Reirizan, Sewutopol, Cgarevieh, PaUava, Petropavhmhf Peres- 
vietf Pobieda, the armored cmiser Bayarif the prntet ted 
cniisers^^^o^ff, Diana, PaUada, Novik, Boyarin, and j^inboats 
Bober, Otvaghikif (iremiaslicM, Dzh izhil, Haaboimk, and GUjfok. 

On February 11 the Vladivostok sqiiadrnn. consisting: of 
the (rroniohai, liossia, Jiuril', and Bogaiir, iired on the Japa- 
nese stramrrs Naganura Mnru (700 tons) and the Zensho 
Mam (200 tons) in tho vicinity of the Tsiipini Straits. Tlir» 
latter tosspI oscaped; the former was sunk, two of her crew 
beinii: drowned. 

On FebruarA' 1.? t!u> Hn^>^iMn torpedo transport Yenisei 
struck u minp whu li sh<' lia l just laid in Talienwan Bay, 
and '^nnk; 4 odicers and *)2 men were lost. The lioi/nrh) in 
eiideuvoring to aid tlie )'( ii 'tsei also struck a mine and sul>se- 
quently sank from her injuries?. 

On the night of February 13 the fourth torpetio-boat 
flotilla, consisting of the }fvrasame, Jhmtsame, Asagiri, and 
Iltn/dfori, under (Vunmaiuier Nagai, was dispatched against 
tlie liussiuu vessels at Port Arthur. The vessels of the 
flotilla were separated by stress of w euther, and two failed to 
reach Port Arthur. The Amgiri arrived near the entrance 
about 3 a. m. on the 14th, was fired on, discharged a torpedo 
and retired. The Hayatori did likewise about 5 a. m. 
Neither torpedo was effective. 

On February 16 the armored cruisers Nisshin and Kasuga 
(formerly Moreno and Rivadaviaf each of 7,770 tons dis- 
placement and launched in 1903 and 1902, respectively, at 
Sestri Ponente, Italy), purcha4sed by the Japanese from the 
Argentine Republic shortly before the outbreak of the war, 
arrived at Yokosuka. 
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FIRST ATTEMPT TO BIX)CK POET ARTHUR. 

The First and Third S({uadro]i8 made an unsuccessful 
a t tempt on the morning of February 24 to block Port Arthur. 
Five steam 3rr the Tensldn Mara (2,942 tons), Hokoku Maru 
(2,766 tons), Jimen Maru (2,331 tons), Buyo Maru (1,163 
tons), and Buahu Maru (1,249 tons), loaded with artificial 
stnuv and manned by 77 volunteer oliicers and crew, were to 
be taken ti> the entrance and there sunk by being blown up. 
A torpedo-boat flotilla composed of the Murakumo, Yu^iri, 
Shiranui, and Ka^ero^ under mmTii md of Captain Mano, 
was to rcconnoiter and destroy tho Russian ships. The 
torpedo boats Ilaynhv.^n, Kasam^, MaMizuru , Ckidori, and 
Tsuhtnni wore to ])i('k up the crews of tlx' simkeii vessels. 

Al)«>ut ■_'.:>() a. m. the Russian seur<'hli<j;hts revealed the 
presence of the Japanese ve»els. whicli were tired upon by 
the fortifieai ions and t)ie Httci:(iii, which was still lying 
beached near tlie entrance to the harl)or, nnch'r (lohien Hill. 
The Russian ^niard sliip wu^ thiven buck by the lurpedo-boat 
flotilla. The Ttmhin Mai-u grounded on the east coast of 
Laotiehshan in endeavoring to avoid the Russian search- 
lights and after being nioie or less damaged by lire. The 
steering gear of tlic Jiii^hu Mara was struck and the vessel 
grounded not far from the Tensliin Maru, and was then 
blown up by the crew. The Buyo Maru was so .seriously 
damaged that she sank before reacliiug the harbor entrance. 
The Hokoku Mam and Jinsen Maru reached the entrance 
and were succeesfully blown u]), the. former near the light- 
house on Tiger's Tail, the latter undei- Golden Hill, near the 
RHvizan, 

With the excej>tion of three men slightly wounded, the 
crews of the vessels were uninjured and all safely picked up, 
after haying taken to their boats, by the destroyed. The 
last of them were not picked up until the afternoon. One 
man was killed on one of the destroyers. 

On F( l iniiU} lA the First and Third Squadrons approached 
Fort Artiiur and engaged in an exchange of long-range fire 
with the Hayan, Axkold, and Nwik lying outside the harbor, 
and into which they withdrew. During this engagement the 
Se(^ond (Armored Cruiser) S(iuadron, under Vice-Admiral 
Kamimura, discovered and chased two Russian destroyers 
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near Laotiehshan, coming from a westerly direction. One 
of the destroyers escaped; the other, the VntichUelni, was 
driven into Pigeon Bay and destroyed. 

On Fohniary 19 Admiral Makarov left St. Petersburg, to 
superstule Admiral Stark in cununaiid of the Kusaian fleet 
at Port Arthur 

On Mareli (» ilie Japanese* Armored Cruisei- Sqiia<]roTi (7 
ships) bomhanled Vla«iiv()st ok from a rau^e of about 5 lUile:^, 
but receivetl no reply from the fortilicati*>Hs. 

On the 0th the Russians sank two vessels — the IJarhui m\d 
the Hailnr — oiitside the entrance to the harbor, for the pur- 
pose of (leran^^iTij;' any subsequent attempt to block Port 
Arthur. Two oilier vet.sels were sunk later for the same 
purpose. 

During the eurh muniing of March 10 a flotilla of Japanese 
destroyers, commanded by Captain Asai. laitl mines outside 
Port Arthur Harbor. At the same tinie a second flotilla 
encountered 6 Russian torpedo-boat destroyers and a severe 
engag'^ment at short range ensued. Considerable damage 
resulted on both sides* The Russian destroyer Stereguschi 
was finally taken in tow by the Japanese destroyer Sasajiamif 
but the towline parted and the former sank. 

The Baifan and Nwik steamed out to the assistance of the 
StereguitM, but returned to the harbor on the approach of 
the Japanese fleet, which engaged in a long-range fire with 
the fortifications. 

Jn the engagement between the destroyers the Japanese 
lost 9 killed and 12 wounded. The Russians lost 3 killed, 
34 wounded, and 4 captured on the Siere^itschi, 

On March 16 a Russian destroyer — the Shori — ^while search- 
ing for mines near Port Arthur struck one and was lost. 

On the night of March 21-22 two flotillas of Japanese 
destroyers laid mines in the outer harbor of Port Arthur. 
The main squadron arrived off harbor on the morning of 
the 22d, a portion of the fleet having prm ceded to Pigeon 
Bay, and a long-range fire was exchanged with the fortifica^ 
tions, a portion of the fire being indirect and over the I. an 
tiehshan. The Russians on land had 5 idlied, 9 wounded, 
and I accidentally injured. 
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SECOND ATTEMPT TO BLOCK POBT A&THU&. 

On March 27, about 3 a. m., the Japanese made a second 
attempt to Uock Port Arthur, sending; 4 Tessels to be sunk 
in the channel, under the protection of the deetrojers Skira- 
kunutf Kamtmif Astu^io, Akchuki, Ikaeuchif AkebonOf Oboro^ 
Inaeumat Uaugumo, Sazanami, Sh InoTume, and the tor- 
pedo boats Kariffone, Aoidkaf IJato, Tmibanu, ^KagoMgi, and 
Manazuru. 

The Okiya Mora (1,746 tons) anchored ahout one-half 
chain from sliore, on the western side of Golden ITill, and 
blew herself up. The Fukui Maru (1,204 tons) advanced 
a Httle farther past the port side of the Clnjo }faru, was 
struck by a Russian torpedo ami then blew herself up. The 
Yaltikn Maru passed the port side of the Fukui Maru, an- 
chored, and blew herself up. The Yoneyama Maru (2,693 tons) 
collided with a Russian destroyer, then passed between the 
Cliiyo Maru and Fnhit Maru and reached the middle of the 
fairway, wiicre sho was struck by a Russian torpetlo, blown 
up and sunk, the momentum driving her over to the left 
shore. 

Among the crews of the bhx'kinj; vessels there were killed 
1 ofFieer (Toinmnnder Iliure on the Fukui Mam) and 3 men; 
wounded, 3 cHieer*! nnd li men. 

The Russian dcstrnyer Silini in enga^ijement with the 
Japanese destroyers, liad 7 killed aTi<l Mnmided, btrauded 
on the nx ks near (inlden ITill, but was taken int(t the harbor. 

On March M) t he coiruiuuuler of tiic Aliii-fiii.shmta accompa- 
nied the Japanese consid -general at Shanghai in the inspec- 
tion of the arms removed from the Russian ginil)oat Mand- 
zliur, which had l)een in tlmt port since the oiitl)reak of tlie 
war and from w hich the \ ilal parts of machinery hail been 
removed on March 28. 

During the early momhig of Aprd 13 the Japanese mine 
ship Koryu Maru succe€<led in laying some mines near the 
entrance to Port Arthur, being acoompanie<l hj the fourth 
and fifth destroyer flotillas and the fourteenth torpedo-boat 
flotilla. At dawn the second destroyer flotilla discovered 
the Russian destroyer Strashni, which had become separated 
from her own flotilla during the night while emitting outside 
the port, and after a short engagement sank her. A second 
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Riissitm ilcstntyer, comin^r from the dinvtioii of LaotiehshaUy 
was attacked. I>iit o^:rnp<Ml into (he liarbor. 

The Bayan apijioacluHl and jiickrd up na many of \ho 
iStnisfini's vrew as posj^ibk*. at the sanio time returning tlio 
fire of the destroyers ajid the Juj)aneso Third Squadron, 
which had arrived off Fort Arthur ahoul 8 a. m. The No- 
vikf AsX'old, D'uLha, }*<troi><ivI<rviik, Poineda, and PoUam 
joined the Bayan and followed the slowly retiring Third 
Scjundron ahout 1"» niikvs to the southeast. The Japanese 
First Squadron, which was concealed in the fog ahmit 30 
miles off and had been called by wireless telegraphy, ar- 
rived. The Russian fleet then retired toward the harbor. 
About 8.30 p. in. the PeU^jKivlm^sJc struck two of the mines 
laid by the Koryu Mam the preceding night ; the explosion 
extended to the boilers and magaziiies, and tbe Teasel broke 
in two and sank. Iler complement was 650, and only about 
6 officers and 30 sailorB escaped. Yice-AdnuFal Makarov, 
Rear-Admiral Molas, and Captain JakovleT were among the 
killed; the Qrand Duke Cyril was among those who escaped. 
The Pobieda, while endeavoring to rescue Uie surviyors of 
the Peiropafiaitaif also struck one of the mines and was seri- 
ously injured. She succeeded in reaching the harbor^ how- 
eTer, and was subsequently repaired. 

On the night of April 25 the Kinahu Mam, which had the 
preceding day carried a company of Japanese infantiy from 
Gensan to Iwon, and again had the company on board, was 
torpedoed and sunk by a vessel of the Vladivostok squadron. 
Those troops on board which had not taken advantage of 
the one hour granted to leave the vessel, thus becoming 
prisoners, were lost. 

Vice-Admiral Kanumuia's (armored cruiser) squadron, 
after searching for the survivors of the Kinshu Mam, ap- 
proached Vladivostok and fired on two Russian torpedo 
boats, which retired to the harbor, and the fortifications. 
The latter returned the iire. Ko loss was reported on either 
side. 

In the latter part of April the Tiussian destroyer Beschumni, 
w-hile searching for mines. striK k one and was seriously dom- 
fl<;ed. She succeeded in returuiiig to port, and was subse- 
quently repaired. 
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THIBD ATTEMPT TO BLOCK POST ABTHTJB. 

About 2 A. m. on May H the Japanese made a third attempt 
to block tbe entrance to Port Artbiir. The vessels actually 
sunk consisted of the Tatomi Mam (1,953 tons), Sagami 
Mam (1,926 tons^, Mihtnxi Mam (1,967 tons), Sakam Mam 
(2,978 tons) . Odam Alaru {'2 ,54 7 tons) , Asagao Mam{2,464 t otis) 
Ail'ohi Mam (l,7H\ tons), and IWo J/arw (1 .721 tons). Four 
otiuT vessels, flip Fusav Mam, Nagaio Mam, iShihata Mavrt, 
and Kokura Mam were jil>o to be sunk, but r<M«>iv(Ml the 
sigTial of recall during the night nftcr (hr (leet was scattered 
by vtonii jmd did not proceed l(» th(' rrurance. 

The convoy of the blocking vei»i>(.»li», under Commander 
Mineo Hayaslii, consisted of the jj^unboat Akarp (Oonmiander 
ni<lr>liin Fiij imoto), gunboat Chokai (Conuuaader Danjiro 
Iwainura), the second de^Uoyt r ilotilla (Commander Icliiro 
liihi<hi). the third destroyer ilotilla (Commander Mitsukane 
Tsudiiya), the fourth destroj^er flotilla (Commander (iun- 
kichi N.>gai), tlic (ifth destroyer flotilla (Coimnander f^mn- 
jiro Mane ), the ninth torpedo-boat flotilla (Lieut*' n ant-Com- 
mander Michisuke Olaki), and the fourteenth torpedo-boat 
flotilla minus the Kamsagi and Mtmaawru and plus torpedo 
heats Nos. 67 and 70 (Commander Yoshimaru Sakurai). Of 
the eight steamers, five^the IftXraim, Tatomi, Eh2o» (>dm 
Sagami, reached the entrance, the Mikawa penetrating be- 
yond the boom that had been stretched. The Atoffoo was 
sunk near the shore of Golden Hill; the Sdkam and Aikcku 
sank before reaching the entrance. The latter three were 
probably sunk by Russian mines, torpedoes, and fire, while 
the first five were probably sunk by their own crews as well 
as from injuries inflicted by the Russians. 

Of the crews of these steamers the Japanese reported 5 
killed, 88 missing, and 23 wounded, while 41 were rescuad 
uninjured. The entire crew of the Sakaru, Odaru, AmgaOf 
and Sngnnd were reported as killed or missing. 

The Russians reported that they rescued 30 Japanese, 
among whom were 2 officers sevcrrdy wounded. 

The Japanese lorpcrlo boat No. 67 had her boiler damaged 
by shells, in addition to 3 of her crew bein^ wounded, but 
was towed out of danger by torpedo boat Ko. 70. The de- 
stroyer Aotaka had her engine on the port side damaged 
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and 1 man killed. The destroyer Ilayahusa had 1 man 
killed. 

A division of the Third Squadron, Rear-Admiral Dewa in 
command, arrived off the harbor about 6 a. m.; a division of 
the First Squadron, Kear-Admiral Xashiha in command and 
Vice-Admiral Togo also present, arrived at 9 a. m. Both 
divisions covered the action of the destroyers and torpedo 
boats, searching for the survivors throughout the day. 

The total value of the 17 vessels used by the Japanese in 
the three attempts to block Port Arthur is given as 3,000,000 
yen. 

On May 12, while endeavoring to destroy a Russian mine 
in Kerr Bay, the Japanese torpedo boat No. 48 was sunk by 
its unexpected explosion, 14 of the crew losing their lives. 

The Third Squadron continued the search for mines in that 
locality, and on the 14th, when about to end the search for 
that day, a mine exploded under the stem of the dispatch 
boat Miyako, which sank in twenty-three minutes. Of the 
crew, 2 were killed, 1 severely wounded, and 21 slightly 
wounded. 

During this searching for mines the various vessels of the 
squadron occasionally bombarded points on land, some of 
which were occupied by Russians who were opposing the 
searching for mines. No casualties seem to have resulted on 
either side. 

On May 14, during the absence of the blockading vessels, 
the Russians laid mines off Port Arthur in the path in which 
the blockading vessels usually cruised. The blockading 
vessels returned on May 15; the Hattuse struck one of the 
mines and, about thirty minutes later, struck a second mine 
which exploded the magazine, sinking the vessel almost im- 
mediately. About 300 of her complement of 741 were 
saved. A destroyer flotilla emerged from Port Arthur, but 
was repulsed by the other Japanese vessels. The Yashima 
also struck a mine, was taken in tow, but sank before reach- 
ing a place of safety. 

On the same da}' the Kaluga collided with the Yoshino, 
in a dense fog at sea near the Shantung promontory', striking 
her on the port side near the stern. The Yoshino quickly 
sank, only about 90 of her complement of 360 being saved. 
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On May 16 and 17 a division of the Tturd Squadron, Reai^ 
Admiral Togo oo^imanding, reoonnoitered Uie coast near 
Kalping, firing at some Russian troops near the shore, then 
proceeded to Chinchou Bay, dragged for mines and entered 
the bay, the gunboats proceeding to the head of the bay and 
firing on the raUway bridges, buildings, and one military 
train which was passing. On the 17th, also, the destroyer 
AhUsuhi, while imgagod in the blockade of Port Arthur, 
struck a mine and sank. The gunboat Oshima was sunk in a 
collision on the 18th while cruising in Liaotung Bay, cooper- 
ating with the army. 

On May 20 a gunboat detachment and several torpedo-boat 
and (lostroyer flotillas approached close to the harbor of 
Port Arthur to reeonnoiter and plant mines. Tn the firing 
that ensued several of the vessels were struck, but none 
seriously damaged. The destroyer Akatsuki was struck by 
a shell which killed her commander, Lieutenant Naojira 
Suyetsuga, and 24 sailors. 

On May 20 llic lUissian cruiser Bogatir struck a rock at the 
entrance to Vlad i n ntok Harbor. She was afterwards tioatod, 
repaired, and held at Vladivostok ready for use. 

On May 26 four ;^unl)oats and a torpcdo-ljoal flotilla 
assisted the Jupancs(» Second Army in the attack on Nan- 
shan from Chindioii Bay. Tlu- «:unl)oat.s Aka4ji and (linkdi 
with the lirst lorpcdo-ljoat flotilla a])proached the sIhuc and 
engaged in tlie muriiiiig. A shell grazed the Chokai, wound- 
ing Lieutenant Kohno, killing 2 nun, and woundiuL' 2. A 
little later the gunl)oatft 'Lsukaald and Heiyen approached, 
after soun(iiugs bad la^en taken by a detachment of torpedo 
boat^<, and joined in the bombardment, but withdrew about 
11a. Ml. on account of the ebbing tide. 

The Al'agi and Chokai and a part of the torpedo-boat flo- 
tilla remained, taking part in the battle uiitU the end. A • 
shell exploded on the side of the Chchti^ killing Commander 
M. Hayashi and wounding Lieutenant M. Sato and 3 men. 

Reporting on the hattle of Nanshan, General Oku said: 
" In concluding this report we profoundly thank the navy for 
its iuTaluahle assbtance." 

During the same battle the Russian gunboat Bolter bom- 
barded the Japanese left flank from Talienwan Bay, causing 
serious loss. 
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era and torpetlo boats draggiug for miiic^, which was opposed 
by the Japanese torpedo boats. 

The Russian fleet continued on a southerly course until 
nearly sunset and then turned toward Port Arthur. Hie 
Japanese fleet had completed its ooncentratiotti and at about 
9.30 p. m. the fourteenth torpedo-boat flotilla, followed by 
the fifth made an attack on the rear of the Russian fleet when 
the latter was about 5 miles from Fort Arthur. The Russian 
vessels did not attempt to enter at night, but anchored just 
outside the harbor, where they were attacked by torpedo boats 
several times during the night. 

Hie SemMopol either struck a mine or was struck by a tor- 
])<m1(>. The best evidence is that it was a tor[>e(lo fired from 
the Shirakumo, Lieutenant-Commander Wakabayaahi com- 
manding, which succeeded in approaching closely by making 
a detour under cover of Yenchanj; promontory. 

Early the next morning all the Kussian vessels, iududii^ 
the Sei^astopol, steamed or were towed into the harbor. 

The Shirakumo was struck by a shell that causiul a fire, 
killed 3 men and wounded 1 officer and 2 men. The Ohulori 
was struck in her aft engine room by a shell wliich di<l not 
explode. A ( atiet on lx>ard No. 53 was wouniUul. Nos, 64 
and 66 were struck by shells, but not seriously injuretl. 

On tho niirht of .hmv 27 the twelfth torpfnlo-hoat flotilla, 
Liciitciiiint-C "i >iiiinan(l<'r ^ amada roiiiinaiuliii^, attacked and 
claiiiKMl tn liavc siiiik Russian j)aln)l ship at Port Arthur, 
and also a Kussian dcstrovcr in the cn^iiinL'' fiirht. The loss 
of tliL'sc vf»ss(»ls was not verilied. The Japanese lost 14 killed 
and 3 wouutlrd. 

On June oO a Kussian torpcdo-ltoal flotilla with \ho trans- 
port Lenu made a r«'connois.sanct' of llir port of (Icnsan, sank 
a Japanese slcamcr and sailin*^ vi'ssid and J bed on the Japa- 
nese settlement and troops, woundinjEf 2 Japanese and 2 Kore- 
ans. Sonic of tlic ishclls starUid conflagrations which were, 
however, soon extinguisln J. 

On July 1, at 0.20 p. ni,, the Japanevse Second Sfiuadron, 
Vice-Admiral Kamimura connnandinjj, si<:hted the \ ludivu- 
etok squadron, Vice-Admiral Bezt)hrazov commandinf;, as it 
was about to pass south through the eastern channel of Tsu- 
shima Straits. The Russian squadron turned to the north- 
east, followed by the Japanese squadron, whose torpedo-boat 
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flotilla closed to within a distance of alx)ut 2 miles, and was 
fired on by the Russian vessels. At about S.5() p. ni. the 
Russian vessels extinguished all lights and eluded their pur- 
suers. 

On July 5 the Japanese gunboat Kaimon struck a Russian 
mine olf Dalny and sank; her commander, Commander 
Takahaslii, a paymaster, gunner, and 19 sailors were lost. 

In the early morning of July 9 the sixth torpedo-l)oat flo- 
tilla umler Lieutenant-Conunander Uchida, approached the 
entrance of Port ^Vrthur, and No. 58, Lieutenant Nakamuda 
commanding, discharged a torpedo, which was not effective, 
at the Askold. Nos. 58 and 59 of the Ja])anese flotilla each 
hatl 1 man wounded by the Russian fire. 

On July 9, about 7 a. m., the Russian vessels Bayan, IHana^ 
PaUadn, Poltava, Novilc, 2 gnnlM)ats, and 7 <lestroyers came 
out of Port Arthur, preceded by a number of vessels ilrag- 
ging for mines. The Japanese torpetlo-boat flotilla fired on 
them to retanl the searching for mines, anil was followed by a 
portion of the Third Sijuatlron which also exchanged shots 
with the liayan alx)Ut 2 p. m. About 4 ]>. m. the Russian 
vessels returneil to the harbor. There was 1 sailor wounded 
on the Japanese destroyer Asashio. 

In the early morning of July 1 1 the Japanese sixth torpedo- 
boat flotilla again approached the entrance to Port Arthur 
and endeavored to torpedo the Russian patrol Ixiat. Nos. 57 
and 59 lx)th discharged tor|M»<loes, but without effect. 

On July 15 the Bayan, flying the flag of Rear- Admiral 
Reitzenstein, Rdinzan, AsJcohl, Noink, the gunboats Otvazhni, 
Gremiashchi, and Gilyak, and a torpedo-boat flotilla enfiladed 
the left of the Japanese line near Port Arthur and then re- 
turned to the harbor. 

On July 20 the Rossia, Gromoboi, and Rurik, imder Rear- 
Adniiral Zhissen, passed through the Tsugaru Straits for the 
east coast of Japan to harass Japanese shipping, <lraw the 
• blockading s<juadron away from Port Arthur, and thus allow 
the Russian s([uadron to (juit Port jVrthur and reach 
Vladivostok. 

The raid resulted in considerable injurj'.to the Japanese 
coasting trade. In addition, the German steamer Arabia 
was seizetl 100 miles off Yokohama on July 22, and sent as 
prize to Vladivotsok on account of having in cargo contra- 
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band consisting of railway material and flour destined for 
Japan. 

On July 23 the EmgH Gomrnania'^ an En^ish ship, 
stopped after the Russian Teasels had fired 4 guns. She was 
carrying to Japan 3,500 to 4,000 tons of caigo, mostly rail- 
way material. Stating' that she was engaged in the trans- 
portation of contraband of war and that Ihm- ( oal capacity 
was so short they could not send her to Vladivostok without 
danger to themselyes, the Kussian took over her crew and 
papers and t hen sank her. 

On July 24 the German steamer Thea was overhauled and 
sunk, being regarded by the Kuaaana as a prize, as stipulated 
in the law. 

On July 26 the Bayan, Pallada, and Noink opened fire 
against the left of the Japanese line near Port Arthur. The 
Mafsmhima. Ifsvhu.^hima, Chhjndiu two other second-class 
cniisors, and a torpodo-hoat flotilla ap])roacho(l the Russian 
ships, which, aft<'r a short engagoniont , returmxl to the harbor. 

On July '^0 the lliissian Vladivostok squadron retired west- 
ward through the Tsu;:;aru Straits, reportintj they had seen 
at alxmt 3 p. m. a cruiser, (1 torpedo boats, a hail ship, and a 
coast defense .ship of the S<ili/(ti type, that these ships were 
far back of the s(|uadroii and retired about 5 p. m. 

Duriner the raid the squadron sank the Japanese steamer 
l\iih(ish 'i ma Maru, and the saihug vessels Jizai, FtLkushige, 
/h/k uM i, and Kyuho. 

In the meant iuie tlie Russian volunteer fleet steamers 
Pefershunj and Smolensk passed through the Bosphorus on 
July 4 an<l 6, respectively, were raised to the rank of Russian 
second-class cruisers, and searched several neutral vessels, 
including the British steametB Malacca^ Fomutsa, and Ardava, 
and the German steamos Prim Heinrich^ Seandia, and 
HaUaHa. 

The Mataeea was seized as prise on the claim that she was 
carrying war material. The British Government, however, 
stated such material belonged to itself. After diplomatic 
correspondence the Mahuea was released and searches and 
seizures by the PeUrahurg and SmoUnak ceased. 

On July 24, at about 3 a. m., the fourteenth torpedo-boat 
flotilla and gunboats Nos. 10 and 11, commanded by Lieu- 
tenant Shozo Kuwajima and accompanied by torpedo boats 
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sent l)y the .]fil'ns(i and Fuji, attarkecl threr T?Tissian destroy- 
ers in Taklie Bay. where they were guarding the right flank 
of the Pi)rt Artlmr defenses. 

The. torpedo hoats sent from the hatth' .^hips torpedoed 
the Buraktw mul iioevoi, Tlie Bnrakor was sunk and Ihe 
Boeim very seriously damagtxi, but managed to reach Fort 
Arthur. 

On Jiilv 20, while (lra«j«rin<; for mines near Lungwansrtang 
(S\van.M>ii> rt)int ), one of the Japanese gunboats pot the di'ar- 
in;^' rope eni)in<xle(l in her propeller, brrran drifting toward 
Yent'haiig pfoiuontory, and was fired upun f)V tlie fortifica- 
tions and attacked by one on n ore Russian torpedo boats that 
steamed up and discharged torpedoes, ronnnaiuh'r Hirose, 
cujiunauding the clearing i>arty, approaclud on another gun- 
boat and towed the disabled vessel out of danger. Com- 
mander Hirose, Lieutenaiu Kamura, and Omen were woundexl 
and 3 men were killed. 

On July 26, while cruising off Port Arthur, the Japanese 
cruiser Chiyoda struck a mine, but was towed to Dahiy. 

On July 27, while retuming to Port Arthur from a recon- 
naksanoe, the Ruaalaii cniiaer Bayan struck a mine near the 
entrance, but was towed into the harbor. 

On August 2 the Russian gunboat Sivuch, which had 
retired up the Liao River on the approach of the Japanese, 
was destroyed to preTent her falling into their hands. 

During the afternoon of August 5 fourteen Russian de- 
stroyers emerged from Port Arthur and separated into three 
divisions; the first, of four vessels, steamed southwest; the 
second, of seven, steamed south; the thirH, of three, steamed 
toward Yenchang promontoiy. After an exchange of fire 
with two Japanese destroyers, A l-egono and Ohoro, commanded, 
rrapectively, b}- Commanders Kusumi Miusao and Takemura 
Bungo, and the Ikaeuekif Commander Shinohara Hishichi, 
the Russian destrojeis returned to t}ie harbor. There were 
apparently no casualties on either side. 

On August 9, 15 cm. shells from a Japanese shore battery 
struck both the Retvissan and Peraviet while at anchor in the 
west port. The former was damaged considerably, the 
latter but slightly. Both took part in the sortie of the 
following day. 
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At nhfyut 5 a. m.. Aiitjust 10. flic Kiissian fleet of Czaretnch 
(liaj^sliij) of Ixpiw A<liniral \Vit«i('ft), Retvizan, Pohieda, 
Peresmet (fla^'ship of Hear Admiral Princp Oiikhtomski, 
commanding bat llcsliij) division), Sei'fistojxil , Polfam, Ankold 
(flagsiiip of Rear Admiral Keitzen.steiii, cumiiiandin<i: cruiser 
division), Diana. PaUada, Novik, 8 rlestroyers and the hotr- 
pitnl ship MoiKjol'ia. began emerging from Port Arthur, all 
being uut alxiul S a. ni. 

Tbe Japanese ti)r|>edo l)oats on watch about 6 miles out 
w^r(> soon reinforeetl, the Yaknma, Kasagi, Talcasago, and 
(liitme appearing ul)ont 15 miles to tlie southwest; the 
Mikam, AsaH, luijii, uml .Sh'duHJiiina appearing about 12 
miles to the soutii and l>eing joined by the Nisshui and 
Kaluga about 10 miles to the southeast. A little later the 
Akashi, Suma, Izumi, Ak'Usmhiina, Yayeyamu, and Asarrui 
joined the other Japanese vesaels. 

The Kusdans claimed that the Japanese tor]>edo boats, of 
which a total of 30 took part in the engagement, steamed 
ahead of the Russian column sowing floating mines. The 
Japanese denied using any mines on this occasion. 

After proceeding south about 10 miles the Russian fleet 
turned to the east and was attacked by the Japanese, about 
1 p. m., at a point about 30 miles from Port Arthur. The 
Rttsdan fleet then turned toward Shantimg. The engage- 
ment continued intermittently until after sunset, being 
heaviest from about 4 to 4.30p.m., and again from 7 to 8 p. m., 
by which tune the range between the leading ships ^ the 
opposing fleets was reduced to about 5,000 yards. 

At about 8 p. m. the steering gear of the Csaremch became 
( 1 i sabled, causin 1 1 1 e vessel to turn sharply to port . She was 
followed by tlu- lulrizan and a portion of the other Teasels. 
The cause of the Czaremch turning to pf)rt was soon dis- 
covered and considerable confusion resulted in the Russian 
fleet. During the confusion the Japanese vessels ranged 
ahead. The main portion of the Russian fleet, except tlie 
C:_(iri rul. Duma, AskoM, and Namk^ turned to starboard 
and lieaded for Port Arthur, the vessels separating. 

Tbe Japanese* suffered a loss of 70 killed, including 10 offi- 
cers, and l.'SH wounded. iTicluflinrr 13 nftirers. On Auprust 12 
Admiral To<ro n'])orted that the damage to hia sliips had been 
provisionally repaired. 
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The Russiaoa lost 21 officers and .'^2 1 men killed and 
wounded. Ainon^ the killed was Admiral Witgeft, com- 
manding the Russian fleet. 

On August 11 the Retvizan, Sevastopol, Peresviet, Poltava, 
Pf^neda, PaUada, and the hospital ship Mongolia returned 
to Port Arthur, tho first four bjidly damaged. Three torpedo 
boats also returned to Port Arthur. 

The Czaiei^^rh and 3 destroyers went to Kiao Chow; the 
Askold and the destroyer Grozovoi to Shanghai; the Diana, 
to Saigon; all were suhsequently disarmed. One destroyer, 
the Bumi, went ashoro nonr Weihniwei. Tho Noi^l' went 
to Kiao Chow, but cleared from the port and eadeavored to 
reach Vladivostok. 

On tlu» nifjht of Aug!i<?t 10 the Russian destroyer Ryeshi- 
ii Jni left Port Arthur for Chef oo with dispatches. Sb** was 
(ii.M uvered the next day by the Jaj)anes<> destroyers AsiisJiio 
and Kfimimi, under Coniniander Pujimoto. At 'A a. ni. on 
the 12tli Lieutenant Terashima with a detail of lU men was 
sent on i>uanl to inform the Ru.ssian commander that since 
he had hvvn in the port more than twenty-four hours he 
must issue from the harbor or surrender. During the ensuing 
discus-sion the Russian commander '^iive orders to blow up 
the vessel, seized Lieutenant Terashiinu, and jumped over- 
board. There was a struggle between the Russian and 
Japanese sailors, an explosion occurred in ibe bold, and the 
vessel^ which had been disarmed In part, was towed out of the 
harbor by the Japanese at 5.15 a. m. 

A protest was lodged with the Chinese Government by 
Russia and China demanded the return of the RyeihUdm. 
Japan declined to accede to the demand, claiming that the 
harbor of Chefoo was not proju rly neutral territory since the 
Buasian consulate operated a system of wireless telegraphy 
with Port Arthur, 'that the harbor had been converted into 
belligerent territory by the entry of the ByeshUelni, that the 
vessel had not been disarmed at the time of lieutenant 
Tsrashima's visit, and that the crew of the Ry€shUdni began 
hostilitiesl 

On August 11, while bombarding the left of the Japanese 

Third Army near Lungwantang, the Russian gunboats 
GUyaJc and Otmzhni wete attacked and driven back to Port 
Arthur by the Japanese gunboats Maya and Akagi.

On August 14 at dawn Vico-Admural Kftuiimura, with the 
armored cruisers IdzumOf Iwate, Azuina, and roAr»twi| si|;hted 
the Vladivostok Squadron under Achniral Zldssen, and con- 
sisting of the UuriJCf Eoaia, and (tronwboi, about 20 miles off 
Ulsan, aoutheasteni Korea, procee<iinj; towanl Port Arthur. 
The Russian fleet turned northward and firing l)epan about 
5.30 a. m. The Rurik was struck by a .«hell whicli wrecke<l 
the steering gear ami left the vessel unmanageable. The 
other two vessels turned back sevornl times to cover the 
Runk and allow repair of her steering gear. The !iltriii))t 
failed, the Rurik began sinking by tlie stein, and llie otiier 
two vessplr? fsteflmed riorthward. The Naii'/infj and Taka- 
shUio, wliich liutl now arrived, contiiiued the engagement 
with the liurik, aiid -Vdnnral Jvaniiniura willi tlie other 
vessels pursued the Rossia and Gromoboi for about two houi's 
and then turiKui hack. 

In the nu'unlinie the Rurik had simk and the survivors 
were being picked uj) l»y the A'auiim and InkoHhiho, assisted 
by the Niiiaka, 'Js}isltima, Chiyoda, and a torpethj bout 
flotilla, which had arrived <m the .scene. The Idzunu) also 
returned in time to assist in the rescue. 

Of the officers and crew of the Rurik 437 were picked up 
iminjured, 176 were picked up wounde<l. Her cojuplenient 
was 768. On the other two Russian Teasels there were 140 
killeil and 313 wounded. 

The Japanese casualties were 45 killed and 65 wounded. 
Adnural Kamimura reported the damage to his ships as 
slight. The hoaU went to Sasebo for repairs and replaced 
one of her heav^- guns. 

The Roma and Gromoboi succeeded in reaching Vladi- 
Yoetok, although seriously injured. The Roaaia was struck 
by 11 shells below and near the water line, the Oromoboi by 5. 
Each lost aliout half of its complement of officers and many 
sailors in killed and wounded. 

On August 20 the Ncvik, which went to Kiao Chow after 
the nayal engagement of A\igust 10 and then sailed for VlaJi* 
vostok, passing to the cast of Japan, and the Tsushima 
engaged each other for about one hour near Korsakov, Sak- 
halin. After the engagement the Nor'i proceeded to the 
anchorage and the Tsushima drew oiT fur repairH, having 
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hsm struck bj a aheU in the bunkers and so badly damaged 

as to list. 

The Chitose arrived toward evening and on tlie 2l8t pro- 
ceeded to Korsaknv. The NimJc was found beached and her 
crew was abandoning her. The Ch itofte fired on her for nearly 
an hour, approaching to ahout 2,500 hk tors. 

A subsequent exaininntiun l)v the tlapanese found the 
Xmvf: lis(< d to starboard about 30°, bow submerged except 
the fore (ieck. upper di ck awash more tban knee-deep. 

On August 23 the Sfvastoiml, wliile outside the harbor 
bombardmg the left Hank of the Japanese Third Amiy, 
Htnirk a mine and was towed back mto Port Arthur. 

On August 24 the Russinn destroyer Vunoslhm struck a ' 
Tiiin«' and sank about l* miles off Ijaotielishan; a .second 
<lestro_\ or struck a mine about the saine time but was towed 
back into I'ort Arthur. 

On S(>pt<nnber 3 th<' .In|))in<'S(^ dot rover Hayatom, whde 
engaged in the blockade of Port ^irthur, struck a mine ajid 
sank. 

On Stqitember 11 the Rus.sian tran^pon Liiin, wliicli liad 
been converted into a cruiser with an armameni <>f j;; i;uns 
and a complement of 16 olbeers and 4SS men, under commaiui 
of Cuplain Berlmski, enteicd San Franci.sico llarbur after 
thirty-one days out from A'ladivostok. She w«,s subse- 
quently disarmed and her crew interned until the end of the 
war. 

On Septend>er IS the Japanese coast defen.se vessel Ileiyen 
struck a mine in Pigeon Bay and sank; but 4 out of her com- 
plement of 289 were saved. 

During the month of September the Japanese cruiser 
Otawa, 3,048 tons displacement, 18 guns armament, and 
maximum speed of 21 knots, was completed. 

On the night of October 21 the Baltic Fleet, or Second 
Pacific Squadron, while passing over the Dogger Banks in the 
North Sea, fired on boate of the Hull fishmg Ooet, sinking 
the Ormtf killing the captain and mate and wounding the 
remainder of the crew, 6 in number. 

The Russian admiral reported he was attacked by two 
strange torpedo boats and that the firing was pro<luced by 
such attack. The fishermen claimed no vessels (»ther than 
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the Kussian and fishing boats were in that Ticinity. After 
fleveral days of excited corre^sponrlence the two govenunente 
agreed to submit the matter to an international conimission 
of inquiry conipoBed of five naval oiiicers of high rank. 

The composition and organization of the Second Pacific 
Sqiindron, commanded by Yice-Admiral Kozhestyenskii were 
as follows:

IJivLmuh of niilitaiy transports and anxiliary ships. 

Militar>^ transports: Kamtchatka (repair ship) and Aimdir. 

Auxiliary ships; Kona, Malaya, J/^/^'or (condensing plant) , 
Kitai, Kniaz-Gortehukov, Jupiter, Mercury, Vladimir, Voronezh, 
Tambov, Yaroslav, Kici^ (flying the flag of Captain Iladlov, in 
command of the division), and Ord (hospital ship). 

The fleet proceeded in two sections, the first, under 
BoKhestTenski and composed of the heavier draft vessels, 
proceeding via the Gape of Good Hope, the second, under 
Felkcrsham, proceeding \'ia the Suez Cauml, and rendessvoused 
at Nossi Be, northeast of Madagtuscar, where it was joined by 
a complementary division which passed the Sues Canal in 
Janiuuy, 1905. This division, provisionally under the com- 
mand of Captain Dobrotvorski, composed of the cruisers 
OUff, Ismmmdf Don, Rum {SmoUTuik), and Dneiper {Peters' 
hurg) and the destroyers Oroznit Oromki, Prozodim, Promi^ 
tdnif and Pritki, was distributed among the divisions of the 
Second Squadron. 

The transport Iriiah passed through the Suez Canal on 
January 28, 1905, to join the Second Squadron. 
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Lftter the flqiuidron was again reenf otced in the neighbor- 
hood of Kamnnh Bay, Cochin China, by the fixat division 
of the Thiid Sqnadion, which left libau February 15, 1906, 
and was oomposed of Emperor NiooUu /, squadron battleship 
(flying the flag of Rear-Admiral Nebogaiov, in command of 
the division) ; Admmd SefMvin, General'^AdfMral Apraxin, 
Admiral Vikakov (armored guardships); Madimir-MonO' 
ifnadi (armored ci-uiser) ; Rms (sea tug) ; Zenia (repair ship) ; 
Ocean (transport); iToff^rofm/ (hospital ship). 

On November 6, 1904, the Japanoso fruiiboat Atago was 
wrecked on n submerged rock in the Gulf of Pcoliili. 

On November 16 the Russian destroyer Hastoropm entered 
Chefoo with de^tches from Port Arthur. The crew was 
landed and the vessel blown up by her commander. 

On November 30 tlie Japanese cruiser Sahjen struck a 
mine, while cooperating with the Third Army at Port Arthur, 
and sank. Of her complement of 16 officers and 213 men, 
the rommftnder, Captain Taj i ma, and othnrs %vm« lost. 

Oil DcccmlxT 12 the Setxif^topol, which hud aiu liored out- 
side tlu' harbor at Port Artlinr. was attacked by Japanese 
torpe<l(» boats. All other battleships and ciniNeiN in Port 
Arthur bad born so badly damaged, eitlier by tlie Japant*se 
heavv sii'ifr <;ums mul na\'al l)atteries or intent ioiiallv by the 
Russians, as t«> Ix* lielph'ss. In ihe curly morning uf tlie l.'Jtli 
the attack was renewed, and one Japanese torpedo l)oiil wjus 
striii k i)v a sliell and so badlv diiiiia'red that she wa^s towed 
away by one of her commdes. A tliinl attack was made 
about 6 a. m. The torjx'does launched l)y tlie .lapanese. 
while exploding, (bd not produce their full cll'ect on accouul 
uf torpedo ueLs and other defensive means employed by the 
Sevastopol. There were three Japanese casualties in the 
attack at 6 a. m., 3 torpedo boats receiving one shot each. 

On December 12 the Japanese protected cruiser Takasago 
struck a mine off the entrance to Pechili Chtif and sank. But 
193 of her complement of 500 were saved by the Otawa, 
which arrived shortly after the Takamffo sank. 

On December 15 the Japanese torpedo boats again attacked 
the Sevastopol, also the coast defense vessel Otvazhni and 
the torpedo-boat destroyers, losing 3 killed and 3 wounded. 
It was reported unofficially that Uie Japanese lost a torpedo 
boat in these attacks on the Sevastopol. 
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On tho night of Docembcr IG tlio Japanese torpedo bosU 
torpedoed and destroyed & Ruasiaii destroyer near the 

Sevastopol. 

On the 22(1 Achniral To^^o reported that the Sevastojnd 
was so badly <hinia<;ed tliat she could not, under the condi- 
tions existing in Port Arthur, be repaired. On tlio same 
dny ho roportod that he hnd arranirrd to withih'aw the 
comhim'd fleet from before Port ^^jrtiiur, iuivhi<x nnanired for 
a (•l<>s<'r Wilt ell to prevent ships nmniTi<r tlic bhiclvade and 
t(» watcli the reniiinnt of the Rufssiaii scpiadron, consisting 
of the Ofvny'hni and bevrrul tnrjX'ilo-lxiat destroyers. 

On rfaniiar-y 2, 1905, four liiissian d*'st r<)}'(M"s, tlie Sirori, 
Sinifiii, Mdsfni, and Strdifi, arrived at Chefoo fr<»m Port 
Artiiiir, and were thsarnied. Two others, flie S/nii'U and 
Boikl, went to Kiao Hiow . wIumv they also wore di.sunned. 

AH war vessels reniuiiiing iu tlie harbor were blown up 
by the Russians prior to capitulation. The Sevastopol and 
Otvazhni were tuwod into deep water and .sunk. 

.Vhout March 16, 1905, Adnural Rozhe.stvenski loft Nossi 
Be and proceeded to Kaniranli Bay; passing Singapore 
April iS and arriving April 12. The length of his stay at 
the latter place was made the subject of a diplomatio protest 
by Japan to the French Govemment. 

On April 22 he left Kamranh Bay with the greater part 
of his yessels, the remainder sailing cm the 25th, and rendes- 
Yoused in the vicinity of Saddle Islands, off Shanghai, 
where he was joined on May 10 by Admiral NebogatoVs 
division, which had passed Port Said on March 24, and 
Singapore on May 5. Leaving at Saddle Islands and neigh* 
borhood the greater part of the transports and colliers with 
the converted cruisers Don, Knhmj Terdk^ Rim {Smolensk), 
and Dneiper (PeUrt^rg), Admiral Rozhestvcnski proceeded 
north with the following: 

First battle-ship division: Kniaz Suvarov (fl3nng the 
Admiral's flag), Emperor Ahxamhr III, Borodhw, and Orel. 

Second l)attle-ship division: Oslabya {Wy'm^ the flag of 
Rear- Adnural Felkeisham), Sissoi Veliki, JVoixirin, and 

Third battle-shij) division: Emperor Nicolas I (flying Uie 
f\a^ of Rear- Admiral \eho<;atov), Generi^Admiral Apraxin, 
Admiral Seniavin, and Admiral Ushakov* 
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CruiJ5er division: Oleg (flyinj; tli(> flajr of Hoar- Admiral 
finquist), Aurora, Vladimir Monomach, Dmitri Don^Jcoi. 

Light cniiser division ; Siietlmm (flyinj^ the fla<; of Captain 
Schoino\ Almaz, Vral, Zhemtchug, and Izumrud. 
I _ The torpodo hoats and destroyers: Bodri, Bunt, Braii, 

I Becii pieshchni, BUstiaahcki^ Butri, Biedovi, (hozni, and 

Transports: h'a iKfchafka, Anadir, Irtish, aud Korea.

En rout«' from Saddle Islands to ihc Sea uf ffapaii the 
first and second divisions of tlie Russian fleet fornicd llie 
starboard colnnni. the third and fourth divisions fnimcd 
the port colunm, the vessels of tlie lijjht enuser division 
were us4mI as sr onts, the tran>ports, tuirs, and hospital ships 
followed in ami in rear of the int<'r\ul bel\ve«-n the eohnnns. 

On Mas -'7, while a|)proac'hin^' the eastern cluunu'l of the 
Straits of Korea, the Russian fleet deteeted, at about 7 u. in., 
off" t<) the rij^ht, the /sumi; the Dmitri Domkoi fireil on the 
Izumi, which returned the fire and vanished in the fo^. 

This vessel was the left wmg scout of the inner cordon, 
consisting of the Third (Vice-Admiral Kataoka's cruiser) 
Squadron preceded by scouts. The first (battle ship) divi- 
slon, the second (armored cruiser) diyision, and the fourth 
(Vice-Admiral Uryu's detachment) division^ because of the 
receipt of a wireless message from one of the advanced 
scouts, the Shinano Jforu, at 5 a. m., of the approach and 
course of the Russian fleet, rendezvoused with the torpedo- 
boat flotillas, about noon, at a point about 10 miles north 
of Okinoshima. 

At this time the paper o^^ganization of the Japanese fleet 
was as follows: 

Commander of fleet and First Squadron, Admiral Togo, 
with Vice-Admiral Kato as chief of statf. xbe First Squad- 
ron contained the first and third .iivisions: 

Tlie first division, Viee-Adniiral Misn. I'ontained the 
battlenships Mlkam, Shihishin-i, Fujif Awhif and the 
annoreil eruisers Kaf<ug<i and A' '<shin. 

Tlie third division, Viee-Adnnral Dewa, Ctuitained the 
protected cruisers Kaaagi^ Ch-toHft AiiUtkaj Otawa, and 
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Taimtfa. It secerns to have acted innro or loss independently 
of the First Squadnm and was called the Dowa Detachment. 

The Second Sciuadron, Vice-Admirai Kamimura, contained 
the second and fourth divisions: 

The second division, Kear-Admiral Shiniamura, contained 
the armored cruisers IdzamOf Adaimaf Tokivxi, Yakumo, 
Amma, and hmt* . 

The fourth division, Vice- Admiral Uryu, contained the 
protected cruisers Naniwa, Takaahiho, Tmuhimaf AkaM, 
and Ph')haya. 

Tlu' Third Scjuadron, Vicc-Adiuiral Kataoka, contained 

the fifth and sixth divisions: 

The fifth divsion. Kfar-Adiniral Takeomi, coiifained tlie 
armored cruiser CJt '"/<>(lii, the j)r(>1<'( t('d cruisers Itmhujshima, 
Matsush imaf and Ha^hidatef and the coast -defense ship 

The sixth division. Iv car- Admiral Togo, contained the 
prt)tected ( ruiscis huml, Akilmshima, Snma, nr\(\ Yayeyama. 
It seems to have operated more or Irss independently of the 
Third Squadron and was called the Togo Detachment. 

There was a seventh division, Rear-Admiral Yaniada, con- 
taining the coast -defenijc sliip Fu^otf, and the gunbuaU jBanjo, 
Cfiiokai, I ji, Maya, Tmihushi, Al'o^, and Sumidu. 

There were 21 destroyers divided into five divisions, the 
divisi(m commanders being Captains Fujimoto and Yajima 
and Commanders Yoshijima, Suzuki, and Hirose. 

There were in the neighborhood of 00 torpedo hoats, 
usually in groups of lour, whose commanders were lieutenants 
Fukuda, Kawase, Fusimota, Otakiy WakagagiuKhi, Aoyama, 
Kawada, Seko, Kondo, Matsuoka, Kubo, Ogawa, Sakamoto, 
Karutomiy Wada, Ibari, and Otaki. 

There was also a special squadron, Rear-Admiral Ogura, 
containing the following auxiliary cruisers that had been 
called in from the merchant marine: America Matu, Nipjxm 
• MarUf U<mgk<mg MarUj YawaJta Maru, Shinano Maru, Ringo 
Mam, Sado Jfent, Tainan JUaru, Ibiehin Jforu, Iknjin 
MarUf Uaijo MarUf Heijo Marut lianahu MarUf Koryo 
Mam, and Kamga Mam. 

Shortly ufti>r 10 a. m. the Russians saw off to the westward 
Vice-Admiral Dewa's detachment sailing toward the entrance 
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of the strait as though to intersf^ct the course of the Russian 
fleet. Shortly after 11 a. m. Felkt rsliam's division opened 
lire against these vesseb, which went about and disappeared 

in the fog. 

At 1 .20 p. m. the Russians again saw to port some of the 
vessels of theKataoka squadron and Dcwa and Togo detaeh- 
nients, now sailing; northeast to effect a junction with the 
main Japanese iieet near Okinoshima. 

Tho Russian floot had approached the straits in two 
(•ohmiiis. hut at 11.-10 a. in. fnniictl into .sinfrle column, the 
first l)at tlcsliip division Icadin*^ and h)llowrd by the second 
and third l>attl('ship divisions niu\ then the cruiser division, 
while to tlic ri^lit were the trunsporli* aud scouts accom- 
panied by tlic light cruiser division. At noon the course was 
changed t<» north 23° east and tlie leading (U vision fell otf a 
little to starboard and then held itself in column. 

At 1.40 p. m. the Russians sighted the Ja|>anese main fleet. 
At 2.05 p. m. the leadin*: Japanese vessel turned to |)or( and 
the first division, folloucd by the second, advanced ohli(|uely 
j^ainst the head of tlie Russian colunm. The Tliird S<|uad- 
ron aiul the iX'wu and the Togo detachments, which had 
now reached the Japanese main fleet, steamed south (o attac k 
the Russian rear. 

The sky was clear, the horizon fogg>% a moderately strong 
breese was blowing from the southwest, and the sea was suf- 
ficiently high to interfere with the maneuTers of the torpedo 
boats. 

At 2.06 p. m, the Russians at 8,500 meters opened fire, 
which was returned a little later by the Japanese when the 
rangie had been reduced to 6,000 meters. 

The Russian transports fell off to starboard, leaving the 
cruisers on their left and the scouts behind them. The head 
of the Russian colunm gradually fell off to starboard, thus 
causing the fleet to maneuver on the arc of a circle within 
which were the transports and destroyers. 

The second Japanese division came on to the arc of the 
outer circle on which their first division was maneuvering and 
with it concentrated their fire on the lea^ling Russian vessels 
and those flying Admirals' flags, using high explosive shells at 
first and then armor-piereing projectiles. 
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Af ;.]() p. m. the Osltihija turnod tiii tli' and sank. The 
greatiM* part of the officers and crew were taken off by de- 
stroyers, before the vessel sank. 

Tlic Kn 'uiz Suvarov was uninana<j:('ftl)le at this liine, and in 
en(l<'a\'()rin>; to protect tlus vessel the other Russian vessels 
fell into more or less confusion. The Japanese first division 
had by tliis time forged alirad of the Kussian r(dunin, led by 
the Borodiv/i, heading nearly .soiitlicast. i lnaking the Rus- 
sian vessels had headed north to pasw in rear of I lie second 
division, the vessels of the fu*st division tiirued IG j)oints to 
tlic left and steamed nearly northwest, the Nisshin leading. 
Tlu> second division also went about and followed the first 
division. 

Up to this time the most important damage to the Japan- 
ese fleet had been inflicted on the Amma, wfakh was com- 
peUed to leave the line of battle bj injuries to the steering 
gear and the entrance of water. After effecting temporaiy 
lepaiis the Amuim rejoined the firing line. 

The Shiranui, of the Hirose flotilla, and the Asahiwo, of the 
Suzuki flotilla, were both severely injured while attempting 
to torpedo the Kniaz Suvarov at about 3.40 and 4.55 p. m., 
respectively, but were saved from smking. One of the torpe- 
does dischaiged in the latter attack struck the 8vmtov on the 
port side near the stem, causing a list of about 10^. 

The Suvixrw was, however, in a helpless condition before 
this attack. Admiral Rozhei^xvenski, wounded, and some of 
the membem of his staif we^c transferred about 3.30 p. m. to 
the Buini, one of the boats which had received the crew of 
tlu Oslabya. The command of the fleet was then transferred 
to V He-Admiral Nebogatov. 

At about 4.40 p. m., having again gone al)out and while 
steaming nearly southeast, the Japanese fiist and second divi- 
sions lost sight of the Russian armored vessels and steamed 
south, the second division leading, firing on special service 
vessels and scouts. At 5.30 p. m. the first division went 
about and steame<l north, w hilf t!ie sivond division steamed 
to the southwest and took part in the action against the Kus- 
sian cniiser squadrons and service ships. 

About 5.40 p. m. the first division sank the Ural, continued 
northward and rnTiip into action against six of tlie Russian 
armor clads steammg to the northeaf^t. The fii^t divi&ion,

steamiug parallel to and faeiter lhan thm ▼esflels, caused the 
latter to gradually turn to the north and then to the north- 
west, and nearly west, the Borodino leading. 

To the left of the Russian armor clads were the OU^t Aurora, 
DmiBi Donakoif and Madimir Mmomach; to the left of tliese 
were the remaining transports escorted by the Svietlana and 
Almaz; the destroyers, the Zhemickug, and the l2umrud wero 
still farther to the left 

About 7.20 p. m. the Borodino, on which a serious fire had 
broken out, settled to starboard and sank, apparently from 
the explosion of the magazine.' About the same time tlie 
Alexander III, which had been compelled to leave the line of 
battle some time before, also sank. 

At sunset, about 7.35 p. m., the Japanese i'lrsl division drew 
off to tlie east to allow the torpedo-boat fl< >titl;is. whieli were 
approaching from three sides, to attack during the ni^ht. 

Xhirin^ tiiis time the cniiscr squadron and special -service 
ships of the Russians hat! hevn enjra^ed with that portion of 
tlie Japanese fleet which had steamed south on receipt of the 
battle ordem at 2 p. ht. The 1)ewa and tlie Uiyu detach- 
mentii, keeping: in t*mch, at 2.4 '> p. m. opened fire against the 
Russian cnii.ser squadron while steaming parallel to and in 
the opposiU' tlirection, made a iletour across the rear and 
steame<l parallel to and in the same dim'tion as the Russian 
vessels. T!iis maneuver was repeated seveijil tiinos. 

Ahout J JO i>. tn. the Un^i dft;iflunent sank tlie Iitisli iiml 
a little later <lis;il>lc<l tlw }\<iiiifi Ixdka. At about tiiis tluio 
tlie Third Stuiailron jomeU tiie Dcwa and tlio Uiyu detach- 
ments in tlie alluek. 

At 4,40 p. m. fmir Kn siaii armor rhuis jiujied from the 
north with the cruNrr sijiuuirori niul uitli it inilicted cuiibid- 
erable diiiiia;ie on tlie 'laj>;mi -^e Nr.'v^els. 

Vic»^A<linir:il Di wa hud at. that time transfened Ui \ ire- 
AdiniiHl ( lyu all his vessels e.xeept the Kanagi luui the Chi- 
tone, and w ith these two vessels ran into the qui<*t waters of 
Ahuradaui Buy. Viee-Ailnnral Dewa came out the same 
evciiingon the C/i ifo.se, hut the Ka.sdfji was too badly damped 
to take any part in the lighting on the next day. 

At 5.10 p. m. the Naniwa, flagship of the Uiyu detachment, 
was hit below the water line and compelled to retire for 
repairs.

At 5.30 J). 111. the Japanese second division joined in tliis 
uLtuck on tUe Kiissian cruiser squadjx>a and four armor clads 
which had joined at 4.40 p. m. 

Durint; tliis fight inij the Dewa ami IJryu dt-lat linirnls ron- 
contiatt^d their tire j)rincipally on tlio transports, the Si^icf- 
lana, the Almaz, anti the Ural. Tlie crew of the Uml w as by 
order from the Sinetlana transferrer! to the Korea prior to the 
sink ill*; of the Ural by the first division at 5.40 p. m. 

The Sr'iftlann, struck below the water line, fell out of the 
line but subsequently regained her place. The Dmitri Don- 
sJcoi and Madimir Monomach several times left the line to 
protect the transports. 

As the cruiser squadron continued to give way it uncoverefl 
the Kniaz Suvarov and the repair ship KamtckaQca, both dis- 
abled. The Togo detachment sank the KamtcKatka at 7.10 
p. m.^ and the Fujimoto destroyer flotilla twice tofpedoed the 
SwaroVf which sank at 7.20 p. m. 

About this time the Japanese squadrons and detachments 
received the wireless message ^m the Tattvia giving Admiral 
Togo's order to assemble at Ullondo Island, and steamed 
away to the northeast. 

At the time of withdrawal of the various Japanese squad- 
rons the course of the Russian fleet was north 23^ west. 
The various Japanese torpedo-boat flotiUas which had ren- 
dezvoused in Miura Bay (Tsushima) prior to the engagement, 
taking shelter from the high sea, attacked the Russian vessels 
at 8.15 p. m.y the Fujimoto destroyer flotiUa against the head 
of the armor-clad column from the north, the Yajima de- 
stroyer flotilla and the Kawase torpedo-boat flotilla from 
the northeast, the Yoshijima destroyer flotilla against the 
rear from the east, the Hirose (Juntaro) destroyer flotilla 
from the southeast. The torpedo-boat flotillas under 
Fukuda, Otaki, Kondo, Aoyama, and Kawada pursued from 
the south both the annor-clnd rolunm and the cruisers 
steaming parallel with and to tlic left rear of the armor clads. 

On the approach of the tiotiilas the Russian armor clads 
turned 8 point^s to port, so as to lesson the distance separating 
them from the cruisers. 1l\\p latter also turned to port and 
the OJf'ff, ,4?/rom. and Zhemtcfi u^/ vimi'iuxwil to the south, while 
the others, with (he annor ela(l>, again turned to port and 
proceeded in an eastern direction. 
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The fire of the flotillas ^vni^ aided by the fact that iheai ap- 
proach compelled the Kussian vessels to use tlieir seardhr 
U^ts, thus betraying their location and facilitating the use • 
of the searchlijjhts of the flotillas. 

The Sittoi Veliki, Admiral ^alhhnov, and \ladimir Monn- 
ma4^% were torpedoed and rendered helplciis. On the side of 
tlw^ Japanese, torpedo boat No. 69 (commander's boat) of the 
Fukuda llotilla, No. 'U ^commander's boat) of the Aoyama 
flotilla, and No. 35 of ilie Kawada flotilla, were sunk by gun 
fire; their crews were saved by tlioir crmijianion l)outs. the 
Karigane, No. 31, No. iVJ, and (>lhei*s. The di'st rovers //ar- 
tusame, Akatsuk 'i, Ihnzuchi, and Yuffiri and torpedo hoais 
Sagi, Xos. 33 and iSh were so badly damaged by gun fire and 
collisions that they were temporarily compelled to withdraw 
from lln' \\\:\\\. 

At 2 a. 111. on the 28th the Suzuki fiotiiia. torpedoed and 
sank the Nnrnrin. 

At dawn on the 28th the JapiUicso first and second divisions 
were about 20 miles .^oiith of I'llondo Jshuid wlu n the Third 
Jxjuudrou, from u point ul)oui (iU miWs farllier south, re- 
ported the presence of KussiMU ships to the east. Tliese 
ships proved to be the but tic >hips Orel and Emperor Nicohut J, 
the coast-defense ships General-Admiral Apraxin and Ad- 
miral Seniavin, and the cruiser l2umrud, Admiral Nebogatov 
commanding. The first and second divisions approached 
from the west; the Third Squadron and the Uryu detachment 
approached from the south. At 10.30 a. m. the Russian yes- 
aek were surrounded at a point 8 miles south of Takeshima 
(liancourt Rocks) . The Istumrud escaped ; the others surren- 
dered» The Ord was taken to Maizuru, the NiedUu /, Apraxin, 
and Seniavin to Sasebo. The f o\ir yessels in the order given 
were renamed Iwami, IH, OHnoshima, and Minoahima. 

The leumrudf after escaping, proceeded north, and at 1.30 
a. m. on May 30, while entering Vladimir Bay, ran on a reef, 
where she was blown up by her commander, Captain Yerscn, 
after the crew had landed. 

At 7 a. m., while proceeding northward, the Uryu detach- 
ment discovered the SvieUatia and the destroyer Bistri off to 
the west. A sec t ion containing the Otawa and NiUaka, under 
oonunand of Captain Arima, was sent in pursuit and an 
engagement ensued, lasting about one hour. At 11.06 a. m. 
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the SvieHana sank ofT Chokuryon Bay. The Niitahaf in 

cooperation with the destroyer Mura'kiimo^ continued in pur- 
, suit of the Bistri, which ran ag:round and was destroyed in a 
small bay about 5 miles north of Chekuryon Bay. 

Thr survivors from the two Russian vessels were taken <ni 
board the Japanese special serrice ships America Mam and 
Kami go Ma m . 

The Japaiu'sc dostroyer Shiranui and tlie .sprnal service 
ship Slado Maru, at a point about 5 miles east of Kotosaki, 
Tsu.sliinia, disrovered the Affminil Nal-himov at 5.30 a. m. on 
May 2S, jind a little later the VhuJlmir Mouinnarh, both in a 
sinking condition. After tlie crews had been removed the 
vessels sank, about 10 a. ni. 

The (rromki appeared in tliis neighborhood, was pursued 
by the Shiranui and torpedo boat No. 68, and captured off 
Ulsau in a sinking condition at 11.30 a. m. She sank at 
12.43 p. m., the crew ha\ in^j; ))eeu previously removed. 

The special-service sliips Shm^iuo Mara., TaiiMu Maru,iinA 
Ymmta Maru, at a point about 3U miles northeast of Karaski, 
Tsushima, discovered the Sissoi Veliki in a sinking condition. 
The vessel sank at 11.05 a. m., the survivors being rescued. 

The Admiral Uehakov was j)ursued from near the place of 
Admffal Kebogatov's surrender by the Jwaie and Taktmo 
and sunk a little after 5 p. m.; about 300 surviroiB were 
rescued. 

The Ihmiri Dowikin, steaming north, was discoTeied and 
followed by the Uryu detachment at 5 p. m. She was 
headed at a point some 30 miles south of Ullondo Island afr 
7 p. m. by ilie Otawa, the NiUaka, and the destroyers Agagiri, 
Skirahmo, and I'\ihuki. The firing continued xmtil dark, 
when the destroyers attacked. Although seriously damageil, 
the DmUri Donskoi escaped from her pursuers. Toward 
morning of the 29th her crew was landed on Ullondo Island 
and the vessel sunk by opening the Kingston ralves. The 
survivora were taken on board the Kasuga and FuJmki, 

The Buim, after having transferred Admiral Rozhestven- 
gki and staff to the Biedovi, and about 200 survivors of the 
Osluhya to the Dmitri Domkoi, sank. 

The JVudor't, with Admiral Rozhestvenski and staff, wa« 
captured by tlic riestroyers Sazanami and Kagero about 40 
miles southwest of Ullondo Island about 4.45 p. m. 
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Of ihe tfimuniiig Riiaslaii torpedo boata the Qromd reached 
VladiToeiok on Msj 29» the Bfavi on the Slst. The B<idn 
and BlMtiBuik^i escaped south in company. About 5 a. m. 
May 28, the crew ol the BlettUuhchi, whicli was no longer 
manageable, was transferred to the Bodri and the former 
vessel 811 nk by opening tlie Kingston valves. The Bodri, after 
exhausting her water and fiicl, was pit ];' <] up in latitude 32° 
22^ N., longitude 112° 42' E., by th«' Jiritisli mercliant vessel 
Kueling and towed into Wusung, where she was interned. 
The Bezufreshchni was missing. 

The Aurora^ Oleg, mv\ Zhemtchugj Rear Admiral Enquist 
commanding, arrived on June 3 at Manila, where they were 
interned. 

The AlrrUiz reached Vladivostok on May 29. 

The transport Korea and the sea tug Sityir reached Wtistmg 
on May 30, and were interned, as were six other transports 
that had gone into that port from the vicinity of Saddle 
Islands. 

The Anndir vsviipvd and on Jini«' arrived at Diego Suarez 
witli a portion of tlie srirvivors of the I ral. 

Tlie Kostroma and Ord were taki'n to Saseho by the Japa- 
nese on suspicion of violation of some of the jn ovisions of The 
Hague Conference. The lirst was afterwards released, the 
second wn.s ronflsrnted. 

The liu>.«,iari ( iLsualties were 101 oflicers and 4,o00 men 
killed and wounded and 6,143 captured. 

The Japanese n ported their totel casualties fur this engage- 
ment as 1 H) nlliccrs and men killed, woiuuleil; their total 
naval casualties for the war, JJl olhcers and 1,782 men killed, 
170 oHicers and 1,4'j7 men wounded, making a total of 2,003 
killed and 1,667 wounded. 

Early in June the JJneiptr (Petershurg) transferred to the 
Dutch steamer Florea in the Straits olt Malacca 41 of the 
Chinese crew and the mails of the British steamer S, Kilda, 
captured by the Dneiper with contraband on board in the 
China Sea on June 4 and sunk the next daj. The European 
oflicers of the ship were retained by the Dneiper, 

On June 5 the Terek sank the British vessel Ikhma about 
150 miles north of Hongkong, transferring the crew to the 
Dutch vessel Periak, 
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On June 22 the Terek similarly sank tlie Danish vessol 
Pr%nee»B Marie. A few dajs later the Terek was disaimed 
and interned at Batavia. 

On May 30 the D<m sank the German steamer Teiartos in 
the North China Sea on t)ie charcre of carrying contrahand, 
consisting of railroad timber and sleepers* The crew of the 
Tetarioa was landed at Batavia. 

OPERATIONS IN KOREA AND SAKHALIN. 

In KiJioa the Japanese, eurl_> in lOOl, l)('<:aii tlie concentra- 
tion of the SLvth Anuy under General llat>{';^M\\ a. The prin- 
cipal forces landed at Gensan and operated nui th along the 
coast iu the direction of and gainst the Kii^an Vladivostok 
army under General Kasbeck, that had sent expeditious into 
and occupied northern Korea. 

Bj June the advance of General Haeegawa was in contact 
with the Russian forces and several engagements of greater 
or less severity, none of which reached a magnitude to merit 
the designation of battle, occured. On July 24 the Japanese 
dislodged the Russians from and occupied Puryang and Puku. 
The advent of the rainy season and the sessions of the peace 
conference at Portsmouth suspended serious operations on the 
part of these two opposing armies. 

On July 7 another Japanese force landed near^Koisakovsk, 
capital of Sakfaalini and occupied the town, the Russian 
garrison withdrawing after having blown up the coast-defense 
guns and burned the goverximent buildings. General Hare- 
guchi commanded the Japanese forces opiTatingin this region; 
General Liapunov commanded the Russian troops. 

With the aid of the fleet and transports, the Japane^ pro- 
ceeded to various points on tlie island, overpowerod the m ill 
Russian garrisons, and occupied the im])ort ant villages with- 
out any von- serious engagements. The bulk of the Kussian 
garrison, 70 officers and 3 ,200 men, surrem lei ed July 3 1 . The 
final skirmish did not take place until>Septeniber 1, 1905, but 
four days before the treaty of peace was signed. 

PORTSMOUTH CONPBRBNCB. 

On the initiative of President Kooscvelt, plenipott utiarics 
were appointed hy the two nations, Baron Komuro and Mr. 
Takahira by Japan, Count Witte and Barou liosen by Russia, 
to meet and discuss terms of peace. 
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The conference asseni})le<I at Portsmouth, X. IL, August 29. 
The treaty was signed Septenij)er 5 and ratifications were 
exchanged November 25, 1905. 

By the tenns of the treaty Russia recognized the paramount 
interest of Japan in Korea, transferred to Japan the Chinese 
East Siberian Kailway south of Changchun (Kuanchengtzu), 
that part of Sakhahn south of fiftieth parallel, and the 
Russian IJaotung lease, covering an area of about 500 scjuare 
miles, containing Port Arthur and Dalny (Tairen). Japanese 
subjects were granted certain fishing privileges along the 
Siberian littoral. Manchuria was retumetl to China, and the 
troops of Russia and Japan, in excess of 15 men per kilometer 
of railway as guards for the same, were to be withdrawn 
within eighteen mouths. 
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
